THAT DECKER SADDLE 


The decker sack-saddle, mentioned 
by Clyde Ormond in ‘‘The Manta Pack,” 
is not new. It was being used as far 
back as 1924, when I first came to know 
it, by the U. S. Forest Service in Idaho. 

Some years later I was working for 
the Forest Service down in southern 
Utah, and we had to camp in an area 
where there was no horse feed. I went 








to a village with five sawbuck saddles 
to get hay and grain, and I had the 
local folks puzzled when they saw me 
getting ready to load up. The swing 
hitch used with the decker saddle can 
be adapted for use on a sawbuck saddle, 
and it is handy to know how. The only 
difference is that the rope may not run 
quite so smoothly. I loaded an 80-lb. 
bale of hay on each side of the saddle, 
and the bales rode nicely for some 12 
miles without giving me any trouble. 
A pair of swing ropes are mignty handy 
to have along if you are using sawbuck 
saddles.—Liter bh. Spence, Boise, Idaho. 


POISONING COYOTES 


In a recent ‘“What’s on Your Mind?” 
Leon V. Almirall complained of gov- 
ernment poisoning of coyotes and jack- 
rabbits on his old Colorado hunting 
grounds. If Mr. Almirall is tall, dark, 
handsome, and a good sportsman, I'd 
like to invite him to see some spots in 
Idaho where jacks and coyotes are a 
terrific pest. 

The government poisons millions of 
jacks in [daho also, but a local news- 
paper tells of 50,000 jackrabbits being 
killed in a singie arive. ‘nere is nothing 
unusual about this. Several of these 
drives are held every year. 

We have spois wuere the highway 
Supervisors use a tractor blade to push 
jacks killed by automobiles off the traf- 
fic lanes. Coyotes come to eat the dead 
jacks and we natives cruise the high- 


| ways after dark and shoot the coyotes 
| with the aid of a jacklight. 


If someone didn’t poison the jacks, 
many of our marginai farmers couldn't 
survive the damage aone by the pests. 
—R. W. Mangun, Nampa, Idaho.

I was on 
a uranium expedition last summer in 
Utah. We were down near the base 
of the Henry Mountains.

They 
had been poisoned by cyanide guns 
used by government people at the in- 
stigation of cattle men and _ sheep 
raisers. The residents say that now the 
desert is being overrun by the rodents |

for food. In Utah they told me that 
only a few stragglers among the lambs 
were killed by coyotes. 

I feel it’s not right for a species to 
be wiped out, and the balance of nature 





destroyed, for the sheep-raising indus- | 


try. If the small number of lambs) § 
killed by coyotes means so much to a| j 


raiser, there is something radically | 
wrong with his business, and the elimi- | 
nation of coyotes is not going to help | 
him for long. I think a study should be | 
made, and the real truth of the situ-|

uu know,” the wife of an ardent 

angler said to me the other day, 

“Joe is always urging me to go 
stream-fishing with him, and I think I 
would enjoy it if only I could learn the 
fundamentals without having to bother 
him with a lot of dumb questions.” 

So many wives are in the same fix. 
Their husbands are perfectly willing to 
have them along on fishing expeditions, 
but being old hands at the art of fishing 
they forget it’s a new and strange world 
to a novice. There are certain basic 
facts about trout fishing, for instance, 
that seem self-evident to most men, but 
to a woman (even one with a high 
I.Q.) there are still a lot of questions to 
be answered. After all, starting from 
scratch to learn one of the most diffi- 
cult kinds of fishing is like learning to 
fly a B-29 without first having been 
checked out in a “grasshopper” plane. 

For instance, a beginner might well 
ask what is the difference between dry 
and wet-fly fishing, and when do you 
The usual answer 


the fish are feeding on the surface, and 
fishes ‘“‘wet’’ when streams are roiled up 
after a storm and the fish are bottom- 
feeding (and the big ones mostly do!). 
That would seem a perfectly adequate 
answer to most men, but to us dumb 
females it isn’t elementary enough. 
So, for the benefit of the gals who'd 
like to accompany their men on fishing 
trips, yet not ruin their husbands’ all- 
too-brief leisure hours by getting in 
their hair and asking too many ques- 
tions, here are a few facts presented 


Try to drop your fly in a likely place 


in the simplest of kindergarten terms. 

First of all, trout have appetites as 
finicky as those of human beings, who 
may prefer black-bean soup one day 
then demand cheese soufflé the next. 
Among other things, they dote on the 
flies that hatch out and sometimes fool- 
ishly light upon the surface of a stream, 
all innocent of the fact that a hungry 
finny monster is patiently facing up- 
stream (the better to see them floating 
down), probably lurking under a sunk- 
en log or behind a rock or beneath the 
drooping branches of a willow where a 
succulent green worm also might drop 
upon the water. 

So in using an artificial fly, a good 
fisherman observes and often tries to 
duplicate what the fish are feeding 
upon at the time. Sometimes he may 
even open up the stomach of the first 
trout he catches, to identify the con- 
tents. (Don't say “Ugh!” If you’re 
going to catch fish you’ll have to learn 
to clean them, and it’s not nearly so 
unpleasant as dissecting those awful 
formaldehyde frogs in biology class in 
high school.) 


Hevine cnosen a likely fly, the next 
step is to drop that fly in a likely 
spot in as natural a manner as possible. 
If I were you, gals, I’d practice casting 
toward a target on a green lawn until 
I could drop the fly with gossamer 
lightness and bombardier precision. 
Don't be satisfied with just a straight 
backward overhead cast; you might 
even attempt the advanced roll cast used 
when you have interference overhead 
and cannot bring your line back to 
more than a 90-degree angle. 

Here is a time when your man prob- 
ably will be willing to play instructor. 
And in the long winter evenings he 
might also be willing to teach you how 
to tie a fly on your leader, what knot 
you must use to tie your leader on the 
line, and how to set up your rod. In 
fact, you might end up being more pro- 
ficient than he is. After all, any mother 
who has pinned thousands of diapers, 
and tied countless hair ribbons and shoe- 
laces, ought to have pretty good finger 
dexterity! Just remember, as in train- 
ing a bird dog, at least 50 percent of 
your training can be done at home. 

But let’s get back to the stream and 
the trout lurking therein. There are 
times, after a heavy rain, when the 
waters are so muddy and swollen that

# the fish prefer to lie on the bottom and 


feed on nymphs (not fledgling female 
goddesses but the larvae of insects.) 
And that’s when you try wet-fly fishing, 
which simply means that you cast most- 
ly across and let the fly drift down 
(instead of casting up for a downstream 
float). Also, you let your fly “drown” 
by using one specially tied for this pur- 
pose, and with a heavier leader. 

Many fishermen consider wet-fly fish- 
ing more difficult than dry-fly, because 





Don’t horn in on another angler’s spot 


in fishing downstream you have to use 
a longer line or your quarry will see 
you, and since the fish is facing you 
when he strikes your fly, he may be 
harder to hook (more chance of pulling 
your fiy out of his mouth). You have 
to develop a technique of pulling your 
fly in controlled little jerks across the 
current, water-bug fashion. 

For years I had better luck with wet- 
fly fishing, because my casting was bad 
and I found it especially tough to use 
the dry fly in glassy, calm water where 
the slightest splash would send the fish 
far, far away. However, after years of 
effort—and I mean years—I can now 
cast fairly well, and I get a kick out of 
fishing a smooth mirror finish where 
I must cast a long line upstream and 
try to drop my fly upon the water with 
the soft deliberateness of a fluffy dan- 
delion seed. It doesn’t always happen, 
of course, but it’s a wonderful satis- 
faction to have a big squaretail hit my 
fly and manage to land him in my creel. 

Speaking of landing a fish in your 
creel, if your catch is nursery size and 
you want to throw him back to grow a 
bit, always wet your hand first and 
handle him gently. (The legal mini- 
mum limit may be 6 or 7 inches, but 
that’s a bit smallish.) If possible I 
try to grab the top of the hook without 
touching the fish, holding it in such a 
way that he may wiggle off and flop 
back into the water without benefit of 
human hands. 

If you intend to keep him, be very 
careful. Don’t take him out of the 
net yet. Grasp him firmly with your 
left hand from outside the net. The cord 
will make it easier to hold his slippery, 
squirming body. Then, to make sure 
you won't lose him while disengaging 
the hook and putting him in your creel, 
kill him. Do this by inserting the thumb 
and forefinger of your right hand in 
his mouth, then bending back the head 
with a quick jerk until the neck is 
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broken. If he’s too big for this sort of 
quick euthanasia, take a rock or stout 
stick and knock him smartly just back 
of the head. Only when he is really 
dead do you take him out of the net. 

It may sound a bit messy, but actual- 
ly it isn’t. After all, we all want a 
quick, merciful death when our time 
comes, and every time you catch a fish 
you can’t be helpless and yell for the 
nearest male. That’s a good way to 
become very unpopular as a fishing 
companion. (In theory a man likes a 
helpless woman, but not in a trout 
stream. Of course he’s always willing 
to help a perfectly able-bodied girl out 
of a car, if she has a neat ankle.) 


Poy manners and consideration for 
others are important anywhere, and 
it is here that the novice fisherwoman 
may break a few rules through sheer ig- 
norance of fishing etiquette. If the 
party is a large one, fishing space may 
be apportioned. In passing along the 
bank where a man is fishing, make 
sure you don’t disturb the fish. In fact, 
it would be wise to detour inland, walk- 
ing as quietly as possible, for fish are 
sensitive to vibrations as well as to 
shadows. And never, never start fish- 
ing a pool just upstream from an angler 
unless that pool is yours—-and even 
then, enter as quietly as possible. That 
angler, you know, may have deliberate- 
ly entered the stream 500 yards below 
that particular pool, with his campaign 
plans already set as to just where he’ll 
make his first upstream cast. 

If you’re lucky enough to fish where 
there are few people and miles of 
stream, it still is wise to check with 
your fellow fishermen as to what por- 
tion of the stream they plan to wade, 
and keep well away. Just remember 
that one of the many reasons men like 
to fish is that sometimes they ‘‘vant to 
be alone.”’ 

Well, girls, I don’t seem to have 
covered too much territory, but there 
is always the U.S. Postal Service 
(through rain, mud, and one delivery 
a day).

But one day last April, while 

my wife and I were lunching with Carl Brandt at the 
Union League Club in New York City, I was simultaneously 
in a cabin on a roadless lake shore in northern Maine. This 
triumph over time, reason, and distance was achieved by the 
exercise of intense longing.

Our peeled-spruce cabin is upper-bracket wilderness, 
Township 6, Range 8, Penobscot County, Maine, remote in 
the Mount Katahdin area, with moose tracks in the dooryard 
and the nearest telephone twenty-nine miles away. 

I wondered if the ice would be out. Would the wind blow

They’d 
chewed an old candle, an uncovered 
cake of soap, and the leather bindings 
of Kipling and O. Henry. They’d also 
chewed the cork grip of my fly rod. 
Once that would have bothered me. But 
it hadn’t, for a long time. 

We went down to the cold spring, 
dipped a pail of water, then raked out 
the dead leaves that lay on the bot- 
tom. We looked up to see a partridge 
stepping high on the big beech blow- 
down. 

“If you'll excuse me,” said Carl, “I’ve 
got to rush back to the office. John 
Marquand’s coming in at 3.” 


ry he city trapped us again. Carl, who 

| is a very civilized author’s agent, 
was about to confer with one of his 
most civilized clients. In the Union 
League Club, I reflected, you cannot 
smell wood smoke, and there are very 
few mouse droppings. 

We stood by Carl’s taxi at the side 
entrance to the club. “When are you 
going up to your cabin?” he asked. 

“We're starting right from here,’ 
Mary answered. 

“Catch lots of trout,” said Carl, as if 
it were all a vacation. 

“Listen,” I said, “I haven’t caught a 
trout in six years.” 
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He uttered a sound of incredulity. 

“It’s true,” Mary said. ‘He hasn’t 
been fishing.”’ 

“Not in six years?’’ said Carl, re- 
peating the incredulous sound. 

“Six years,” said Mary. ‘No one be- 
lieves it any more than you.” 

I hardly believed it my- 
self, but it’s true—or was 
till June 13, 1951. Of 
course, I’d done some mi- 
nor, desultory trolling in 
front of the cabin. But no 
real fishing. It was sad. 

Driving north over the 
road from New York the 
next day we got to talking 
about it. What kept a once- 
feverish fisherman from 
fishing? And for six 
years? 

The year we logged up 
the cabin, roofed and 
floored it, not even the 
trout of Coffalos or Six 
Pond could lure us from 
our labors. We were so 
tired at night we could 
hardly eat supper. But 
two or three times the 
Birdman dropped in to say,

And that was the 
time the Birdman wanted to take us to 
Desolation Pond over near the Quebec 
border. We couldn't leave our fireplace. 

“Damn it, Wilse,” I said. “We've got 
five pails of cement, just mixed. It’ll 
harden and spoil.” 

“T’ll get you yet,” he said, gesturing 
with mock menace. 


he Fairchild’s pontoons lifted off the 

water. The ship was a speck to 
westward, and Mary and I went back to 
laying brick. 

Four hours later Wilse landed again. 
On the floor of his cockpit were five of 
the most beautiful squaretails I ever 
saw—nicely arranged as to lengths 
from thirteen to twenty inches. 

“That'll learn you!” he said. “Take 
your pick and eat it for supper.”’ 

Here we were, in this superb trout 
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Webster was perfect—the epitome of all the trout wa- 
s , 
ters I'd ever known. Yet the heart had gone out of me 
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There it was—a hundred targets in every hundred yards 


country, and all we’d really done about 
it was to shoot a few bullfrogs for their 
legs. We had lost interest in fishing. 
Little, white-footed mice feasted on the 
cork grip of the fly rod that had been 
my companion and pride on the Tobi- 
que, the Miramichi, the Nepisiguit, the 
Platte, the Pere Marquette, the Little 
Manistee, the Battenkill, the Neversink, 
Fifth Machias, Kennebago, and all the 
other trout waters from Vermont to 
Vancouver Island. Mice nourished them- 
selves on this precious fly rod—and I 
didn’t care. 

This cabin fever is something. It 
gets you. One day in Miami, winter be- 
fore last, we caught a scent of wood 
smoke. I don’t Know where it came 
from, but it stopped us cold. Tears 
came into Mary’s eyes. ‘I want to go 
home to my cabin,” she said. 

“There's four feet of snow.’ 

“IT don’t care. I want to go just the 
same.” 


L pew just to show you, one year we 
came up three weels before the 
ice went out. Wilse flevy us in on skis 
for a look, but we couldn’t get our 
supplies in till we could launch our 
boat. We stayed at the Shin Pond 
House for twenty-two days! 3ut we 
got to our cabin the same day the loons 
showed up on the lake and ten days be- 
fore the wild geese landed in the cove. 

People think we're crazy to live 
seven months of the year in a log cabin. 
They say: “Don’t do it!” ‘““Why do you do 
it?” “How do you do it?” Then, as often 
as not, they say, “I wish I could do it!” 

Sure it’s crazy. It’s got such a pull 
that you spend hours, when you're away 
from it in winter, looking at photo- 
graphs of weathered log walls and a 
homemade brick chimney with a wisp 
of smoke coming up in the still air. And 
you don’t go fishing any more. You 
merely build cupboards and partitions, 
and make furniture to sleep on, sit on, 


and eat from. There aren’t any power 
tools. Just ax, saw, plane, and crooked 
knife. And blisters. Mary calls it “the 
retarded nesting instinct.”’ 

But here’s what finally broke up the 
ball game. One night at sunset last 
June, we sat on the cabin porch look- 
ing off over the lake at the Traveler 
the long, thoughtful mountain north of 
Katahdin. 

A loon called way out on the tran- 
quil lake. Then, right close to shore, we 
saw an otter swimming. His rhythm 
was marvelous to behold, his grace in- 
describable. He dived and came up with 
a chub in his teeth. It was neat, quick, 
perfect. 

“We used to fish like that,” I re- 
marked to Mary. 

“Listen,’”’ she said. “I hear a plane.” 

Minutes later the Birdman and his 
wife, Nola, tied up at our dock. This 
time Wilse really had fire in his eye. 
He laid it on the line, like an extremely 
competent agent of the devil. 

“This is it,’”’ he said. “Last chance. 
You're going fishing—-tomorrow. You, 
Mary, Nola, and I. We're going to fish 
Webster Brook.” 

I thought of a story I ought to be 
working on. I thought of some birch 
wood I ought to split. The little out- 
board needed an overhaul, and the big 
motor needed greasing. 3ut I also 
thought of that otter. I thought of 
Webster Brook, one that I had seen 
only on the map. Then I looked at 
Mary, Nola, and Wilse, and said, “All 
right. Let’s go!” 

A kind of cheer went up. I joined in 
it myself. All the objections fell away, 
including the slightly superstitious one 
that tomorrow was June 13. But no! 
One objection persisted. It made me 
restless in the night. It made me ir- 
ritable in the morning, when Mary was 
getting a lunch ready to take with us, 
and I was assembling our fishing gear. 

The trouble was, I didn’t seem to get 
a kick out of sorting leaders, flies, and 


lines. I turned my reel handle fast. It 
didn’t sing to me. There wasn’t any 
eagerness. I wasn't exactly bored— it 
was just that it didn’t seem to matter 
whether I soaked two leaders or four; 
or whether I took along the dry flies 
or only the wet flies and streamers. 

About 9 o'clock Wilse and Nola 
landed. They were excited over ow 
holiday, and so was Mary. Their eager- 
ness was bright-edged and too keen to 
spoil. It was up to me to put on an act

MacSween was the grieve, or head 
manager, of the farm that lay below 
us in the valley of the Shee in the High- 


lands of Scotland, and Wilfred Mac- 
Gillivray was its chief stalker. Ordi- 
narily MacSween guarded over his 


fields of oats (‘“‘corn,’’ he called it), and 
the everyday task of MacGillivray and 
his well-trained dogs was to tend the 
shaggy sheep of Glen Shee. But this 
was no ordinary time, even though July 
was not yet spent and the regular hunt- 
ing season was a month away. 

Dennis Winton, the owner of the Dal- 
munzie shooting lodge and farm in the 
Spittal of Glen Shee, had reached the 
end of his patience. For five nights a 
herd of deer from the moors behind 
Dalnaunzie had raided the oat fields, cut- 
ting swaths of destruction through the 
green grain. ‘‘Frighten the stags from 
the corn,’’ Winton had said at last, ‘‘and 
shoot a pair of fat beasts for meat.”’ 

It was natural for him to send Mac- 
Sween to accomplish this business, be- 
cause the manager had been the most 
aggrieved by the deer’s depredations 
It was also natural that MacSween 
should ask the sheepherder to accom- 
pany him, since the intricate business 
of stag stalking was MacGillivray’s 
special skill. But in the veins of both 
men there ran the blood of generations 
of Scottish game stalkers. Small won- 
der, then, that the punitive expedition 
against the stags quickly assumed the 
proportions of an in-season hunt. 

It was only by chance that I became 
involved in the proceedings. My visit 
to Dalmunzie House was a casual one. 
Not expecting any sport so early in the 
season, I’d brought neither rifle nor 
hunting clothes. 

But even in midsummer, the Old 
World atmosphere of the shooting lodge 
seemed likely to put any visitor in a 
hunting mood. Stag heads of every size 
and horn conformation stared down 
from the walls of the high-ceilinged 
corridors. Even a coal fire in the large 
open grate of the main room seemed 
to foreshadow the cool of fall. 

But it was the game book, perhaps, 
that did more than anything to set the 
stage for the haphazard hunt. The 
record was a leather-bound affair that 
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lay on the settle in the main hall. In it 
were notations of the stags, hinds, 
hares, and grouse that had been bagged 
in previous hunting parties. Common 
were such notations as “Mr. Winton 
killed three stags, Lord Abercrombie a 
barren hind and a royal stag—-16 stone, 
4 pounds.”’ 

It was on my first evening at Glen 
Shee that Winton mentioned the herd 
of stags that had raided the fields just 
above the shooting lodge. A handsome 
figure of a man, he adjusted his green- 
plaid kilts and shook his head with 
some regret. “It’s a wee bit early in 
the season but we'll be forced to shoot 
a beast or two before we can drive 
them from the fields,” he said, in the 
clipped accents of Edinburgh, which 
had been his home. 

When I asked to accompany the stag 
hunt, Winton was dubious and Mac- 
Sween downright hostile. “We cannae 
afford to botch this business,’’ Mac- 
Sween said sullenly. ‘The beasts’ll be 
back agin afore the nicht is ought.”’ 

“I’ve hunted big game in many parts 
of North America,” I said in what I 
hoped was a professional tone. 

“Aye! Ye may have hunted beasts, 
but did ye stalk thim?’’ MacSween an- 
swered somewhat sarcastically. I gath- 
ered from this and subsequent events 
that tke stalking of Scottish stags and 
the hunting of ordinary game were two 
different functions, poles apart. 

Perhaps the Scotsmen’s innate sense 
of hospitality would not quite allow 
them to refuse. MacSween finally 
nodded assent, although dourly. And 
when we joined MacGillivray, the chief 
stalker, at the outer gate of the hunt- 
ing lodge, I thought surely they would 
turn me back. MacGillivray glanced at 
me with the look that one gives a dog 
who insists on following into places 
where dogs are forbidden. 

“The American has stalked game in 
Canada,” I heard MacSween say in 
lame explanation. 

MacGillivray grimaced and _ shifted 
the double-barreled shotgun he carried 
by its sling on his shoulder. It had 
once been a beautiful weapon, elabo- 
rately engraved and inlaid. But the

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ny experienced angler knows that 

if he’s to take good trout from a 

hard-fished stream he must read 

the water correctly, cast deliberately, 

and strike gently. He may catch big 
fish by accident but it isn’t likely. 

The challenge becomes greater when 
a man wants trophy trout—the great, 
wary, battle-hardened oldsters. Then 
every problem of angling is magnified 
tenfold. Thoughtful deliberation must 
be given to the tackle, the fly, the cast, 
the strike, the playing, and the net- 
ting. It’s that quality—deliberation 
that will help you get trophy fish on a 
dry fiy. And it provides maximum 
pleasure and excitement. 

It’s a surprising thing, but the more 
you make a specialty of seeking out 
big fish the more consistently successful 
will you be. Knowing where they hang 
out is your biggest asset. The average 
angler goes to the headwaters, passing 
up the big-fish-waters where most 
trophy trout are taken. Look for such 
waters, and work the ones that are 
hardest to reach. 

My friend Jack Horner looks for 
big-trout water that 99 percent of 
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anglers cannot fish. It’s “impossible” 
water—but he manages to drop his fly 
into it. Thus he automatically elim- 
inates 99 percent of the competition. 

Big trout have very definite pref- 
erences. During the day they tend to 
remain in the heavier water; toward 
evening, in the shallower flats and back- 
waters. They follow a regular feeding- 
cruising routine, day after day. Hence, 
if you once locate a large trout in a 
certain spot you can always count on 
finding him there again—until he’s 
caught, when another big fellow will 
take his place. He tends to remain 
there year after year, except during 
the spawning period, unless. spring 
freshets alter the pool. 


“Yo once you have found him keep 
S after him. That doesn’t mean you 
should work the spot for prolonged 
periods, until you scare him away. Al- 
low a day, a week, a month to pass 
between attempts, but maintain an un- 
ceasing pursuit until you catch him. 
Should you hook him and lose him, go 
back and try again. Potentially, a big

fish is never lost to the deliberate, 
skillful fisherman. 

Most trophy trout escape the angler 
even before he sets up his rod beside 
the pool. That’s because few fishermen 
approach a pool properly. The man 
who hunts deer avoids tipping off the 
deer’s nose. Yet when he seeks fish he 
does very little to avoid the trout’s sen- 
sitive eyes. 

When I was a forest ranger on the 
beautiful Grays River, near the mouth 
of the Columbia in southwestern Wash- 
ington, I proved the necessity of cau- 
tion many times. I had a wonderful 
vantage point on an eight-foot-thick 
Douglas-fir bole that slanted about 





Don’t want to keep your catch? Then 
grip him firmly behind the gills, lift 
him, remove the hook, and release him 
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eight feet across a house-size boulder. 
From it I could study a great pool in 
the river while staying out of sight 
of the fish. 

Whenever possible I’d eat my lunch 
on the great bole. During three sea- 
sons I saw martens, raccoons, ospreys 
kingfishers, and fish ducks take their 
toll of trout. And yet, despite my ap- 
parently careful approach, it was two 
months before I spotted three great 
fish in the pool—trout that would go 
from twenty-five to thirty inches. Ev- 
ery time I watched an angler approach 
the pool, the three fish unfailingly took 
fright and went out of sight under a 
boulder. A few little fellows rewarded 
the more diligent fishermen, none of 
whom ever knew of the prize trio. 


hen two men worked the stream, 

alternating pools, the one who 
skirted the pool usually spread the 
alarm. Even the most careful lone 
angler couldn’t approach the pool un- 
announced, because—as I learned after 
considerable observation—the alarm 
was spread by small trout dashing into 
the pool ahead of the angler. 

From my twenty-foot-high perch I 
hooked two of the three big fellows, 
getting each at bright noon with a 
rifle on the water. I never landed 
them, although I had one of them on 
for the better part of an hour. Only 
by fishing from the fir could I fool them 
at all. Since then I’ve observed that 
trout are not alarmed by a man who 
is some distance above water. But it’s 
a tough problem then to cast without 
a drag and—once you have hooked a 
big trout—to land him. 

When you have discovered a trophy 
fish in a pool, shield your approach to 
it with brush, willows, or boulders. 
You may have to crawl up through tall 
grass. When you get within casting 
range let the fish continue to feed un- 
disturbed for a few minutes, at least- 
let him feel secure while you settle your 
nerves and study your casting problem. 

Stream study is highly important. 
The man who rushes not only defeats 
himseif by frightening the fish but 
learns nothing, making his day’s fish- 
ing utterly unproductive. He leaves 
the stream as poor a fisherman as he 
was when he entered it. 

Are there willows, cat-tails, or even 
a boulder between you and the pool? 
Don’t overlook the splendid possibility 
of casting over the obstruction. Re- 
main ten or fifteen feet back from the 





Don’t release a fish belly-up. Hold him 
upright in the water until he regains his 
strength, and then let him swim away 
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e were setting around the campfire and we got to 

talking about mirages and how they could fool a 

fellow sure, even if he was an old-timer on the 
plains. One old puncher recollected a hand who was mov- 
ing a herd of cattle through Montana in country he wasn’t 
familiar with and he came on this wonderful rangeland with 
plenty of water and grazing, so he set his longhorns out 
there for the winter. It wasn’t until he got back to the ranch 
in the spring with his cows and told the boss about it that 
he found what he’d done. “Why, you fool,” said the boss, 
“there ain’t no good grazing in there. That was just a mirage.” 

“O.K.,” said the hand, “but don’t tell the cows, cause 
they’re fat as butter.” 

Then another fellow told about how he was out hunting 
in Wyoming once and he saw a big mirage up ahead—a fine 
grove of trees. He knew it was a mirage, though, because it 
appeared all of a sudden. So he paid no attention to it. 

“T just went on hunting,” he said, “and pret’ soon I run 
into a big grizzly bear. | give him a shot from my .45/70 
but it didn’t hurt him—just riled him up. He lets out a 
beller and starts for me, and I starts for elsewhere. 

“Trouble was, there was no place to run, so [ headed for 
the mirage. It looked comforting, anyway. The bear kept 
gaining and | kept running. Soon I was plump into the 
mirage forest, and when the bear gave a swipe at the seat 
of my pants, why, I just kinda made a leap up into one of 
the trees. Didn’t do no good. I just fell flat on my face 
on the ground.” 

“Wow!” said one of the fellows. ““What happened then?” 

“Why, nothin’. Turned out that the bear was a mirage, 
too.”—Jerry A. Ross.

bank, because the earth’s vibrations set 
up by your feet may be transmitted to 
the fish’s highly sensitive hearing ap- 
paratus. If there are bulrushes you 
will lose many flies, but by retrieving 
a cast slowly and gently you may avoid 
a hookup. Don't set too much store by 
your flies when you're after big fish; 
after all, they’re the least expensive 
part of your trip. 


A great old trout usually has the run 
of a pool. Lacking competition, 
he becomes increasingly deliberate in 
his feeding, taking his selected insects 
with a minimum of effort. You must 
learn to match that kind of deliberation. 
If you become tired, or exasperated at 
missing a strike, stop casting. Reach 


into your jacket for a chocolate bar 
and eat it for quick energy. Meantime, 
study the situation. Finally, cast 
again—-with extreme care. 

Toward evening you'll occasionally 
find a wise old lunker in_ shallow 
water—-provided you take him by sur- 
prise. He'll be wary, and you'll find 


it difficult to offer him a fly without 
scaring the bejabbers out of him. But 
more often than not you'll merely see 
a tattletale wake in the shallows and, 
if the bottom is slightly muddy, the 
route he took in his scrambling flight 
to deeper water. Remember that spot. 
Come back to it when there is a slight 
rifle. Use a long leader—perhaps one 
over twelve feet with a fine tippet. 

A telling method of approaching big 
fish that are feeding alongside the bank 
in an even-floored mountain-meadow 
stream is to wade smack through the 
middle and quarter-cast upstream to- 
ward each bank. Because the water 
near the bank is usually slow—-almost 


motionless--the Lazy S cast works to 
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perfection and produces some mighty 
fine fish. (See “The Lazy S Cast,” 
June, 1951, issue.) 

After you have approached a stream, 
take a position that does not reveal 
your presence and study the water for 
ten minutes. The delay is always 
worth while. If there are two hatches 
on, you'll usually have better luck with 
a fly that approximates the silhouette 
of the larger insect. When a big hatch 
is on (something a Westerner seldom 
sees) and the rising fish disdain your 
artificials, move on to a less attractive 
pool. There you'll usually find the fish 
snapping up an occasional natural, so 
your offering will be more appreciated. 

Many anglers-——-even big-fish special- 
ists—-have a common fault. They drive 
or work their way down to a good hole, 
wade out, and immediately cast into 
the hot spot, hoping against hope that 
their first cast will take a good fish. 
It’s fun, I admit. But no other care- 
ful sportsman—golfer, baseball player, 
tennis player—-would dream of enter- 
ing a match without warming up. 

Before making the crucial cast, 
warm up. Get your eye, your wrist, 
your timing right. Then inspect the 
terminal tackle to see that your leader 
tippet has no casting knots and that 
your hook is needle-sharp. Again test 
the knot that holds your fly. If your 
leader has curled, draw it through a 
small folded square of inner-tube rub- 
ber—not through your fingers, which 
would deposit a film of oil on it. If 
the humidity is low, hold your false 
casts to a minimum or your gut tippet 
will become dangerously dry. Having 
done all this, you are ready to lay 
down your first cast. 

The rushing, overeager fisherman all 
too frequently makes most of his finest 
casts on comparatively unproductive 








water; and when he gets to big-fish 
water his wrist is tired, his co-ordina- 
tion is poor, his cast is rough, and his 
fly handling even rougher. Trophy fish 
simply will not respond to imperfect 
deception. They demand the best; they 
are not taken by accident. 

You need very little in the way of 
extra equipment. A _ slightly heavier 
rod than usual gets distance on wide 
water; nevertheless you have to go 
down to pretty fine terminal tackle. 
That, in turn, calls for very gentle set- 
ting of the hook—generally at long 
distance. All this makes dry-fly fishing 
for trophy trout a difficult business, 
and it demands perfect terminal tackle. 

Sometimes you can double-cross your 
big trout. He ignores your fly on a 
large number of casts and it becomes 
something familiar and unfrightening. 
That’s the time to slip him the needle. 
Quickly tie on another fly of a differ- 
ent pattern and size, and let him have 
it. It often works. 

In the backwater of a large pool 
it’s not unusual to find a cruising lunker 
whose tiny rises betray his course. 
Cast well ahead of him and let the fly 
rest until he’s about three feet away. 
Then tighten your line just half an 


inch—-only enough to move the fly al- 
most imperceptibly, then let it rest 
again absolutely motionless until the 


trout sucks it down or passes well be- 
yond it. If the latter, and he stays 
within reach, cast to him again. 

In casting into a hot spot, which is 
usually a triangle, get the habit of 
making a definite pattern of casts. 
Place the first cast at the lowest tip 
of the triangle, nearest you. Then make 
successive casts as indicated in the 
sketch on page 76. 

Thus, cast by cast, you creep up on 
your large fish, which is facing up- 
stream, and your casting has real pur- 
pose. Your trout won't get a direct 
view of the fly creeping up behind him. 
But he'll glimpse the flashing light pro- 
duced by the dents that your hignh-rid-

\\ 7 hen I announced that I was giv- 
ing up my chance at one of the 
Georgia tom turkeys the guides 

had roosted late that afternoon and 
would devote two days to squirrel shoot- 
ing, only Ed Durr, the broad-beamed 
camp cook, showed any sign of ap- 
proval. 

“Venison chews like stringy cow,” he 
agreed, ‘“‘and wild turkey’s jest another 
bird. But the kind of squirrel stew I 
make—yum, man, yum!”’ 

“We've been crawling through bram- 
bles for a week,”’ Ben Wadadill said, ‘“‘and 
walking our boots off to the ankles, 
looking for turkey tracks. We oozed 
through swamps, climbed a hundred 
miles of sand hills, and came home 
hours after dark, soaked to the skin, 
so we could roost that bunch of gob- 
blers. And now we've got ’em treed, 
you’re going squirrel hunting.” 

He did make it sound bad. But I had 
suddenly been nipped by one of those 
irresistible impulses that all outdoors- 
men occasionally have. I wanted to 
spend the day deep in a virgin swamp 
I’d found and match my marksmanship 
and patience with the grays. And there 
were enough men to cover the turkey 
roost without me. 

Seeing that swamp woods so alive 
with squirrels had carried me back a 
quarter of a century or more to the 
days I’d spent with Ranger Arthur 
Woody in the big chestnut coves above 
his home. Woody claimed that gray- 
squirrel shooting with a .22 and Long 
Rifle cartridges did more to develop 
woodsmanship and marksmanship than 
any other brand of hunting. He taught 
me how to snapshoot with a rifle, and 
many a fleeting gray I picked literally 
out of the air as it raced along an 
arboreal pathway high above the cove 
floor. 

Most of our shooting in those days 
had been done in early fall, when the 
rees were clothed in foliage and frost 
had not yet pried the heavy outer shell 
of the hickory nut apart. We located 
our squirrels by the sound of falling 
nut fragments, slivered off by needle- 
sharp teeth. In the morning, or in the 
late afternoon when the forest was still, 
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by CHARLES ELLIOTT 


we could hear the cut particles for sev- 
eral hundred feet, rattling to the floor 
of the forest. Because of the foliage, 
the squirrels were well hidden, and 
more difficult to kill through the dense 
emerald of the tall trees. 

Here the swamp woods were gray 
with the opaque look of mid-December. 
Under these conditions the bushy-tails 
would be easier to see, but by the same 
token I would be more conspicuous 
against the unclothed forest floor. 

After breakfast the next morning, 
the turkey hunters took off in the pre- 
dawn blackness toward the roost and I 
followed a winding trail that led away 
from the road and down the edge of a 
wide slough that ran toward the river 
swamp, anxious to try my skill again 
with the .22. 

The trail angled into a woods road, 
which I followed for thirty minutes 
along the edge of a wide pine flat. Then 
I turned off the road into an open 
swamp, studded with giant trees. 
Streaks of light were spoking the east- 
ern rim of the world when I sat down 
in the cradled arm of a live-oak root, 
to wait until the canopied swamp was 
bright enough to let me see my rifle 
sights. 


he gray squirrel is an early riser. 
Unlike many of the game animals 
which range and forage at night, he 
spends the hours of darkness in his 
bulky leaf nest or den tree and appears 
on the scene soon after the first thrush 
calls. I heard the rattle of bark and 
strained my ears, but in the dimness of 
the woods the tree knots, leaf clumps, 
and all solid small objects were black 
blurs against the sky. 
The bark rattled again, and just as 
I decided that the noise came from the 
very tree trunk against which I was 
leaning, a gray squirrel jumped the last 
eight feet to the ground, almost over 
my head, and hopped into the clearing 
a dozen feet away. He scratched in the 
leaves and came up with something, 
sitting upright on his hind legs to 
watch the forest floor around him while 
he nibbled. 


With all day ahead of me to get the 
makings of a squirrel stew for Ed, I 
studied this apparition of the early 
morning hours. He was a full-grown 
male, a foot and a half long from the 
end of his frizzled tail to the whiskered 
tip of his nose. His white belly was in 
sharp contrast to the gray top of his 
coat with its faint tinge of brown. 

There was another flash of gray fifty 
yards out in the swamp. The light was 
now bright enough for me to make out 
every detail of an animal that ran far 
out on the springboard of a limb and, 
hardly pausing to balance himself, 
jumped the gap between the two un- 
steady terminals of his treetop pathway. 


emembering the old days when I 

had made shots like that, I threw 
a quick, fine sight under the gray’s 
cheek and pulled the trigger. The squir- 
rel rushed on, apparently untouched. 
The movement and shot so startled the 
bushy-tail on the ground that he raced 
a few steps toward my tree, reversed, 
and made four flying leaps in the other 
direction. His last jump hit the trunk 
of a water oak a dozen yards away. 
Apparently the rough bark under his 
feet reassured him, because he swung 
around and hung head downward, 
watching me and chattering. 

The shot was too close and easy, so 
I passed it up and looked back to the 
tree where the other squirrel crouched 
on a limb, as though trying to see what 
all the excitement was about. The fiat 
report of a rifle in still woods does not 
seem to disturb bushy-tails too much. 
They are accustomed to the sharp 
noises of breaking limbs and thunder- 
claps. But just let the quiet footsteps 
of a man break the still in the woods 
and every furry son of Sciurid# scurries 
for his den or flattens himself against 
a mossy limb that is almost the same 
color as his body. 

The squirrel in the treetop was a 
target that would test my marksman- 
ship with the .22, so I pulled the stock 
slowly to my cheek, drew a more care- 
ful bead this time, and tried again. The 
lead knocked him end over end off the

limb and he hit the ground with a soft 
thud. At the crack of my gun the 
nearer squirrel flashed around the curve 
of the tree, and I could hear him skin- 
ning bark on the other side as he 
climbed for the safety of the dense 
crown. 

One of the things Woody had taught 
me was never to leave a squirrel out of 
sight on the ground. So I walked over 
to pick up my first stew makings of the 
day. As hard as he had thudded against 
the ground, the gray was still alive, and 
I just got a glimpse of his tail as he 
buried himself under a brush heap. 

I retrieved the animal and went back 
to my seat, but the sound of my foot- 
steps through the woods had hushed 
the swamp noises and for more than 
thirty minutes I sat in complete silence 
before a gray barked a couple of hun- 


dred yards farther down in the swamp. 

In a few minutes he was answered by 
another bushy-tail in one of the tall 
trees behind me, and then by one off to 
the right. I stifled an impulse to go 
looking for them. It was another twenty 
minutes before two of the arboreal trav- 
elers swung through the trees in front 
of my stand. I picked out the largest 
and burned the powder in four hulls 
before he gained a clump of evergreen 
oaks where the leaves were so thick 
that I lost him. 


Nhe woods got quiet again, and this 
4 : 


time I sat for an hour before the 
grays began to stir. Finally I glimpsed 
a form that came sidling around the 
trunk of stub at least 150 yards away. 
Drawing the bead a couple of inches 


In a swamp it’s best to walk in creeks or shallow sloughs, where footing is silent 


above his head, I squeezed off a shot 
and he bounced away from the side of 
the tree, turning end over end. 

Remembering my earlier experience, 
I ran through the woods, only to get a 
glimpse of the gray as he disappeared 
down a long draw that led toward the 
slough. I threw a quick shot that hit 
the swamp floor beyond him, and then 
went back to look at the tree. My bul- 
let had cut the bark an inch under his 
belly, frightening him so badly that he 
had leaped away from the trunk into 
space. A long fall does not seem to 
injure a squirrel seriously. I’ve seen 
them miss a limb in their fright, fall 
eighty feet to the ground, hit the earth 
with a solid thud, and race away as if 
it were a normal, everyday jump. 

I didn’t think my patience could sur-

\ 7 e were casting dry flies at gray- 
ling in the shallow gravel bar 
above the beaver house at

Seems those mad Alaska reds haven’t 


heard about any taboo on artificials

“See, what did I tell you?” said 
Ralph, who was crouched down in the 
tall grass watching Joe. 

“Maybe this isn’t the right fly,” Joe 
answered. He made another long cast 
and the fly went well down. In his 
hurry to get a different pattern tied 
on, Joe started to reel in as fast as he 
could. He jerked the fly through the 
water at the speed of an otter chasing 
a fish, and was about halfway through 
the run when his rod tip suddenly 
smashed down to the water in a savage 
strike. 


aken completely by surprise, Joe 

let the line slip through his fingers. 
The salmon broke the air in a series of 
soul-stirring leaps. One jump followed 
another as the fish cartwheeled across 
the stream. Then it streaked down the 
current, headed straight for the snags 
above the beaver house, and snapped 
off the leader. 

“So you told me so,” yelled Joe as he 
reeled in. ‘So sockeyes don’t sock flies. 
So you can’t catch ’em on artificials. 
Phooey. I’m gonna keep on casting to 
these crazy salmon and have m: self 
some real fishing. I haven't had a strike 
and run like that since I hung that 
eighteen-pound steelhead last winter 
down at Queets River in Washington.”’ 

Well, that started us off on some of 
the wildest, most spectacular fly fishing 
that any of us have ever experienced. 
We're all inveterate steelheaders. We 
go after migratory rainbows all year 
round, and we thought we knew all 
about the long runs and wild leaps of 
seagoing fish. But we learned better 
when we tangled with those rampaging 
sockeyes of Brooks River. 

There are two reasons for this mag- 
nificent fly action at Brooks. First, 
Brooks is a coastal river that is lo- 
cated in the Bristol Bay region of 
Alaska where one of the great sockeye 
runs of the world occurs. And second, 
it is a fly stream from which anglers 
may take fish under ideal conditions. 

We'd been told that these red salmon 
come into the rivers and lakes of west- 
ern Alaska early in July. For the first 
two weeks of their run they are ocean 
bright and as full of fight and power 
as if they were still out on the feeding 
banks of the Bering Sea. That’s why

hen Virgil Williams invited my 

youngest son and me on a grouse 

hunt I said “Sure!” There’d be 
no school on the day when the sharp- 
tail season opened. And recalling the 
grouse hunts I’d enjoyed when I was 
about his age, I knew Jerry would get 
a kick out of gunning the streamline 
speedsters. 

Actually my teen-age grouse hunting 
was quite different from the sort Virgil 
proposed. I'd spent my youth in the 
table-flat stubble fields of northeastern 
North Dakota. Every bird was out in 
the open, requiring only a_ swiftly 
mounted gun and a clean, smooth swing. 
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It was the easiest of all hunting, and 
grouse were abundant. 

In contrast, Virgil intended to hunt 
in the sagebrush flats overlooking the 
breaks of the Cheyenne River flowage 
in South Dakota, and in the breaks 
themselves. Wind and water have cut 
deep gashes in the arid plateaus on 
each side of the stream. These gashes 
are shrouded by shrubbery — small 
clumps of wire-stiff brush, brambles, 
hawthorns, and other spined shrubs, and 
a few hardwood trees. There’s an oc- 
casional scant field of wheat or drought- 
resistant corn atop the plateaus, along 
with tumbleweed and sagebrush.

Virgil has lived in that country all 
his life. He is a fine rifle shot and a top 
man in field shooting with a handgun. 
But I had never seen him with a shot- 
gun in his hands. 

Hunting is a passion with him, and 
he’s superbly outfitted for the kind 
that’s done in his area. He owns a 
stripped-down hunting car, scarred bj 
constant use in a rugged country. In 
its top he has cut a thirty-inch hol 
and edged it with an iron rim. When 
he takes off after a coyote across those 
sagebrush flats a gunner can poke his 
head and shoulders through the opening 
and be in position to shoot a varmint at

any point of the compass. Needless to 
say, such shooting is legal only on pest 
animals. 

He also owns a half-coyote dog that 
he calls Lucky and I call the Wizard. 
The Wizard’s only a pup but he pos- 
sesses hunting instincts and common 
sense that no normally bred canine 
could assemble in a lifetime. Now as 
we drove out toward the Cheyenne 
breaks he reared forward from the back 
seat, put his paws on Virgil’s shoul- 
ders, and stared at the road ahead. 
Nothing escaped that intent scrutiny. 

We were halfway to the breaks when 
Virgil decided to shortcut across a 
stretch of grazing land. Within a mile 
a jackrabbit bounced out of the grass 
and went loping away. Virgil stopped 
the car, snatched up a .22 handgun, and 
started throwing lead. At the third 
shot the jack made a sideward hop, 
staggered drunkenly, then slowly went 
down. Evidently it had been shot 
lengthwise of the body. 

Lucky immediately went nuts. After 
twice banging his nose on the cracked 
side window he drew bead on the shoot- 
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ing port in the top and sailed out 
through it. His claws raked once on the 
top, then he hit the ground at full speed 
and turned into a gray blur.

swarms down on the jack before it can 
get into gear.

wasn’t the white of his coat that 

made him famous. White is no 
good for a wolf for the same reasons 
that a white horse was no good for a 
man who had to ride the Indian-threat- 
ened frontiers. White makes a clear 
target, especially at night, and night 
was when Snowdrift operated—night, 
dusk, and dawn. For the few men who 
ever caught sight of him, one glimpse 
was enough for them to identify him. 
This handicap seemed to sharpen his 
intelligence and also to illuminate his 
achievements. Considering the odds 
against him and the limitations of his 
species that daring and cunning must 
surmount, I for one am inclined to rank 
Snowdrift above every other wolf in 
Western history except, always, the 
Custer Wolf. 

His most familiar beat was over a 
75-mile front between the Belt Moun- 
tains of Montana and the Bear Paw. It 
took him through the Highwood Moun- 
tains and across the Missouri River, 
Which he swam whether it was high, 
low, clear, or churning with ice. In the 
dead of winter he walked across its 
frozen surface. To go the length of his 
region he had to cross two railroad 
tracks which had rights of way that 
were fenced with what the owners 
thought was sheep and_ wolf-proof 
wire. Snowdrift would find a low place 
and dig under the wire or he would use 
a culvert. He never used the same 
place twice. He was known to cover 
125 miles in twenty-four hours, and 
when he was bound for distant places 
he traveled in a long, sweeping trot 
that approached a lope. He was tire- 
less, and he had longer legs than any 
other wolf killed or seen in these parts. 
Not once but many times he made a 
kill fifty miles from where he had made 
One the preceding night, and he fre- 
quently went forty miles from one kill

before making another. Ranchers knew 
him for 300 miles around. 

He’d been caught in a trap when 
young and had lost a toe from his left 
front foot. The missing digit made his 
track distinct, and everyone knew him 
by it. 

He began depredating cattle about 
1917 and during the next thirteen years 
killed perhaps 1,500 head. Two a week 
would be a conservative average. Dur- 
ing those years between 150 and 200 
wolves, counting pups, were cleaned 
out of his territory. In fact, the area 
was absolutely cleared of wolves with 
the single exception of Snowdrift. Re- 
wards up to $500 were offered for his 
carcass. Dozens of trappers from Mon- 
tana and other states and also from 
Canada tried for the reward and the 
regutation that getting him would 
bring. Ranchmen who covered his ter- 
ritory habitually carried rifles, hoping 
for a shot at him. 


a the men who sighted him 
at anything like close range were 
not looking for him and were as much 
taken by surprise as he was. He al- 
ways seemed to know when a man was 


on his trail. When that happened he 
took to the mountains and came down 
only for beef. 

Stanford was his headquarters. Here 
sportsmen from as far away as New 
Jersey came with their hounds to hunt 
him down. When they took a look at 
the hundreds of thousands of acres of 
canyons, peaks, and ridges making up 
Snowdrift’s beat, they lost their dreams 
of a swift kill. He once turned on a 
pack of five Russian wolfhounds that 
had run themselves down to the point 
of exhaustion, and killed the leader. The 
other hounds turned tail. The idea of 
running Snowdrift with hounds died 
soon after that.

Yet he bore no visible scars that 
usually mark fighting leaders. He 
never led a pack and, so far as is 
known, never ganged up with other 
wolves to run a deer or antelope into 
a snowbank for capture. He relied on 
himself. He wanted liberty above all 
else, and he knew that he could have 
it only so long as he kept free of any 
obligations or attachments to others of 
his kind, be she winsome or be he ever 
so cunning. No man ever saw Snow- 
drift with another wolf. He ranged 
alone. He was the lonest of lone wolves. 

Yet he was no celibate. The ordinary 
male wolf stays with a bitch in heat 
for two or three weeks. When Snow- 
drift got with one, as his tracks some- 
times showed, he didn’t dally long. In 
nature wolves usually pair off and re- 
main mates for years, even a lifetime, 
the male helping to guard dens and 
feed the young. Snowdrift never 
guarded anything but his own life and 
liberty and never fed anything but 
the buzzards and coyotes which fol- 
lowed him afar for his leavings. 


arly in 1923 Barney Brannon, noted 

hunter of predatory animals, learned 
by sign that Snowdrift had mated with 
a female known as Cripple Foot. Barney 
turned his attention to her, hoping to 
intercept Snowdrift. He knew that she 
would pup in about two months, and 
at the end of that period he became 
convinced she had a den along Dead 
Man’s Coulee in the Little Belt Moun- 
tains. He rode hills and cuts for two 
weeks, lay under snowbanks, and 
crouched behind rocks trying to locate 
Cripple Foot or her trail. Then one 
night it snowed and the next morning 
Barney struck the track he was looking 
for. He followed its twistings for five 
miles before coming to a craftily con-

The trapper sprinkled scent and set a trap near 
the skull on which Snowdrift had left a message 
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biologists who devote themselves 

to inquiring into the personal lives 
of fish, and particularly trout, are de- 
voted, expert anglers. The fact that they 
are is a break for fishermen and, oddly 
enough, for the trout too. Such an an- 
gler-scientist is Dr. Paul R. Needham 
(see photo above), a pioneer for twenty 
years in experimental trout-stream work 
and author of Trout Streams, the only 
textbook of its kind. 

A year and a half ago Dr. Needham 
told me his long search for the perfect 
trout stream was over. “I've found it,”’ 
he wrote. “It’s Sagehen Creek in the Ta- 
hoe National Forest, California. It’s 
ideal for experimental work. And swell 
fly fishing. Come and try it.” 

Doc and I have fished together for 
years. He has as much savvy about 
where to find fish as about what goes on 


T° no coincidence that most aquatic 
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in his laboratory, whereas my curiosity 
about streams is limited to the angling 
season—-which was then just about over. 
So I filed the letter away and forgot it. 

Last June he jogged my memory. And 
how! I rose like a starved rainbow for 
a juicy caddis fly. In hours I was on my 
way. 

Sagehen Creek isn’t on many road 
maps, but a gas station attendant in 
Truckee, a Sierra summit railroad and 
lumbering town, who also happens to be a 
fisherman, told me how to get there. He 
said to follow the state highway past the 
historic logging camp of Hobart Mills, 
and go on for about six miles until I 
came to a sign pointing to Sagehen. He 
didn’t tell me that the last 115-mile 
stretch was once a logging railroad right 
of way, that I’d drag the car’s crankcase 
and differential housing over a rocky 
high center, that I’d mash my exhaust

pipe and crack my dome a dozen times 
against the roof. 

By a minor miracle I arrived under 
my own steam at a small clearing in 
a dense growth of ponderosa pines, 
lodgepoles, firs, and willows. Doc took 
one look at me and said, “You need a 
cup of coffee.” Then he introduced me 
to his crew of five graduate students 
Tom Beland, Glenn Flittner, Eli Dietsch, 
Warren Freihofer, and Tom Haratani. 
They’re a husky lot. Doc told me that 
the boys had been practicing ‘rock 
biology,’’ meaning that they’d been 
wrestling huge boulders which stood in 
the way of some research activities. 
At 6,600 feet that’s no job for sissies. 


After the third cup of coffee I almost 

forgot my fatigue and Doc offered 
to show me around. Only a tent, a wood 
fire, assorted grub boxes, duffel, and 
bedrolls marked the site of the experi- 
mental stream project being operated 
by the University of California, where 
Needham is a professor of zoology, 
under a co-operative agreement with 
the U.S. Forest Service. 

Doc sensed that my immediate re- 
action to his “perfect stream” was less 
than enthusiastic. “It’s an hour until 
lunch,” he said. “Why don’t you go 
fishing? We're a bit short on meat.” 

I rigged up my eight-foot dry-fly 
rod, tied on a nine-foot tapered leader, 
bpicked up a No. 14 Ginger Quill fly 
" Out of my box, and accompanied Doc. 
“Well,”’ he said, after a minute or so, 
“how do you like my stream?” 

“O.K., I guess. Not much different 
from some I’ve fished here in the West.” 
But before we’d gone much farther 
I decided that perhaps Sagehen wasn’t 
so commonplace as I’d thought. My 
change in attitude wasn’t due entirely 
to the grassy meadows, innocent of 
tin cans and untrammeled by the thun- 
dering herd of salmon-eggers. What 
happened was that a foot-long trout 
leaped for a May fly only a few feet 
from where I was walking, its mottled, 
brightly colored sides flashing in the 
sun. I cast hurriedly at the rise. The 
belly of the line struck the water as 
hard as a fly swatter. Dark forms dart- 
ed up and down the pool and under the 
banks. A bluejay jeered, and I an- 
swered him. Doc, who was some dis- 
tance behind, heard the noise. 

“See any trout?’’ he asked. 

“Yeah,’’ I growled. ‘‘And they saw 
me. Dozens of ’em. The creek’s crawl- 
ing with trout.”’

So I did what any experienced fish- 
erman wouid do under the circum- 
stances. I dropped to my knees and 
began to sneak up on them, ignoring 
the fact that the grass was cold and 
wet. Keeping well back, I made a few 
false casts. Then I managed to drop 
the fly easily within a foot of the wil- 
low opposite me and directly above 
where I'd seen the last rise. 

The fly floated a few seconds, and 
suddenly there was a flash from under- 
neath the bank. I was fast to a splash- 
ing, fighting trout. It darted down- 
stream, bowing my rod and taking out 
line. It tail-walked twice. But it 
fought too hard to last long, and five 
minutes later I beached a twelve-inch 
Eastern brook, firm and fat. 

Three more casts. Three strikes. 
Three nice trout. What fishing, and 
what « stream! 

“T’ll buy this,” I chuckled. 
is perfect.” 

After a lunch Doc gave me the back- 
ground on Sagehen—-why he picked it 
and what makes it so good. 

‘Most mountain streams have some 
good qualities,” he said. ‘This has 
them all. It’s fed by springs, has a 
uniform flow, and seldom goes over 65 
degrees F. even in summer. It has am- 
ple gravel for spawning, stretches 
which we can dam up to pump or drain 
when we want to take fish samples, 
is rich in bottom foods, and has plenty 
of cover. And it has deep pools and 
runs which reduce winterkill of trout 
when the snowdrifts cave in. It’s 
pretty heavily fished, especially early 
in the season, so accurate creel checks 
can be made on the one road into it.” 


“Sagehen 


hen he went on to say that he liked 

it best of all because it duplicates 
virtually every habitat condition found 
in small Western streams. It rises at an 
elevation of 8,500 feet in springs and in 
a shallow, marshy lake. Then it flows 
swiftly through a precipitous canyon, 
through meadows, forests, and brushy 
cover. The Doc said that although he 
planned to close only about a mile 
of the stream to public fishing out of 
its total length of fifteen miles, he has 
an agreement with the Forest Service 
which allows him to conduct tests over 
all of it. And California’s Division of 
Fish and Game has agreed to furnish 
all the fish he needs for experimental 
plantings and other research. 

“In other words,’ he said happily, 
“we've an outdoor fish laboratory here

where we can teach students in the 
field and also get our feet wet improv- 
ing our knowledge of trout and the 
streams they live in.” 

In the next two days—-which was all 
the time off I could take just then—I 
became acutely aware of the fact that 
fish management is an adventure as 
exciting as fishing and that you don’t 
have to be a graduate biologist to enjoy 
it. Before I left, Sagehen had become 
my creek, too. 


t didn’t take much urging to get me to 

come back in September, just before 
the crew finished up its summer work. 
When I got there I was amazed to see 
what had been done in so short a time. 
Doc’s students had doubled as carpen- 
ters and plumbers. They had built two 
permanent wooden cabins. One, for the 
winter staff, is complete with rock-wool 
insulation, plumbing, kitchen stove, 
hot-water heaters, shower, and a com- 
bination bedroom and office. Tools and 
equipment are kept in the other cabin. 
For the summer staff there are two 
tent houses, a laboratory, mess tent, 
and laundry shed. Hot and cold water 
are piped throughout the camp. 

“How's fishing ?’’ I asked. This time 
I unloaded my tackle first. 

“Don't know,” said Doc, with a trace 
of a grin. ‘You'll probably get a 
chance to fish before you go back.” 

“What's the idea?’’ I demanded. 

“You wanted to see how we work,” 
he said, “and we need another strong 
arm. You don’t mind working, do 
you ?”’

“Well, as I’ve always said, stream 
improvements are for trout, not fisher- 
men. We're in the trout’s corner now.”’ 

He wasn't kidding. My first job was 
to help the boys take a fish-food sam- 
ple from a riffle. To do this we lowered

a metal box one foot square 
to the bottom, transferring 
all insectS such as May, stone, 
and caddis flies into a bucket 
along with a lot of debris. 
Next we picked the living, 
wiggling bugs from the sand, 
leaves, and gravel, a tedious 
but informative procedure. We 
wound up with about 800 live 
nymphs and larvae—pure, un- 
diluted trout food, all squirm- 
ing and crawling around in a 
small white dish. 

As I looked at them I 
couldn't help remarking that 
most of these bugs are darn 
poor imitations of the flies we 
fishermen cast on the waters. 
Nor could I keep from hoping 
that Mother Nature someday 
will develop an insect that 
looks like a Royal Coachman. 

From the amazing array of 
insects that came out of that 
stream bottom, and their generally 
small size, I concluded that only the 
very smallest flies—-14’s and 16’s—-come 
anywhere near matching the natural 
article. Unless you're after steelheads 
or big trout that feed on fry or over- 
size stone-fly larvae or similar bottom 
food, you'll be better off to fish with 
the smallest flies you can find. 


7 e weighed the bugs and found that 
W they totaled 2.2 grams. When 
properly converted, this figure gives a 
standing crop of 193 pounds per acre of 
rifle bottom, based on one sample. 
That’s rich, for Doc has found most 
east-slope Sierra streams average about 
100 pounds of trout food per acre. 

From this little chore I learned how 
to recognize the amazing number and 
variety of bugs that dwell in riffles. I 
wish every fly fisherman could have 
the same experience, for it should cer- 
tainly raise his batting average. Next 
time you're on a trout stream and want 
to do a bit of research, hold a piece 
of window screen in a Shallow riffle, 
stir up the bottom a little upstream 
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from it, and the current 
will wash down a host 
of funny-looking wig- 
glers for you to look at. 
Then if you’re a fly tyer 
you can try duplicating 
‘em. 

Aside from taking bot- 
tom samples, I helped 
measure depths, speed of 
currents, mapped stream 
sections, and did about 
everything a fishery bi- 
ologist does except take 
water and air tempera- 
tures. At Sagehen these 
are recorded every hour 
on a special automatic 
thermometer. 

All this was interest- 
ing, but pumping and 
draining was exciting. 
It is nerve-racking to 
watch a small gasoline 
pump drain a pool ‘and 
see twelve to. sixteen- 
inch trout rush around

desperately as the water gets shallower 
and shallower. Doc developed this 
method to sample fish populations. It’s 
sure-fire—just like emptying your 
wife’s goldfish bowl—and is 
far more efficient and less 
harmful to the fish than net- 
ting, seining, poisoning, or 
using electric shock devices. 
Here’s how we did it. 

First, we diverted most of 
the water in the stream into 
an old flood channel by build- 
ing a small dam of logs 
which we covered with sod, 
leaves, and trash. Then, 
carrying a small gasoline 
pump with us, we walked 
from pool to pool and pumped 
each one dry. We removed 
the stranded fish to screened 
“livecars” temporarily. Later 
we measured and weighed 
the trout and returned them 
to the stream. Other species, 
such as minnows and suckers, 
we saved for study. 

One morning we 
draining a pool on Lower 


Sagehen, about two miles above where 
it runs into the Little Truckee. ‘Noth- 
ing but suckers in this pool, I betcha,” 
I remarked. I thought I had the jum 
on the boys because I'd fished it th. 
night before and hadn’t got a rise. Ij 
also taken the water temperature; it 
was above 70 degrees F., too warm 
for trout. 
“You're called,” said Doc. 


’m blushing yet. Here’s the pool’s cof- 

ficial census: thirty-four brown trout 
from four to thirteen inches long; nine 
rainbows up to eight inches, and three 
Eastern brooks averaging eight inches. 
There were also nine Rocky Mountain 
whitefish, a species that is listed as a 
gamefish though few anglers go after 
it. But listen to this: In that one sma!) 
pool, only seventy feet long, there were 
403 minnows, eighty-eight suckers, and 
139 sculpins. 

Doc said this wasn’t the first section 
of the stream he’s found to be overrun 
with sculpins, an ugly, predacious fish, 
and probably a cousin of the 
worthless salt-water sort fa- 
miliar to deep-sea anglers. 
What bearing sculpins have 
on the well-being of trout, 
and vice versa, is still largely 
a mystery. But Eli Dietsch 
is making a study of it for 
his master’s degree and al- 
ready has gone far enough 
to justify some interesting 
preliminary conclusions. 

One is that sculpins don't 
have air bladders, and this 
limits their feeding activi- 
ties to the bottom. They are 
small, rarely more than five 
inches long, and their pro- 
tective coloration makes them 
almost invisible in the wa- 
ter. And, unfortunately, their 
broad heads and large mouths 
are perfect for seizing smal] 
trout and trout eggs. 

Because sculpins are rare- 
ly seen they are assumed to 
be scarce. Studies at Sagehen, how- 
ever, show that they are abundant 
there, as they probably are in most

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The South’s pride, author George Sessions Perry, is ready to tackle 





a damyankee river any time the striped bass are running 


Moral: If you want a really big striper, dig clams 


hen George Sessions Perry, the 

de Maupassant of Texas, hur- 

ricanes into his Connecticut 
summer home, he wastes no time in 
adjusting himself to the change in en- 
vironment. He just reaches for his 
striped-bass rod. Since I’m generally 
on hand when he arrives, he passes the 
rod to me and asks me to tell him, on 
my honor as a fisherman, if I think 
it has withstood winter storage well 
enough to slug it out with a striper. 
And I, after an inspection of windings, 
varnish, and ferrules, always find it 
ready for immediate action on the bass 
front. 

Then we pass on to other things, such 
as lures. George, during his cross- 
country jaunts between New England 
and Texas, the West Coast and Phila- 
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delphia (how these famous authors get 
around!), has appointed himself as tal- 
ent scout for new lures which might 
win the aloof striper’s approval. In 1947 
he acquired a stock of dipsy spoons in 
a shop in Chillicothe, Ohio; in 1948 he 
returned with a baker’s dozen of gar- 
gling underwater bubble makers that 
had caught his eye in New Orleans.

“I’m not aiming to sit here listening to 
your fantasies. I’m fixing to wet a line. 
Let’s drag our carcasses and get busy 
fishing that little ol’ river.” 


he Hammonasset is one of our prin- 

cipal streams. Half an hour later, 
while I prayerfully cranked our jointly 
owned outboard engine, George pressed 
an oar into service as a paddle and kept 
the fourteen-foot rental rowboat poised 
toward midstream. The outboard, after 
emitting its customary series of gas- 
reeking wheezes, sputters, and coughs, 
snarled into life. A moment later we 
were on our way. 

“Where to?’ I asked. 

“How about that deep channel at the 
bend below the broken trolley bridge?” 

“Aye, aye, sir!’ 

Luckily for us, my calculation on the 
tide proved in error by about an hour. 
Instead of ebbing, it was just attaining 
the flood mark. The brimming Hammo- 
nasset, now a ribbon of iridescent, un- 
dulating waters that mirrored the sky, 
never looked more fertile for fishing. 
Few waters, in fact, offer such a wide 
variety of game for the angler as a 
tidal river that links inland waters with 
the sea or, as in this case, with Long 
Island Sound. It provides feeding places, 
spawning beds, and nurseries for the 
fry of such an assortment of game as 
stripers, weakfish, flounders, young 
bluefish, silver perch, hake, blue crabs, 
and eels. During the summer months, 
when its surface is often razored by the 
bristling fins of stripers and weaks, it 
offers the utmost in the way of raptur- 
ous excitement. 

While I tended the tiller bar, George 
busied himself with our rods. His was 
a medium-weight 514-foot-tip  split- 
bamboo bait caster with a reelful of 
twelve-pound-test nylon casting line. 
My outfit was a hybrid—a five-foot-tip 
glass-fiber bait caster on which I had 
seated a salt-water reel with six-thread 
nylon line. For leaders, we both used 
four feet of nine-pound-test nylon. 

George’s lure—the result of a visit to 
a tackle shop somewhere in Louisiana 
is hard to describe. A silvery deep- 
runner, it sported racy fins and flashed 
eyes of lustrous garnet. But, despite its 
provocative looks, I shook off George’s 
offer to tie one on my leader, and in- 
Sisted on using my favorite luminous 
jointed plug. 

I reduced the throttle as we rounded 
the bend that led to the deep channel. 
We both scanned waters that were now 


almost even with the bank tops. A 
large feeder creek, reaching the river 
by snaking through meadows to the 
west, claimed our special attention. 
Where its fan-shaped mouth opened 
into the river there was a deep hole that 
marked the beginning of the channel. 
A natural minnow trap, that hole had 
proved rewarding in other years. 

The boat lurched violently when 
George, shifting his 614 feet of brawn 
in a way that jars whatever he is oc- 
cupying, spotted a breath-catching swirl 
in the hole. 

“Look at that rascal!’’ he cried. ‘“Isn’t 
he just full of loco juice? Well, what 
do you know? Seems as though the lit- 
tle ol’ Hammonasset is playing host to 
an important visitor.” 


I cut the motor when the boat had 
drifted to within forty yards of the 
hole, whose surface rippled with the 
striper’s play. Pointing the stern so 
that the boat’s drift would clear the 
edge of the hole, I gestured for George 
to cast. 

“Wouldn’t you like to try first?” he 
asked nobly. 

“No,’’ I chuckled, remembering his 
sad experiences with new lures during 
other seasons. “I want to see how fast 
that striper will flee back to sea after 
he gets a peek at your Louisiana hor- 
ror. 

That remark, I’m sure, added another 
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ten yards to George's cast. It was a re- 
markably long one, even for him. The 
spoon whizzed through the air and 
landed in the mouth of the feeder creek 
at least fifty feet beyond the point 
where the striper was inviting trouble.

At sixty we might have 
made it in three hours, but there would 
have been time out for at least one, per- 
haps two, blowouts. I drove at thirty- 
five miles per hour, our patient groan- 
ing every time the car lurched over a 
big stone. So I throttled down to only 
twenty-five miles per hour. Three hours 
passed. Then I became aware of a new 
face smiling over my shoulder. It was 
the sick man. Sick? Not now. Feeling 
fine, he said he was, and certainly not a 
candidate for the hospital. No sir. 

Arguments bounced off that fellow

like a .22 short would bounce off Plym- 
outh Rock. There was nothing to do 
but to turn around and head back to 
the tent in the meadow. I got a card 
from him last Christmas with a brief 
notation on it. “Appendix finally out 
Labor Day, 1951.” 

Sickness can hit camp in any form 
at any time, and it does so more fre- 
quently than you'd suspect. In the high 
Sierras I once encountered a banker 
who, in spite of his snow-white hair, 
had a nasty case of mumps. Last sum- 
mer I gave a few words of encourage- 
ment to a minister, the director of a 
select boys’ camp, who broke out with 
measles. One of the most distressed 
campers I ever prescribed for was a 
well-known author who—to his intense 
embarrassment—was lousy. He _ had 
picked up some head lice in a tourist 
camp two nights previously. 

Accidents happen, but camp sickness 
is always caused. The cause may be 
specific—impure drinking water, 1m- 
properly preserved food, eating poison- 
ous berries or plants, or using contaml- 
nated dishes. But one general peril 
causes more camp sickness than any 
thing else. It is neglect. Often it is the 
neglect of a minor ailment that has 
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been lurking within the body for years, 
but sometimes it is the neglect of a 
serious malady. 

One day I was tramping through the 
Bitterroot Mountains in Montana when 
I saw a big, red-faced man doubled up 
on the ground in front of his tent. After 
I got him to his bedroll he told me the 
cause of his misery. The truss which he 
Was wearing slipped while he was 
wrestling a big log, and by the time he 
got around to adjusting it his rupture 
was mighty sore. That man made the 
hospital just in time. There are only a 
few hours in which a _ strangulated 
hernia can be repaired without serious 
danger of complications. After that it 
is up to the surgeon, penicillin, and the 
angels. 


ust how a fisherman can meticulous- 
J ly remember every fly the trout 
were hitting on the Paulinskill from one 
April to the next and forget about the 
truss he’s wearing, or the decayed wis- 
dom tooth that jabs him in his jaw, Ill 
never know. One thing I do know is 
that in sixteen years of camping and 
traipsing about outdoors, by far most 
of the camp sickness I have run into 
was located in the mouth. Every year 
thousands of campers forget that an 
aching tooth can ruin a vacation just 
as completely as a broken wrist. Yet 
it is surprising how many campers put 
ff that pre-vacation trip to the dentist. 
Next to neglected teeth, ulcers of the 
mouth place second on the list of physi- 
‘al disorders sufrered in camp. Ninety- 
five percent of all cases of “canker 
sores” are due to just one thing—dirty, 
‘ontaminated dishes. Mouth ulcers used 
© plague me within a week after I'd 
the land of ‘“wrangiler-washed” 


lishes. I tried every mouth wash in 





the pharmacopoeia before I hit on a 
trick that really works. I tried carry- 
ing my own cup and eating utensils to 
camp with me, and after each use I 
washed them in boiling water. It 
worked, and I’ve been doing it ever 
since. When I dine at the festive board 
of some hospitable camp and can’t use 
my own cup and tools I do something 
else—I drink left-handed from what 
ordinarily would be the back edge of 
my cup. But if there’s a lady in the 
crowd no one need worry much about 
canker sores. Women in camp usually 
mean soap and dishpans and boiling 
water—-cleanliness, and no fooling. It’s 
mostly at stag affairs or at public- 
rented cabins that you are inescapably 
exposed to dirty dishes. 

But if you really want to find the 
quickest way to get sick in camp try 
eating what many campers think are 
mushrooms. Mushrooms are good. They 
break the monotony of canned beans, 
bacon, and doughy flapjacks, and they 
taste swell on a slab of baked trout. 
Real mushrooms, that is. But don’t 
listen to the guy who claims he knows 
all about mushrooms. Carry a book that 
identifies mushrooms clearly, and eat 
only the ones you pick yourself. Better 
still, forget mushrooms. Eat beans and 
bacon and flapjacks. 


t’s just luck that there are four sur- 

vivors of one mushroom feast that 
took place not long ago on the banks of 
a renowned Pennsylvania trout stream. 
It had rained for two days, and the 
trout almost drowned. Then, to our 
surprise and delight, mushrooms popped 
up all over the place. 

Between raindrops we scooped up a 
couple of creels full of delicious, nutri- 
tious mushrooms. I had my suspicions, 








being a natural skeptic and a prac- 
ticing physician, but after going over 
about half of what we picked without 
turning up a single amanita I agreed 
that my companions really knew a 
mushroom from a toadstool. But two 
hours later we all knew that at least 
one toadstool had gone into the pot. So 
unless you're a university botanist you'd 
be wise to leave mushrooms and un- 
familiar berries to the birds and the 
tortoises. 

Much camp sickness is rightly blamed 
on water—-water which doesn’t qualify 
for the crystal purity that its primeval 
surroundings suggest. Dip your can- 
teen in, fill it up, and gulp down a swig 
of the most thirst-quenching liquid on 
earth. Ah, pure mountain water, you 
say. Then allow three days, the incu- 
bation period for most water-borne 
germs, or eight to fourteen days for 
typhoid, and you'll know just about 
how “pure” that water really is. 


Nrust springs even less than clear, 
‘| fast-flowing water, no matter how 
much of it natives may drink. For your 
own protection carry a container of 
water-purifying tablets with you. You 
may not like the flavor they impart to 
the water, but they can make water 
safe to drink. Boiling is the best means 
of purifying water on a camping trip, 
but every camper I ever met—except 
two old-timers who had typhoid fever 
when they were kids—-will swear that 
boiling the savory mountain flavor out 
of heaven-sent water is sacrilege. 1 
agree, but just the same I drink only 
tea on my camping trips. 

You'll find the smootnest-tasting wa- 
ter on earth in the Wesi, particularly in 
the Southwest where the sun beats down

We'd come a long way to see him—from Cali- 
fornia to the northwest coastal area of British 
Columbia. Boarding a steamer in Vancouver, B. C., 
Bill Halvorseth, Johnny Ortzow, and I had trav- 
eled up through the magnificent scenery of the in- 
side passage. Then we met our guides, Clayton 
Mack and Martin Neygard, and transferred to the 
forty-foot boat that was to be our hunting head- 
quarters.

But after we’d made 
forty miles against choppy seas and heavy winds, 
our propeller began to vibrate.

While walking along 
the edge of a stream which bordered the 
forest, we were jolted by the deep- 
throated growl of a bear. Evidently he 
was at the foot of a huge cliff—not more 
than twenty vards from us. But we 
couldn’t see him. 

My hair began to rise and my knees 
twitched. What I’d have done if I had 
been alone I Con’t know——probably I'd 
still be rooted there. But Clayton 
prodded me with a terse: “Grizzly.” 
And he added: ‘Follow me.” 

We crossed the creek—it was belly- 
button deep and fresh off a glacier 
and cut into the woods toward a spot 
that would nut us against the cliff wall 
and above the bear. I shuddered in- 
voluntarilv as we stal'xed through the 
cold, silent, menacing forest. The bear 
had stopned growling and the moss 
mufiled our footsteps. 


7e continued up the mountain for 
W about 100 yards. Then I had to 
rest. The excitement, the ice-water 
crossing, and just plain lack of condi- 
tion forced me to sit down on a large 
log and catch a breath of air. But Clay- 
ton was tougher; he continued working 
his way uphill. 

Mv maximum visibility was about 
twenty yards—-which was good in that 
timber. I sat there with the safety off, 
the scone-sighted .30/06 halfway to my 
shoulder, and my finger on the trigger. 
I swept and reswept the area where I 
figured the bear had been. Being caught 
flat-footed, I knew, might mean dis- 
aster. 

Just then all the fortunes of fate 
smiled upon me. In one of my sweep- 
ing surveys I saw a huge black shadow 
moving past a three-foot opening be- 
tween two trees about twenty yards 
away. Instantly I filled the scope with 
bear and squeezed the trigger. 

The blast shattered the forest still- 
ness. I saw moss fly as the bear hurled 
itself out of sight. He was hit! But 
where I had no idea. Seconds later 
Clayton was at my side. ‘In there,” I 
said, pointing. ‘‘Can’t tell how bad he’s 
hit.” 

“Get down to the flats, quick,’ he re- 
plied. “I'll get up the bear.” 

On the way down to the flats I fig- 
ured out Clayton's strategy. If the bear 
turned away from the cliff and chose 
the easy wav out, he’d have to cross the 
flat. And I’d be covering it! 

Near the bottom of the slope I came 
across some skunk cabbage on which 
the bear had been feeding. But I saw 
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no other sign. In fact, the half hour 1 
spent checking the flats was a lifetime 
of suspense. Had I lost another bear? 
And where was Clayton? I needed 
company and reassurance. 

Finally Clayton slipped out of the 
bush and told me he’d found a blood 
trail. ‘Bear is down,” he said. ‘Best 
thing is go back to camp. We find 
carcass in morning.” 


Tow, I’d read a lot about grizzlies, 
\ and I could tell you a good bit 
about how to avoid trouble with the 
big bruisers. But this was my grizzly, 
and I didn’t propose to let him get away. 
After all, I had a .30/06, which I figured 
was plenty of medicine for any bear. 

“I want to go in after him,” I said. 

“No,” Clayton said. “Too risky.” 

“T’ll take that chance.”’ 

“No,” Clayton said. 

We were still arguing when Martin, 
the other guide, came across the flats 
and joined us. 

“Ox. if the three of us go in?” I 
asked Clayton. 

He still wasn’t too pleased with the 
prospect, but he shrugged and said, 
“All right. We go.” 

The blood trail was disheartening. I 
had visioned quarts of the stuff squish- 
ing underfoot. But when Clayton 
pointed out a hardly visible brown spot 
on the moss, I doubted that the bear 
was hard hit. Besides that, we found 
that the trail led straight uphill, even 
over logs four and five feet in diameter 
which of course we chose to skirt. I 
was convinced the bear could make 
Alberta under his own power. 

About 800 yards up the mountain 
our ascent was very slow because we 
had to watch for sign—-we came to an 
area about twenty feet square. Moss 
was torn off the trees and ground. A 
few saplings were broken and splin- 
tered. Blood in cupful splashes was 


mixed in with the wreckage. And, 'e- 
lieve it or not, I could detect an odor 
which was distinctly that of bear. It 
lay heavily in that dank air. 

We halted for a closer look at the 
damage. Inadvertently I took up a po- 
sition above the others to get a better 
view. Clayton was saying that the 
grizzly was hurt bad. ‘Not far off,’’ he 
added. ‘‘He try to make trap now.” 

Just as those words were spoken, the 
bear let out a horrible bellow and 
reared above the log behind which he’d 
been lying fifteen yards above us! 

He was a frightful sight as he stood 
erect, about eight feet high and four 
feet wide, with bared fangs and wicked- 
looking claws. And his growl was blood- 
curdling. 

He was hurling himself over the log, 
to attack, at the moment I threw my 
gun up. There was no time for de- 
liberation but, surprisingly, I was cool 
as ice as I squeezed off. 

The left side of the bear seemed to 
blast backward. Spinning, as if he’d 
been hit with a sixteen-pound sledge, 
he fell toward the small creek bed not 
seven yards from me. 

Neither Martin nor Clayton had an 
opportunity to shoot, and as the bear 
hit the ground they jumped behind 
trees while I clambered onto a huge 
rock. Only then, when I was compara- 
tively safe, did my knees start clack- 
ing like castanets. 

The bear tried to rise, but fell back 
again with deep sighing grunts. Then 
he bellowed, bit viciously at his wounds, 
shook his massive head, and growled 
again. His mouth, I saw, was flecked 
with foamy blood. 

By now I had recovered enough to 
put a carefully aimed bullet into the 
base of his skull. Then, for the first 
time in many minutes, I relaxed. I had 
taken a grizzly under circumstances 
that thrilled me to the core. That was 
just how I'd hoped it would be. 


My silvertip was 6'5 feet from tip of 
nove to tail. We estimated the weirht 
at 700 pounds. There was no fat on the 
huge body, and that, plus the length 
of the claws, indicated the grizzly was 
not long out of hibernation. 

My first shot had entered the gut just 
behind the last rib, and the 180-grain 
bullet had gone completely through. 
The second, which stopped the bear so 
dramatically as he was hurdling the log, 
caught him under the extended left leg, 
coursed through the chest and neck, and 
lodged in the lower jaw. When we 
rough-skinned the bear, next day, I cut 
a nice steak from the loin. But after it 
was cooked I could tempt no one into 
trying it. I chewed on it for five minutes 
got nowhere, and reluctantly tossed it 
overboard. 


ate in the evening of the fourth day 
Bill and Johnny, using a .270 and 
a .375 Magnum respectively, missed two 
bears on opposite sides of the flats. It 
was twilight and their shots were taken 
at about 250 yards. Again they had left 
their scope-sighted guns on the boat 
since they were eager to see what they 
could do with their new weapons, which 
had receiver sights. When they returned 
to the boat and I learned that they’d 
been gambling their success on iron 
sights I started in to preach. But did I 
get anywhere? Nope! 

On the fifth day we scrutinized every 
inch of the flats trying to line up a bear 
for Bill, but without luck. He did have 
the unusual experience, though, of walk- 
ing in at 75-yard range on a black wolf 
with a yellow band around its middle 
what a trophy that would have been 
but again failed to connect with the 
.270. That convinced him. He switched 
to the old scope-equipped .30/06-—and 
the stage was set for action. 

That same evening, while returning 
from an inspection of my grizzly car-

cass, I passed the flat where we'd seen 

and missed—-the two grizzlies. Sud- 
denly I spotted a huge hear 300 yards 
away at the edge of timber. In the 
deepening gloom it was difficult to make 
out details, but I thought it might be 
the same fellow I had tangled with 
and lost. 

For at least ten minutes I lav on the 
edge of the bank alternately glassing 
the bear and lining him un in the scope 
as he threw his head from side to side 
while snipping off g-ass stems. How I 
wished Bill was there. Despite te dusk, 
he’d have had a reasonaly fair scope 
shot. And, for all I knew, this might 
be the last grizzly we’d see. Undoubted- 
ly we were “smelling uy” the area by 
that time, and the shooting we had done 
couldn’t have been exactly reassuring 
either. 

Rather than disturb the bear, I re- 
treated on my belly to the canoe and 
paddled silently toward the boat. I 
hoped the bear would put in an appear- 
ance next day—which was the last one 
of the hunt. 

When I reported what I had seen, I 
could sense Bill's skepticism. But after 
talking over prospects for the final day’s 
hunt, he resolved to concentrate on that 
particular bear. Johnny decided that 
time was running out too rapidly for 
him to get a bear, and that he’d stay 
aboard the boat. He had killed several 
grizzlies in preceding years, and wanted 
all efforts made in Bill’s behalf. 

At 5 a.m., provided with sandwiches, 
candy, and a bottle of tea, Bill picked 
out a large moss-covered stump (which, 
oddly enough, was shaped like a couch), 
and settled down to waich the flat be- 
fore him. He had insisted on a lone 
vigil, knowing that the guides had other 
work to do. Back on the boat the rest 
of us breakfasted and mace plans for 
departure the following morning. We 
decided to pull out at 9 a.m. in order to 
connect with the steamer at its nearest 
port of call. Missing it would mean 
we'd either be stranded for a whole 
week, or pay through the nose to have 
a plane fly us out. 
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Around noon I paid a visit to Bill. 
He lay full length on his stump, sur- 
rounded by candy wrappers, and con- 
tentedly watched the Canada honkers 
as they periodically took off from their 
nests. He had an eve for the eagles, too, 
and for all the other sights foreign to 
his civilized eyes. His morale needed 
no boosting, but he laid into the extra 
grub I brought with enthusiasm. 

About 8 p.m., after the evening snack, 
and while Johnny and Martin readied 
the boat for the morning’s departure, 
Clayton and I hiked to Bill’s stand. 
The rascal was still hopeful! ‘You 
know, fellows,” he said, ‘‘that old bear 
has only a few more hours to live. You 
can bet on it!” 

Such confidence, after fifteen hours in 
one spot, made us hesitant about ex- 
pressing any doubts on the subject. So 
after a bit we canoed off to the other 
flats for one last look-around. 

At 9:30 p.m., half an hour later, we 
were stopped in our tracks by a welcome 
sound—-the crashing report of a high- 
powered rifle. Bill must have tangled 
with the bear! That thought furnished 
us with more energy than we knew we 
possessed, and we raced madly to where 
we had tied the canoe. 


As we approached the flat where we 
7 had left Bill, two more quick shots 
drove us on to a final burst of speed 
and we ran the canoe up on the sand- 
bar. Then, grasping our rifles, we 
sprinted up the bank. There near the 
woods stood Bill, waving us to come 
on. In no time at all we were at his side, 
gasping for breath, and eagerly pump- 
ing him for details. 

Perhaps twenty minutes after we left, 
Bill told us, a huge brown grizzly slowly 
emerged from the forest’s edge. Dis- 
playing a lot of caution, it worked its 
way to the edge of the grass and began 
feeding. Bill, feeling very confident and 
unhurried—-he never hurries anyhow 
eased off his perch. Using the riverbank 
as a cover, he waded about 200 yards 
down the edge of the flat and then 


worked his way carefully up the slough 

After estimating his position to be 
favorable, he crept up the bank. Sure 
enough, there was te bear quartered 
off from him about 175 yards away. It 
was silhouetted against the woods, un- 
aware of danger, and intent only upon 
the vegetable banquet before it. 

3ill centered the post reticule of his 
scope on the back of te bear’s skull 
He touched off the .30/06 and Cown 
went the bear. 

Recalling my experience, Bill didn't 
advance any closer, even though the 
bear didn’t make a move. He decided to 
stay right where he was and await our 
arrival. After five or ten minut?s 
though, the grizzly got up and headcel 
for the timber. He weaved an: stag- 
gered clumsily but he Snally made the 
woods and disappeared. During tose 
few seconds Bill fired twice —hastily 
and, as far as he could see, without 
effect. 

The size of the tracks and the snot 
where the bear had fallen suggested it 
was a huge animal. The blooc-soaked 
grass was flattened. Again, that very 
definite and thrilling smell of bear was 
obvious to us all. 

A wide swath indicated the direction 
the bear had taken, and within a few 
moments Clayton and I were in the 
timber and on the trail. Up ahead, in 
the dark shadows, we could hear sap- 
lings cracking and brush being torn 
aside. 

My own recent brush with a grizzly 
made me demand caution. Without any 
great objections—-as a matter of fact 
almost with enthusiasm—-we finally de- 
cided to let the bear cool off overnight 
return in the morning, and pick uj} 
where we left off. Clayton was sure the 
bear was ours. “Never lost a wounded 
bear yet,’’ he said. “I find him.’’ Man, 
how we drank in those words! Bill was 
going to get a trophy for sure. Didn't 
Clayton say so? 

But there were complications. We 
had to leave the hunting grounds at 
9 a.m., and dawn was at 4:30. That gave 
us only four and a half hours to find the 
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bear, skin it, and haul it back to the 
boat. Clayton and I planned to take off 
at 4 a.m.; the others would follow in 
an hour or so and give us a hand with 
the trophy. 

Four in the morning came all too 
soon, but Clayton and I crawled out of 
our sleeping bags and set out in the 
canoe in the predawn darkness. 


nce we picked up the trail, though, 

we knew the expedition would be 
no pushover. Despite his wound, the bear 
seemed to have headed upward. Clayton 
worked the mountainside like a hound 
dog and I swear he took an occasional 
sniff at the tracks in the heavy moss. 

An hour later, no longer able to keep 
pace with the guide, I stopped for a 
breather. And when I was ready to fol- 
low Clayton’s trail, I couldn’t even find 
it! It seemed more sensible to stay put 
and await the others. Otherwise I might 
get lost in that wilderness—a possibility 
I didn’t relish. 

About 7:30 Bill, Johnny, and Martin 
overtook me. It was easy to read the 
dismay in their eyes when they found 
me alone. But they agreed we’d best 
stay put and wait for Clayton. 

As the hours went by our misgivings 
gave way to real concern. The 9 o’clock 
deadline went by, and by 11 we were 
convinced Clayton was in trouble—espe- 
cially when our prearranged gun signals 
failed to produce any answering shots. 
Once again we tried unsuccessfully to 
pick out his trail. And by that time our 
worry was acute. 

Finally, by common consent, Martin 
and Johnny returned to the boat to get 
it ready for immediate departure. Bill 
and I stayed on the mountain and 
sweated out our vigil, firing signal shots 
at fifteen-minute intervals. We hoped 
that somehow Clayton would turn up 
in time for us to make connections with 
the steamer. By now all hope of get- 
ting the bear had been abandoned. 

At 2 p.m. Bill and I were in a desper- 
ite state of mind. We were certain Clay- 

n had been injured, for of course he 


t 


had known of our departure plans. If 
he were able to move he’d certainly have 
come back. There was no possibility he 
was simply lost. 

Bill and I returned to the boat with 
a new plan of action. He and Johnny 
were to take the craft to the nearest 
port and return with some Indian track- 
ers. Martin and I, meantime, would set 
up a shore camp and then work the side 
of the mountain. 

At 3 p.m. Martin and I pulled away 
from the boat, laden with provisions 
and a first-aid kit. As we ran the canoe 
onto the tide grass, a faint suggestion 
of a shout seemed to reach my ears. 
Uncertain, I cautioned Martin to remain 
quiet for a moment. Once again I 
sensed a far-off call. Jumping up on a 
log, I glassed the tide flats in all direc- 
tions. Then I saw him! Half a mile up 
the river at the edge of timber, Clayton 
was frantically waving his arms. Man, 
what a relief! 

Thrusting the canoe into the water, 
we signaled Johnny and Bill not to 
leave. Then Martin and I took off up- 
river. 

Clayton, as we drew near, was not a 
pretty sight. He lay in the tide grass, 
chest heaving, hair matted over his 
face. He was naked to the waist, his 
pants were in tatters, his chest was 
covered with blood. Such a sight could 
mean only one thing—Clayton had been 
attacked by the bear! Then we saw a 
bundle beside him. It looked like a griz- 
zly hide. 

We hit the shore and I made a hasty 
examination of the guide. He was un- 
harmed—just covered with bear blood— 
and so tired he could hardly talk. Here’s 
his story: 

Knowing that I couldn’t keep pace 
with him, he pursued the bear’s trail 
alone as fast as it unraveled. Several 
times during the early morning, as he 
worked up the mountain, fresh sign told 
him he was getting closer. This spurred 
him on, for he had promised Bill the 
trophy and any minute he knew he 
might fulfill that promise. An hour 
or so later, near the glacier line some 


two miles from where he had left me, 
Clayton finally caught up with his 
quarry. 

Undoubtedly weary of pursuit and in- 
tent on revenge, the bear was coming 
down the mountain toward the guide. 
Despite the snarls of rage, the animal 
couldn’t hold his head erect as he 
stumbled along. 

Clayton let him get within ten feet 
before he planted a .30/30 slug squarely 
between his eyes. 

What a monstrous beast it was—a 
brown male with a scarred muzzle, 7! 
feet from nose to tail, and weighing an 
estimated 800 to 900 pounds. It was the 
largest grizzly Clayton had ever seen 
killed in the area—truly, the trophy he 
had promised Bill. 

But now the guide faced a new prob- 
lem. Should he return to the foot of the 
mountain for us? Or should he proceed 
alone in the hope that he’d conserve 
some of that precious time? 

Failing to get a response from firing 
two ‘‘come’”’ signals, he got out his knife 
and rough-skinned the bear. Then he 
rolled hide and head into a compact 
bundle. I was carrying the rope or he’d 
have used it now. Instead he cut 
his long underwear into two lengths, 
and secured both ends of the rolled hide. 
Using his belt as a strap, he joined the 
ends and slid into this improvised har- 
ness. He spent the next two hours pack- 
ing a 100-pound wet hide and head two 
miles over logs and through gullies to 
where we found him at the river’s edge. 
Quite a feat for a 150-pound man who 
stands only five feet three! Is that ful- 
filling a promise? 

And what about our steamer, which 
by then was doubtless pulling away 
from its dock some forty miles up the 
channel? Well, within two hours, Clay- 
ton said, it should be somewhere near 
the point where the channel met the sea, 
a spot roughly twenty miles from us. 
With luck, and a good bit of haste, we 
might cross its course and perhaps ar- 
range a transfer. This was far-fetched, 
of course, but after what had already 
happened that day, who were we to 
stand in the way of miracles? 


Ans miracle it was. Two hours later 
f we were in the main channel. John- 
ny clung to the small mast atop the 
deck and glassed the waters ahead of us. 
Suddenly he let out a bellow and pointed 
ahead. There on the horizon was a 
plume of smoke. As the steamer ap- 
proached, Johnny waved a pair of red 
flannels and managed to attract the 
attention of the officer on the bridge. 
He must have wondered whether we 
were pirates or a bunch of drunken 
bushmen. But he altered course! 

We pulled alongside and convinced 
the skipper of the steamer that we 
were would-be passengers. The water- 
line hatches opened and we hurriedly 
transferred our gear and hides. In a 
flurry of excitement we engineered 
Johnny from the mast, to which he 
seemed frozen, climbed aboard, and 
bade good-by to our two swell guides. 

The hatch doors closed on three happy 
hunters—and on two fine grizzly hides.

ANGLING 


WHAT ARE THE BASIC DRY FLIES? 





to use just six patterns of dry 

flies in all my trout fishing. That 
number, in the different sizes required 
for each pattern, was about all I wanted 
to cope with on a stream. Well, I’ve 
learned better since. 

For some years my six favorites were 
the Blue Quill, Brown Bivisible, Light 
Cahill, Light Furnace Spider or Vari- 
ant, Light Hendrickson, and Royal 
Coachman. I had no particular prefer- 
ence among them; each fitted a certain 
stream condition. I used the Blue Quill 
only when I had to, because it is difficult 
to see on the water. 

But then the Adams came along and 
broke up my program of six flies. I 
couldn't give up the Blue Quill; without 
it I’d have had no blue-gray pattern. 
And I just wouldn’t give up any of the 
five others. But the Adams proved so 
useful I had to include it among my 
favorites, so then I had seven basic 
patterns instead of six. 

They served me very well. Of course, 
you'll ask, “Did they cover every pos- 
sible condition you ran into?” I'll 
answer by relating some of the experi- 
ences I've had in the last 15 years, 
which constitutes one third of my fly- 
fishing career. Perhaps you'll pick up 
a few facts that may help you in mak- 
ing your own selection of essential flies. 
Maybe I'll only succeed in confusing 
you further. That’s not at all improb- 
able in this business of fly fishing! 


Yor a long time it was my ambition 


here’s a stream in lower New York 
i. Staté where my best fly for years 
was a size 12 Fan-Wing Royal Coach- 
man. When that didn’t produce, one of 
my other basic patterns did. Because 
I travel throughout the country, trying 
as many of its waters as I can reach, I 
was away from the New York stream 
for several years. But I didn’t forget it, 
even when I was working on far better 
waters. 

Returning to it was like going home. 
As I drove along toward it I remem- 
bered all the fine fishing I’d enjoyed 
in earlier years. I just knew I was 
going to get some more of the same, so 
my fly box was stuffed with size 12 
Fan-Wing Royals. 

I was about 12 miles from the stream 
when I first began to feel some misgiv- 
ings. Here was a modern highway, in- 
stead of the winding country road I 
used to travel. I had trouble finding 
the stream, and passed it once without 
sceing it. No wonder! My old parking 
spot was gone, and beside the stream 
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was a brand-new summer resort, com- 
plete with swimming pool and city 
vacationers. 

Now, this is tough stuff for an old 
angler to take. I was too dismayed to 
park my car and fish upstream, as in 
earlier years. Instead I moved on and 
parked several miles above the resort. 
Here the stream seemed unchanged, ex- 
cept that there were signs of other an- 
glers, something I hadn’t noticed previ- 
ously. 

I fished my Fan-Wing Royal as usual 
but didn’t get a single rise. Then I tried 
my six other patterns without success. 
Only the Blue Quill excited a little in- 
terest in the trout, and that in a couple 
of 6 or 7-inchers. 

I had moved about a mile through 
pools and riffles, so I decided to go back 
to the car and get some different pat- 
terns. I remembered, while I was select- 
ing them, that the Blue Quill had been 
a little productive, so I decided to try 
a Quill Gordon. It’s a pattern I like but 
don’t often use much because it’s diffi- 
cult to see on water. 

The light was poor when I cast the 
Quill Gordon, and since I couldn't see 
the fly I merely stripped in line, hoping 
the lure was moving in a natural float. 
It must have been, for just as I started 
to lift it to make another cast I got a 
strike and was fast to a good fish. I 
missed two more that I heard but could 
not see. 

After that I moved into a pool with 
favorable light. I could see the fly dur- 
ing its float, and I took two nice fish. 
Then I began to wonder if my success 
was due to the Quill Gordon or whether 
the fish had just begun to feed and 
would take another lure. Successively I 
tried the Fan-Wing Royal and my six

other favorites, and got nary a rise. A 
change back to the Quill Gordon brought 
immediate action. The Gordon was the 
answer, for that day at least. 

The moral? If there’s any at all it’s 
this: Have your favorite flies, if you 
like, but don’t cut yourself off entirely 
from other patterns. 

Another time I was fishing for brook 
trout in a Michigan stream. I’ve always 
been partial to the Royal Coachman as 
a dry fly for this fish. A friend who was 
fishing with me (and who knew the 
stream well) had advised me to take 
along some grizzly-gray or badger- 
hackled flies in case my favorite didn’t 
work. But I didn’t bother. Before the 
day was over, though, I was borrowing 
some from him. If I hadn’t I would have 
caught no brookies. 


pentane like these showed a defi- 
nite weakness in my plan of seven 
favorite flies. Not one of them had 
grizzly or badger hackles, except the 
Adams, and that had brown mixed with 
grizzly. 

The brown in it ruined its effective- 
ness that day in Michigan. 

Nowadays my book contains some 
flies with grizzly-gray or badger 
hackles, or similar bivisibles. I still 
haven't picked an all-round favorite fly 
of this type. But I do believe that one 
of them is necessary in a balanced as- 
sortment. So my list of basic flies grew 
to eight. 

A Badger Variant figures in a Cali- 
fornia incident. My favorites were not 
working very well there, while popular 
local patterns were quite productive. So 
I started experimenting. After consid- 
erable testing I finally struck on a

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| dandy. It was a honey-colored Badger 


Variant tied on a No. 14 hook and with 
a hackle spread of 1 in. or more. With 
it, catching trout was easy. But in the 
same waters a year later it didn’t do 
much good. 

I had a similar experience in New 
York’s Adirondack Mountains. On one 
stream I'd always got excellent results 
with a Light Furnace Spider, a Light 
Cahill, or a Light Hendrickson. But on 
one trip the trout refused those flies. 
I tried my other favorites and they 
didn’t do any better. It wasn’t until I 
tied on a grizzly-gray bivisible that I 
started to take fish. A Badger Bivisible 
did just as well. After catching myself 
a dozen nice trout, I decided to see if 
the fish had changed their mood and 
would take any fly that I threw them. 
They hadn’t. 


or three successive years I fished a 
peas stream leading into the North 
Platte River, in Wyoming. During the 
first two trips the Adams, Royal Coach- 
man, and Light Hendrickson were top 
producers, but on the third trip I had 
to use a grizzly-gray hackle with a yel- 
low body to get real results. The Gray 
and Badger Bivisibles also produced, 
but not quite so readily. So I’m con- 
vinced that any selection of basic dry 
flies should include these gray-hackle 
types. 

There was a New Jersey stream I 
liked very well and my favorites did 
all right for several years. But one day 
I found I couldn’t do a thing with my 
pets, even though trout were rising 


| steadily all the time. Then I tried every 
| other pattern in the box, and failed 
| with each. Finally I was down to a size 
| 12 Queen of the Waters. I’d often used 
| this pattern wet but never tied dry. I 


tied it onto my leader anyway—by this 
time I was desperate. 

Now, I had two of these flies along. 
One I wore out catching trout and the 
other I left in the mouth of a fish that 
I struck too hard. On my next two trips 
to the stream, the Queen left nothing 
to be desired—the trout considered it 
the choicest of morsels. But I’ve never 
had occasion to use that fly since—in 
New Jersey or anywhere else. Yet dur- 
ing that particular period I'd have had 
very poor fishing without it. 

In my Pennsylvania fishing my pets 
usually fill the bill but there have been 
times when they didn’t. On occasion 
I’ve had to use a Quill Gordon in order 
to take fish. Every once in a while this 
pattern has a way of making itself ter- 
rifically important. I'm sorely tempted 
to make it one of my basic flies, replac- 
ing the Blue Quill. Instead, I have com- 
promised; I tie two versions of the Blue 
Quill, one as it’s supposed to be tied and 
the other with the hackles used on a 
Quill Gordon. Of course, this is quib- 
bling. One of the flies isn’t a true Blue 
Quill, so my list of favorites goes up to 
nine. 

Is nine enough? Well, there have been 
times when those patterns, and all the 
others in my box, have failed to work. 
Then it was necessary for me to obtain 
some special pattern. If this happens to 
you, go to a local tackle store for help. 
The proprietor will probably know what 


is currently effective on local streams. 
If you tie your own you should try 
some experimentation. It may pay off 
—at least it has for me. 

For three years running I had a 
great deal of success on a Yellowstone 
stream with three of my favorite flies, 
all in small sizes. It seemed as though 
I was really in business. But during the 
fourth season all three patterns failed— 
and so did everything else in my box. 
I took fish, of course, but so few I 
knew something was wrong. 

I had a kit of fly-tying materials with 
me, as usual. When I opened it a hackle 
neck fell out. I'm not superstitious but 
this seemed an omen of some sort, and 
anyway I had no notion of where to 
begin. I recalled that the original Multi- 
color Variant, an excellent fly, carried 
this color hackle. But what size should 
I tie? 

On earlier trips, these Yellowstone 
trout had preferred small flies, but they 
certainly had not been partial to them 
this season. So I compromised; I tied 
the fly on a size 16 hook but used hack- 
les suitable for a size 12. This hackle of 
red, black, and white mixture looked 
very buggy. I felt so confident it would 
do the trick I tied a number without 
bothering to try the pattern out. 

Fortunately that fly proved to be the 
solution. Not only did I take rising fish 
but also some nonrisers, which I found 
when I cast to likely spots that had no 
surface action to indicate trout were 
feeding. 

But my success lasted only that one 
season. From time to time, after that, 
the fish would take the fly, just as 
they’d take the Adams and others. But 
they didn’t go wild over it as they had 
during the single season. I was satis- 
fied, though. That sort of hackle, and 
the flies made from it, are really tough 
to obtain, and it would be bad if an 
angler had to depend on them for good 
catches. But if they were as common, 
say, as ordinary red hackles I believe 
I'd add that fly to my basic list. 


2. new patterns were born on that 
stream. One was a Multi-color Spent 
Gnat. It wasn’t made of natural multi- 
color hackle but of separate hackles 
from three different necks. There was a 
white one at the head, a light red or 
ginger in the middle, and a black at the 
rear. 

These were not intermingled. The 
tail was a few wisps of dark badger, and 
the wings grizzly-hackle tips tied spent 

that is, spread out flat instead of 
standing upright. The fly was most pro- 
ductive on hooks in sizes 10, 12, and 
14, with the hackle spread a bit shorter 
than normal. 

The second fly was a good one that I 
used for a couple of years, one in which 
I mixed grizzly and black hackles and 
used a red-fox belly fur (of the color 
suitable for Light Cahill) for the body. 
I varied the wings to gain better vis- 
ibility, and never found one that worked 
better than the others. Usually I used 
black for the tail. 

These two patterns produced else- 
where as well as they had on the Yel- 
lowstone stream. But they have not 
proved essential in most fishing, so

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they’re not eligible for my list of basics. 
As a matter of fact, I have tied hun- 
dreds of flies that worked well in iso- 
lated instances. 

It’s almost impossible to get through 
a season without needing some special 
patterns for particular hatching periods. 
For instance, if you fish when the green 
May-fly hatch is on, you’re not going to 
have much luck unless you use a fair 
imitation. There are many of these im- 
itations, most of them impressionistic. 
My favorite is made with pale wings of 
a speckled insect green, a creamy white 
body, and light blue-gray hackles and 
tail. Another version of this is the Coffin 
Fly. Your aim should be to have some 
fly that is suitable for the hatch. 

Sometimes, and in some places, a yel- 
low May fly may be needed. This doesn’t 
often happen, but when it does the yel- 
low fly proves its worth. Incidentally, 
when you run into brownish May flies, 
the March Brown pattern, in one vari- 
ation or another, will often do the job. 
I prefer the wings speckled or mottled 
and of a pale-brown hue, such as is 
found in pheasant or partridge feathers. 

I mentioned that most of these flies 
are impressionistic rather than closely 
imitative. I’ve used many of the realis- 
tic flies but have found the impression- 
istic ones to be best, simply because 
they float more naturally. Close imita- 
tions have few legs, and it’s the hackle 
that makes a fly float well. 


here are, of course, many other 
hatches in which a particular pattern 
may be needed.

trout, in many big rises, are so selective 
that it’s almost impossible to find the 
right pattern to attract them. These big, 
selective rises are often of short dura- 
tion, say from sunset until dark. You 
may have 100 flies with you, but how 
many can you try out during that 
period? It takes quite a few casts to 
prove that a fish will not rise to a cer- 
tain pattern. 

You have plenty of competition in the 
myriad natural insects floating with the 
current. Do you think the trout take 
all of them? Believe me, they go after 
only a fraction. I’ve often watched this 
feeding, and I’ve seen dozens and scores 
of naturals pass over a fish for every 
one that they took. How can an angler 
expect a trout to go immediately for his 
imitation? Sometimes I’ve had better 
luck simply using one of my regular 
favorites than in trying to match the 
current hatch. 

No, a very large assortment is not 
the answer. But a wise one might well 
prove to be. 

Here is something I consider to be of 
major importance: In your favorite list 
be sure to have sizes ranging from 18 
(or smaller, if obtainable) up to size 10 
or larger. Some of the flies should be 
tied on light-wire hooks and with sparse 
hackles. Others should be tied on the

I could go on and on, but by now) 
we’re probably agreed that it’s impos- | 
sible always to get by with six or seven | 
basic patterns.

our party left Seattle right after the 
Fourth and, after a six-hour flight, set 
down in Anchorage. There another 
plane picked us up for the two-hour 
flight to King Salmon Airbase on the 
Naknek River where a seaplane was 
waiting to take us over the thirty- 
minute run to where Brooks River en- 
ters Naknek Lake. Not far away lies 
the awesome Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes which was created in 1912 when 
Mt. Katmai blew her three-peaked, 
snow-covered crown in one of the great- 
est volcanic eruptions ever known. 

We were told at camp that rain- 
bow fishing would not be too brisk. 
Sockeyes were in the river, the local 
people said, and sockeyes always put 
the trout down. That was why we 
went out for grayling the first morning. 
But after Joe’s experience with the 
sockeye we high-tailed it back to camp 
for heavier outfits. 

We learned that salmon were swarm- 
ing upstream to Brooks Lake and right 
now were scattered all up and down 
Brooks River, which is only a mile and 
a half long. 

About half a mile above our camp 
the swift-flowing river cascades over a 
beautiful nine-foot waterfall. Large 
schools of sockeye salmon gather here 
each year to gain strength for the jump 
that will carry them on the final lap of 
the journey to the waters in which they 
were born. In addition, all the pools 
and the deep riffiles from the mouth of 
the stream to the falls hold tiers of 
reds waiting their turn to move ahead. 
You could see their dark-greenish forms 
grouped closely together along the 
gravel bottom. 

We found that at most of these wait- 
ing spots the sockeyes, virtually un- 
known as gamefish, will take artificial 
flies. A bright silver spoon dragged in 
front of their noses would probably be 
murder. But after the airlines opened 
this area to American anglers, Brooks 
was Officially made a “‘fly fishing only” 
river. In all the waters of the Katmai 
National Monument, in which Brooks is 
situated, only artificial lures are per- 
mitted. Thus, even in these remote, 
practically virgin waters, salmon eggs 
are considered too deadly to be used 
on trout or salmon. 

After lunch that first day the three 
of us waded into the shallow water 
that covers the bar where Brooks River 
flows into Naknek Lake. We were using 
nine-foot, stiff-action fly rods, large 
reels with torpedo-head lines, and plenty 
of backing. Our leaders were fairly 
Short, not more than two to four feet 
of 6 to 8-pound-test nylon. Onto these 
we knotted regular steelhead flies 
bright-colored bucktails or polar-bear 
patterns dressed on No. 4 or No. 2 
heavy hooks. 

The salmon were coming up the river 
in an almost solid mass. They were 
Constantly ‘“‘finning’’ out as salmon do. 
Their heads would break the surface, 
then their dorsal fins, and finally their 
tails as they arched down out of sight. 
Often one would jump clear of the 
Water and then fall back with a slash-

Never, either in fast water or slow, have 
I ever experienced such a rapid loss of 
line. I put on all the pressure I could 
but the 120-foot fly line and 200 feet of 
backing were gone before the fish 
slowed down and finally jumped far out 
on the quiet surface of Naknek. I man- 
aged to get back only a few feet of line 
| before the salmon streaked off again. 
| I struggled ashore and held onto the 
| fish. When I say “held” I mean that I 
stumbled back and forth on the gravel 
beach while trying to keep up with the 
torpedo. When I finally beached the 
| sockeye I found that my fly was buried 
| deep in the side of his mouth. Just then 
| Joe hollered. He was splashing water 
up to his boot tops trying to get back 
on the beach in a hurry. When he 
| reached me I could see the spool of his 
big reel showing through the backing. 
Then Ralph yelled ‘‘Fish on.” I looked 
over to him and saw a silver fish mak- 
ing a series of unbelievably high jumps 
all over the bar. No runs for that sock- 
eye; he was too busy leaping and 
| skittering along the surface in short, 
| fast dashes. So Ralph also came up on 


| the bank to fight it out. 


The action took our breaths away. 
After only five minutes of casting we’d 


|had a workout like we sometimes get 
|in a whole day of steelheading back in 
| Washington State. And there were still 


hundreds of these mad fish right in 
front of us just waiting for our flies. 
They were so rugged, tough, and full 
of fight that we resorted to something 
we'd never done with the more finicky 
steelheads or rainbows. 


oe got out his belt pliers and broke 
J off the barbs of our hooks.

But I’m not really sure of that 
thinking about the dam, I mean. There 
was another thing. I’d wrenched my 
back a week before, overlifting on the 
rough end of a cant dog.

So maybe I was actually figuring I’d 
be smart to work back to the airplane 
by lunchtime.

I put some more water over the 
ferns that covered our six trout, then 
climbed slowly over the old, gray logs 
with the broadax marks.

I sat there on a ledge and studied it, 
remembering a thousand fishing trips 
in sunshine, rain, and drifting cloud. 
There ought to be a kingfisher. There 
was! There had to be a red squirrel, 
and pretty soon he showed up. Fresh 
deer tracks on a sandbar made it per- 
fect. Then I noticed a hatch of small 
brown moths. They went round and 
round one another in a column above 
the water, and a heavy trout smashed, 
and smashed again, and his splash made 
tiny changes in the current, altering 
for a second the whole surface of the 
pool. Did I happen to have any Cahills 
with me?

If you merely prick a big fish with 
your hook, don’t expect him to strike 
again immediately. Rest the water for 
at least five minutes; you’ll lose nothing 
and have much to gain. Better yet, 
limit yourself to two dozen casts at a 
session and come back next day. Never 
fear, he’ll stay in the pool. And if 
you’re persistent, that spot will even- 
tually pay off. Just don’t hammer it 
too long at one time. 


re when you land your trophy fish, 
remember the spot. There’ll be an- 
other big trout in it within a week. 

Water that contains several kinds of 
trout can be extremely difficult, for they 
usually take flies at different speeds. 
The Gallatin River of Montana has 
browns, rainbows, and natives—the lat- 
ter a beautiful golden-bellied cutthroat 
that frequently comes in two or three- 
pound packages. The rainbow strikes 
as though jet-propelled. The brown 
usually takes his own sweet time, 
barely uptilting his nose. But the cut- 
throat is slower than chilled molasses. 
Fortunately, because of his color, you 
can identify him when he’s coming to 
your fly. Then hold your strike. It 
takes nerves of steel; but sweat it out 
until he takes your fly way down, then 
strike. To achieve that pause I repeat, 
“Now I’m going to strike my cutthroat,” 
and then I do. 

Unless he’s a very large specimen, 
avoid moving around in the water after 
you’ve struck him. His jumping, splash- 
ing, and cavorting won’t spook the other 
fish, provided you don’t move around. 
The more quietly you play your fish— 
minimizing your arm action—the more 
chance you'll have of getting a repeat. 
In one riffle on the Gallatin I have 
taken and released a dozen trout, rang- 
ing up to 1% pounds, without stirring 
out of my tracks. 

But if he’s a really big trout, hold 
your rod high and put him on your reel 
immediately while you head for shore 
and fast footing. If necessary, reel in 
quickly to pick up those bothersome 
coils of slack line that could spell dis- 
aster, especially with a light leader. 
Don’t impede your fish’s heavy initial 
run—and if you have 300-foot backing 
you're going to feel mighty happy! 

Take stock right away. Figure on 
what you should avoid in fighting the 
fish—the swift current, boulders, snags, 
weeds, undercut banks. Study out 
where you can play him to your best 
advantage—the slower water, a shal- 
lower spot to lead him into, and a place 
to land him on a sloping beach, if 
one is available. With your campaign 
mapped, you'll be much surer in carry- 
ing your fight to the fish. And just in 
case your best plans should go agley, 
have an alternate campaign in mind. 

The principles of playing a fish re- 
main the same whether he’s heading 
upstream or down. A trout can travel 
at only eight miles an hour. Going up- 
stream, bucking a three-mile current, 
he’ll move at only five. With the same 
current behind him he’ll move at eleven 
and more than double his advantage. 
Best thing is to try to head him out of

The strain will even- 
tually prove too much for your fish. 

Hauling in big fish too soon is per- 
haps the main reason why so many are 
lost. Usually just a few more minutes 

f patience, after he seems beaten, will 
do the trick. Wait those few minutes— 
but keep the pressure on. A slack line 
toward the end of a fight is dangerous, 
for by then the hook has worn a hole in 
the flesh, and slack may permit it to 
fall out. Play the fish deliberately until 
ie's fully spent, then lead him to still, 
shallow water, your tension keeping his 
upper jaw out of water. With mouth 
open he cannot live long. 

But if you intend to return the fish 
to water, play him for all your tackle 
will bear, then get him in and off the 
hook before he is too badly used up. 
Never return a fighter to the water 
belly-up. Instead, hold him in an up- 
right position (see cut) until he revives 
sufficiently. Then let him swim off 
slowly—a smarter fish for the fight, 
and alive to fight you again someday. 


7 hen you net a heavy fish don’t reel 

‘ him close to the rod tip. Never let 
the leader enter your tiptop guide un- 
less it’s spliced to the line with a fisher- 
man’s knot that’s whipped so it can’t 
hang up. With the rod held behind you, 
reach way forward with the net. Then, 
if the fish suddenly goes into action 
you can straighten up and have plenty 
of line to maneuver. Submerge your net 
completely, slightly below the fish’s 
level, and lead him over it. Slack off 
the line and, as the trout instinctively 
turns downstream, net him head-first. 
Should the frame happen to touch his 
sensitive lateral line, thus driving him 
into a last frenzied drive, he’ll be in 
the net head-down and unable to get 
out of it. 

To land a lunker by hand, reach 
gently over his back, then forward until 
your thumb and index finger are over 
the back edge of his gill covers. Now 
press hard and lift him out of the water. 

Sometimes it’s better, if you have 
water that shoals gradually, to beach 
a trophy fish. Back out of it, keeping 
at least twenty feet of line between 
you and the fish, with the strain of 
sliding him onto the beach carried by 
the lower half of the rod. Thus you 
avoid putting a newly angled strain on 
the spot where he is hooked. 

If you can get your trophy to a taxi- 
dermist within a few hours, leave him 
whole, wrapped in a damp shirt to pre- 
vent drying and wrinkling. Otherwise 
cut him open through the middle of his 
right side for cleaning. Be sure to re- 
move all small bits of gills, and general- 
ly follow the procedure I outlined in 
OUTDOOR LIFE. (See ‘Fresh Trout 
Handle With Care,”’ February, page 35.) 

The trophy trout is not for the angler 
who likes to fish the easy way. Neither 
is he for the vain man who can't bear 
to come home without a fish to show 
for his day’s outing.

George cranked furiously to get his 
line out of my battle zone—and got a 
strike too. He was so startled that he 
nearly forgot to set the hook. 

Having two fish on at the same time 
kept us busy. Fortunately, we managed 
to avoid fouled lines because the stripers 
took off in opposite directions, but their 
vim and zip, abetted by the current’s 
tug, gave our light tackle a spirited 
workout. George, managing his fish 
from the bow, fought it out in the chan- 
nel on the west bank. Most of my ac- 
tion, on the other hand, took place in 
a deep run at the opposite bank. My 
striper, an eighteen-incher, came to net 
first. George’s looked like its twin 
brother. 

“There must be a whole high school 
of those little ol’ bass in that rip pock- 
et,” he said as we continued to get 
strikes, play fish, lose fish, and land 
fish—all in the same size bracket as our 
first. By the time the school moved out, 
some forty minutes later, we had nine 
bass in the boat. True, our catches 
were not the kind that jerk arms neatly 
out of their sockets, but it had been a 
stimulating, profitable experience. We 
were highly pleased with ourselves. 

“Well, George,’’ I said, after we had 
scaled our catch, ‘I guess the tide’s low 
enough to go after those clams.”

Twisting our boat around exposed 
mud flats and oyster shoals, we slowly 
cleared the Hammonasset’s lower estu- 
ary. Soon we were hauling the boat 
over the bank near the mouth of the 
little creek in which we had stumbled, 
about a year before, into a lode of 
luscious, palm-length river clams. The 
river at that point was fairly deep, but 
at this stage of the tide only an inch 
of water trickled out of the creek’s 
mouth. It was in the mud bottom below 
this shallow water that the clams lived 
their uneventful lives. 


he bivalves, as numerous as before, 

were within easy reach. But other 
tenants had also taken up abode in the 
entrance of the creek. Myriad baby 
eels, wriggling in huge clusters and 
hardly larger in girth than string, 
fringed the bottom close to the banks. 
As we dug away it was impossible not 
to disturb some of them. Losing their 
grip, floating with the muddied water 
that oozed from the creek, they went 
squirming into the river. 

Our clam basket was nearly full when 
we heard violent sounds in the river.

George, running across the creek in 
strides that sent more eels awash.

cealed hole in rocks under fallen logs. 

He dismounted to inspect the hole. 
As he leaned over, Cripple Foot charged 
to the mouth of the opening. Barney 
kicked in dirt and stones to drive her 
back, but she came on. He hit her on 
the mouth with a big rock. When she 
backed down he stuffed his chaps and 
coat into the hole to bottle her up. He 
got a Short-handled shovel he always 
carried on his saddle, and dug a hole 
straight down to the tunnel. Cripple 
Foot tried to come up as soon as the 
hole cut through, but Barney finished 
her with one shot. He got two pups and 
was about to leave when he heard a 
whimper in another compartment of the 
den. There he found four others. At 
this very time, Barney learned later, 
Snowdrift was in the Bear Paw way 
north of the Missouri River. 

Snowdrift was never known to enter 
a den.

Like other members of the canine 
family, he left ‘love notes’’ on bushes 
and revisited them to see if any fe- 
males had responded. Many traps were 
Set at these local post offices—traps 
smoked over burning sagebrush, dipped 
in sagebrush tea, rubbed with beef tal- 
low, and handled only with smoked 
gloves. He never was known to sniff 
at a bush or tree where a trap was set. 
One trapper found that Snowdrift had 
left one of his messages on the bleached 
skull of a horse. The trapper sprinkled 
scent and set a trap a short distance 
from the skull. That night Snowdrift 
scratched about the skull but avoided 
both trap and scent. 

No man who followed Snowdrift ever 
figured him out well enough to take 
him on a back-track. One of his fol- 
lowers was Bob Kennon, packer, cow- 
boy, forest ranger, trapper, and friend 
of Charlie Russell. One winter while 
I was in Great Falls, Mont., on Charlie 
Russell’s trail, I fell in with Bob Ken- 
fon. He and Barney Brannon hunted 
Snowdrift together. 

They wore sheepskins over their 
Shoes to hold in the human scent. They 
boiled sage and soaked their boots in 
the tea. They smeared cow manure 
over their boots and tried in other ways 
to make their trails smell only of the 
range. Barney found some enormous 
hoofs slipped from a steer’s skeleton. 
He fastened them on his shoes so that 
his tracks looked like cow tracks. He

oy some ranch hands rolled up| 
a mile of wire fence that Snow- | 
drift used to go through. Old posts left 
in the ground continued to mark the 
line. From then on Snowdrift always | 
went around that mile-long scar; he 
was never known to cross it. Some- 
thing had been done there; he didn’t 
understand exactly what. But men had 
done it, and he understood the deadli- 
ness of men. 

In 1922 government surveyors worked 
on Baldy Mountain in the Highwoods, 
one of Snowdrift’s resorts. It was| 
years before he came to within three | 
miles of the pegs the surveyors had 
driven, the trees they had blazed, and 
the lines they cut through the under- 
brush. It was the same with the fall 
round-ups. When they were on, last- 
ing a month or so, Snowdrift avoided 
the ranges altogether. 

One winter a wolf got caught in a 
trap that was chained to a clog and he 
dragged it quite a distance before get- 
ting hung up. Snowdrift came along, 
followed the drag a few steps, then 
circled around the trapped wolf. He 
got near enough to learn all that he 
wanted to know and kept far enough 
away to be safe. 

It’s natural for wolves to follow the 
tracks of other wolves. But when Snow- 
drift came upon the tracks of another 
wolf he crossed them at right angles 
or veered away, changing his own 
course if necessary to avoid following | 
them. He did all he could to avoid call- | 
ing attention to himself. Whenever he | 
came to a stream he searched for a} 
narrow place—or went directly to it, for | 
he seemed to have a memory of every | 
feature of the land—and then jumped | 
across. By this maneuver he left no 
tracks in the mud. He never crossed 
twice at the same place. When he} 
needed to defecate he walked into| 
brush, did his business inobtrusively, | 
and circled back to his route. 

Wolves have great curiosity, but 
Snowdrift never allowed his to get the 
better of good judgment. Once Bob 
Kennon and Barney Brannon tied a 
piece of red cloth to a green bush in a 
place they felt certain he would pass. 
He passed some distance to one side,

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vestigation. Two other wolves came to 
look and stepped into traps. 

Wolves like to gnaw on old bones 
and chew on the tips of old cow and 
puffalo horns. Bob and Barney col- 
lected bones of cattle that had died on 
the range and piled them up on an open 
flat. The pile attracted several wolves. 
One circled from a distance of about 
a quarter of a mile, and gradually drew 
nearer and nearer but never came up 
close. One night four young cross- 
preeds, half wolf and half dog, got 
close enough to be caught in the maze 
of traps. Snowdrift saw the pile all 
right but never swerved from his path. 
He ignored mounds of rocks or sticks— 
often-used decoys——in the same way. 

Even old and wily wolves often suc- 
cumb to new scents. Barney Brannon 
once dug some holes, sprinkled the bot- 
toms with his most potent scent lures, 
fixed traps over the holes, and covered 
them with leaves, twigs, and dry horse 
manure. He felt that some smart wolf 
might try to dig under the traps to get 
to the smell and while doing so get a 
paw caught. Snowdrift ran from any 
such scents and seemed to consider 
them as dangerous as a man with a gun. 

In winter Barney sometimes shot a 
rabbit, bent its ears back as if it were 
asleep, and placed the body in snow 
near a tuft of grass. Often a coyote or 
a green lobo would be fooled, but Snow- 
drift disdained such falsity. 


rappers used to put out harmless 
yes of cow or horse tallow and let 
the wolves get used to eating them. 
Then the trappers would put strychnine 
in similar balls. Snowdrift never ac- 
cepted such bait though his tracks 
passed right over it. 

No medieval king with an official 
taster was more distrusting of food than 
Snowdrift, and no gourmet was choosier 
of his meat. He killed only when he was 
hungry, never wantonly, and he habitu- 
ally selected his fare. If he craved 
strong meat he didn’t hesitate to bring 
down a cow or a Steer weighing 1,000 
pounds, and he could top a herd as 
accurately as a stockyard butcher. 
After he passed his prime he usually 
took younger animals, but never a cull. 
If fat meat was available, he had it. 
He preferred killing far out on the 
range, but he also took cattle feeding 
near human habitations. There were 
farmers in the Judith Basin who almost 
every night for years hung lighted 
lanterns in their cow lots to ward off 
the bandit. 

His method was to single out an ani- 
mal from a bunch, run at it, cut its 
hamstring, and eat either the hind- 
quarter or the vitals. After he’d had 
his fill he was finished with a carcass. 
He didn’t return to it for a second meal 
aS most young wolves and many grown 
ones do. Some wolves will approach an 
old carcass just for a whiff, and some 
Will chew like a coyote on a piece of 
dried hide. Snowdrift neither smelled 
hor touched any carcass but a fresh 
one of his own killing. 

Once a government trapper found 
Some sheep that had been killed by a 
predator, and only one had been eaten. 
He suspected Snowdrift and was all set

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to go out for him. Bob Kennon hap- 
pened by at the time and listened to 
the trapper’s story. “Snowdrift never 
kills sheep,” Bob told him. “He is a 
beef eater. He never kills for sport— 
only to eat. A bear did this.’ The 
government trapper was convinced, but 
he piled up logs to attract attention, 
put out a quarter of a horse for bait, 
and set traps. The arrangement was 
conspicuous; the odor of the horsemeat 
drifted far. Sign showed later that 
Snowdrift passed between half a mile 
and a mile and a half away from the 
logs, stopped for a while, then kept 
going. No bear was caught, either. 

As soon as he finished eating, Snow- 
drift left a carcass, loped off to some 
hiding place, and rested. But he didn’t 
rest long. He required little sleep. Year 
in and year out, he lived on the dodge. 

One summer morning while packing 
salt on mules to be distributed over 
the range, Bob Kennon left his rifle in 
camp. That was the day he sighted 
Snowdrift lying beside a knoll a long 
way off. Bob turned back, released the 
mules, and put the rifle in his scab- 
bard. But Snowdrift had disappeared 
when Bob returned, and though he 
trailed him all day he never found 
where the wolf stopped again. 

Trappers on high points sometimes 
saw Snowdrift through field glasses, 
generally far off. They say he walked 
slowly, stopped, sat, and looked around 
in all directions. If all was clear he 
might pick out a spot giving a good 
view, lie down, and put his ear to the 
ground. 

He traveled ridges, rocky bluffs, and 
brush, but always up where he could 
look out. He never followed a trail or 
road. In daytime he seldom crossed an 
open draw where a man on horseback 
might get a shot at him. He was 
chased by cowboys and once by a car, 
but on these occasions he chose rough 
ground where a car couldn’t go and a 
horse couldn’t make time. He seemed 
to know the features of the land ahead 
of him for long distances, and never 
ran blindly into unfavorable ground. 
Although his habitual posture was up- 
standing, he crawled on his belly when- 


ever it was necessary to keep hidden. 
He’d go a mile out of his way to get 
on a high point with a clear view in all 
directions. 

He had favorite lying-up places scat- 
tered over the country, but would never 
go directly to them. He would go to 
some point, look long at the place 
where he wished to hide and then, if it 
seemed safe, go to it. When he got 
there he wouldn’t go under a bush 
where he had lain before. 

So far as anyone knows only one man 
got a shot at Snowdrift while the ani- 
mal was in his prime. It was in the 
breaks of the Missouri River where the 
wolf had just filled up on yearling meat 
and was making for the far-away High- 
woods. The man took his shot at 500 
yards. Snowdrift vanished. 

As he grew old the long-delayed shot 
of doom was inevitable. It was fired 
one spring morning in 1930 by a ranch- 
er out inspecting his cattle. Snowdrift 
was tearing the carcass of a fat calf 
when he heard, too late, the hoof beats 
of the rancher’s horse. He was running 
across a little open flat and was about 
200 yards off when the bullet overtook 
him. All his hair was white. His back 
teeth were gone and the front ones 
were worn down. No doubt the years 
had deadened his hearing. 

The sight of the carcass in the town 
of Stanford later that day created the 
kind of sensation that an exhibition of 
Billy the Kid’s head might have made 
in Santa Fe in the 1880's. The wolf 
measured six feet from nose to tail. 
The shape of his head made some peo- 
ple say that he was part dog, but no 
one knows. Despite all the meat he 
had consumed he was gaunt. In one 
six-weeks period during the preceding 
winter he had killed ten registered 
Herefords. 

Ranchers who paid the reward for 
his execution had Snowdrift mounted. 
But tradition more than a stuffed hide 
has kept alive the memory of one of 
the wisest, most cunning, and best- 
known wolves that ever ranged west 
of the Dakotas. No hunter ever out- 
witted him. Old age and chance com- 
bined to end his life. THE END

Western mountain streams. For ex- 
ample, a 150-foot section of Sagehen 
which was pumped and drained pro- 
duced twenty-three trout and, believe 
it or not, 506 sculpins. 

Sculpins are predominately riffle 
fish, for fast water offers them maxi- 
mum shelter and food. Eli thinks they 
prey on trout because young trout tend 
to concentrate in riffles, and mature 
trout spawn in them. 

During the year around 1,000 sculpin 
and 100 trout stomachs were examined 
for a comparison of their contents. 
Analysis showed that during the sum- 
mer and fall sculpins ate mostly land 
insects, such as ants, midges, and 
beetles, while trout fed largely on caddis 
flies, May flies, and midge larvae. This

indicates little competition for food in 
the summer and fall. In winter, how- 
ever, when there are no terrestrial foods 
falling into the water, sculpins com- 
| pete with trout for food. The Doc sus- 
pects that sculpins also eat the spawn 
and fry of trout, and this is now being 
studied. 

One reassuring fact has been re- 
vealed, however. Trout frequently eat 
sculpins. A sculpin was found in each 
of four trout stomachs, and during the 
fall spawning season two six or seven- 
inch trout were seen at different times 
with sculpins in their mouths. Larger 
trout presumably eat more of them, and 
|since intensive angling tends to re- 
move larger trout, this may be one 
reason why sculpins are found in such 
numbers. 

There is another reason 
abundance of sculpins in 
Years ago the stream was inhabited 
by the Lahontan cutthroat, now be- 
lieved to be nonexistent there. In its 
place are three other species of trout, 
each competing for living space orig- 
inally occupied by only one. 

The sculpin situation is closely tied 
in with research into other factors 
which bear on the well-being of trout. 
One of these is winterkill, and at 
Sagehen it is being studied as an all- 
year project.

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their subject winter and summer, move 
when the fish move, and trace every 
element that affects them either for or 
against,’’ said Doc. “Winter kills more 
trout than fishermen do. Stream im- 
provements which we will develop or 
perfect at Sagehen should cut this 
down. That will save a great deal of 
money which is now being lost by stock- 
ing streams that have faulty habitat 
conditions,” 


| 

he Sagehen project is the third 

of its type to be undertaken in the 
United States. In 1938 Needham and 
several associates, then with the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, started the 
first experimental trout stream on Con- 
vict Creek in California’s Sierra Nevada 
east slope. The Hunt Creek Station, 
a similar project, was started later by 
the Michigan Department of Conserva- 
tion. So at Sagehen the research is 
cumulative, taking advantage of knowl- 
edge gained in previous studies. 

Five years of experimental work at 
Convict Creek produced three major 
items of information on trout and what 
they eat. Wild, stream-spawned browns 
were found to contribute a yearly aver- 
age of 2,750 young fingerlings a mile to 
that mountain stream. Severe win- 
ters, not angling, decimated these, caus- 
ing an average winter loss of 60 per- 
cent. Each annual crop of young, nat- 
urally produced trout decreased 85 per- 
cent in the first eighteen months of 
life. In other words 850 of every 1,000 
fingerlings died natural deaths without 
reaching creel size. 

Plantings of hatchery-reared brown 
trout and rainbow fingerlings in Con- 
vict Creek did little to improve fish- 
ing, for wild fish grew twice as fast 
as hatchery fish of the same age, and 
competition and predation prevented 
any significant survival. 

Riffle-dwelling insect foods average 
109 pounds per acre of stream bottom 
per year. The yield varied from a: low 
of 68 pounds in 1938 to a high of 197 
pounds in 1942, showing that the sup- 
ply of bottom foods can be poor one 
year and rich the next. This is an im- 
portant finding, since it shows how 
many trout can be supported in a given 
year, and it also explains why fishing 
is poor in some years and good in 
others. Moreover it emphasizes the im- 
portance of stream improvements in 
maintaining a generous, uniform sup- 
ply of bottom foods. 

Sportsmen, conservationists, and oth- 
ers who show interest are welcome at 
Sagehen. The latchstring was out all 
last summer. While I was there a bus 
load of teachers and students from the 
National Audubon Society summer 
school visited the creek and were shown 
around. They were delighted with Os- 
car, Doc’s pet twelve-inch rainbow, 
which lives in a deep pool right by the 
mess tent. He’s so tame he eats salmon 
eggs out of your hand. Later Need- 
ham spoke at a night session at the 
school and stressed the importance of 
conservation. The session opened with 
everyone reciting America’s Conserva- 
tion Pledge. 

Though on this second visit to Sage- 
hen I didn’t get in as much fishing as 


I would have liked, I made every min- 
ute count. And what I'd learned while 
working with the crew did something 
for my batting average. At least | 
didn’t swing on so many high, outside 
pitches. 

I had one frustrating experience, 
though, while trying to get a strike 
in a big pool above a beaver dan 
There were plenty of lunkers swimming 
around. Doc called them belly fish 
because you’ve got to crawl on your 
belly to get ’em. We didn’t catch one. 
I suggested that beaver dams are no 
damn good. 

Doc laughed. ‘‘Remember that we're 
out to help the trout, not the fishermen. 
Not all beaver dams are good, but | 
think most dams probably are beneficial. 
But dams, if built in the wrong places, 
can stop trout from reaching their 
spawning areas. We're studying the 
pros and cons right now.” 

My visit came to an end all too 
soon, but I got a letter from the Doc 
late in January. 

“We've verified our suspicions about 
beaver dams,” he wrote. ‘We installed 
two fish traps to catch Eastern brooks 
and browns moving upstream to spawn. 
We put one trap below a big beaver 
dam and above two others. The other 
trap we placed opposite camp at the 
head of the riffle above the water in- 
take. 

“We took only ten trout—eight 
brookies and two browns—in the trap 
between the beaver dams. From the 
other trap we took sixty-five brooks 
and seven browns. These results cer- 
tainly prove that beaver dams can 
block upstream spawning migrations. 
They are valuable in maintaining water 
flow in streams, but we’re convinced 
that they should always be placed far 
upstream.” 


eedham and his staff will co-operate 

with the Nevada and California fish 
researchers who are studying cutthroat 
trout. The cutthroat, a native of the 
Truckee basin, was once plentiful. A 
41-pound world-record cutthroat was 
taken on rod and reel in 1925 from 
Pyramid Lake, dead end of the Truckee 
River after it flows in and out of Lake 
Tahoe. Drought, dams, overdraft for 
irrigation water, and excessive fishing 
have combined to eliminate Pyramid’s 
big trout, but the Nevada Fish and 
Game Commission hopes to do some- 
thing in the next few years to restore 
it to its rightful place. 

Few cutthroats have been found in 
Sagehen, but big spawners have been 
seen in Independence Lake, fifteen 
miles away and chief source of the Lit- 
tle Truckee River. To what extent 
they’ve crossed with rainbows and how 
they can be brought back will be major 
projects at Sagehen. 

Though much of the work at Sagehen 
so far has been preliminary, already 
enough has been done to strengthen 
certain important theories held by 
recognized fish-management people. 
Among them are the following:

In it place 
from six to 12 minnows, depending upon 
size. Clamp the lid on tight and slip 
the jar in a pocket or creel. As you 
fish, take time out now and then to 
empty a little water from the jar and 
add the same amount of fresh water. 

“T’ve carried minnows all day in this 
fashion while using other bait, having 
the minnows along just in case. I 
didn’t change the water at all, and the 
10 or 12 minnows in the jar stayed 
fresh and lively. Half full of water and 
a tight top-——-that’s the answer.”’ 

Mr. Ball does not mention the size of 
jar but I imagine that a pint container 
would be about all one would want to 
bother with. A quart jar, though, 
should do a really fine job. If you try 
this method, let me know how it works.

| an exchange of letters, some time back, 
| but I don’t recall anything being defi- 
nitely settled. Some anglers said they 
caught them regularly; others -de- 
| clared they couldn’t be caught at all, 
adding that anyone who thought he’d 
caught one was merely mistaken about 
the species. 

From all I can gather, it seems quite 
| certain that they do not readily take a 
baited hook. Mullet feed with head 
down and tail up, picking up mouthfuls 
of mud. They filter out and swallow 
| food particles, and expel the residue. 
This indicates that an angler would 
have to put his hook (and some of the 
leader) on the bottom where the mullet 
are feeding. Perhaps then a fish would 
pick it up with a mouthful of other 
stuff. But remember, in baiting up, 
that mullet feed on small objects, both 
animal and vegetable.

Carleton H. Reed, of Massachusetts, is 
enthusiastic about panfishing. He writes: 

“There are many rivers and ponds 
within easy reach from the center of 
| our city by streetcar or bus. My wife 
|and I head for the Charles River be- 
| cause it teems with panfish and is with- 
| in 500 ft. of the West Roxbury terminus 
jew the city car line. From there we can 
| go in either direction along the stream 
‘and be relatively sure of good catches. 





“The Charles is a slow-moving stream 
winding through miles of swamps, thus 
leaving only a few places where anglers 
can fish from shore. These spots ar 
usually crowded and not many fish are 
caught. But if you take a boat, you 
get some real fishing. We like a canoe 
Using light trout tackle, occasionally 
we hook a good bass or pickerel. Once 
in a while we take white perch. Also 
there are carp that we catch with 


dough, corn meal, blueberries, grapes, 
night crawlers, shrimps, or whatnot. 
These, of course, in addition to the 


many bluegills and sunfish. 

“Here is the log of a typical day. 
Seven bass, three large enough to keep, 
and 47 other fish including perch, blue- 
gills, sunfish, horned pout, and calico 
bass. We kept 11. 

“My rod is a 714-ft. job weighing 
334 oz. Asa rule our success with arti- 
ficials is poor but at times a darting 
spoon or a top-water bug will produce. 
We find many natural baits excellent, 
and use different ones according to con- 
ditions. Frogs, minnows, night craw!- 
ers, and shrimp are favorites except 
when the fish are surface-minded, when 
grasshoppers are sure-fire. We cast 
and retrieve with short, quick jerks. 

“It occurred to me that there may be 
other such waters near large cities 
where readers of OUTDOOR LIFE might 
do some exploring and fishing with a 
canoe. We've done it from. several 
large eastern cities.”

Anglers’ Queries 


Flies for Colorado 


I'd like to take up fly fishing for

are suitable for this area?—Robert Eklund, 
Colo. 
Answer: You may purchase a splendid glass 


rod for as little as $17.50. Get a level line to 
fit its action (or a tapered one if you want to 
pay more for better performance); a reel, either 
single action or automatic; and some 71%-ft. 
tapered leaders. 

I have found the following flies effective in 
Adams, Blue Quill, Ginger Quill, 
black Woolly Worm, yellow Woolly Worm, and 
Rio Grande King. I like these flies tied both 
dry and wet.—R.B. 


Cleaning Line 


Question: What is the proper way to clean 
a silk or nylon fly line?2—C. H. Johnston, Colo. 


Answer: I use a soft rag dampened (but not 
wet) with kerosene and carefully rub the line to 
remove grit. After that I rub it down with a 
piece of chamois.—R.B. 


Making Tapered Leaders 


Question: I'd like to tie some knotted tapered 
leaders for use next summer. Will you give me 
the data for nylon in 7% and 9-ft. lengths. I 
generally use a tippet of 1 or 2-lb. strength.— 
Robert W. Young, Calif. 

Answer: Pound test varies among different 
In order to taper leaders properly one 
should calibrate with either a micrometer or a 
gut gauge. 

Here are a few suggestions about making a 
tapered leader to approximately the pound test 
you mention: 

For a 9-ft. leader of 17-in. strands: one strand 
each of .0157 or heavier, .0138, .0110, .0094; 
-0087, .0071, .0063 (about 3 lb. test in some 
makes). 

For a 71%4-ft. leader of 14-in. strands: one 
strand each of .0138, .0126, .0102, .0087, .0071, 
-0063, .0047 (about 1% Ilb., sometimes 2 Ib.). 

Or you can use fewer strands, making them 
longer: 

For a 9-ft. leader: .0157, .0138, .0110, 
.0071, .0063. 

For a 714-ft. leader: .0157, .0138, .0110, .0087,

Diptera Artificials 


Question: I understand that a large pro- 
portion of the bluegill’s food consists of the 
larvae of Diptera insects, including mosquitoes, 
black flies, and midges. What fly patterns imi- 
tate the larvae?—George Bonk, II]. 


Answer: Any tan or gray nymph in sizes 10, 
12, or 14 should be a fair bet. I use a wet 
Quill Gordon with the wings cut down to 
stubs, also the Blue Quill, Ginger Quill, and 
Black Quill, again with the wings trimmed to 
stubs. For myself, I make a_ brown-backed, 
black-striped, buff-bodied nymph called the 
R.B. No. 1, and it does very well.—R.B. 


Trout vs. Bass 


Question: Which do you rate the better fight- 
er, the trout or the smallmouth bass?—Don 
Eskola, Ohio. 


Answer: The actions of a smallmouth and 
a trout are quite different and hard to compare. 
Offhand, I'd say that for downright pugnacious- 
ness and heavy power the smallmouth has the 


edge. But for speed and frantic action the 
rainbow is superior. I’m sure that many anglers 
will disagree, but that’s about the best compari- 
son I can make.—R.B. 


Rod Weight 


Question: What is considered in arriving at 
the weight of a rod—the whole rod, including 
the butt, or just a part, such as the tip? What 
weight would give me a run for my money on 
fish’ weighing not more than 1 Ib., such as 
yellow perch, sunfish, bluegills, small pickerel, 
and small horned pout?—Donald Keith, N.Y. 


Answer: Bamboo rods are weighed overall, 
including the handle and all mountings. The 
listed weight of some glass rods, however, is 
just that of the unmounted blank. So if you’re 
buying a glass rod, find out its total weight. 

A 7'%-ft. rod should be nice for the small fish 
you describe. I’d suggest something about 4'4 
oz. in bamboo or 41% oz. in glass, overall weight. 
The rod should have enough backbone and 
power to work with spinners, if you want to 
use them.—R.B. 


All-Round Spinning Outfit 


Question: I am going to buy a spinning out- 
fit for bass, trout, and panfish. and for weakfish 
and channel bass near the mouth of the Rio 
Grande River. What weight and length of glass 
rod would you recommend ?—Bill Hutchins, Tex. 


Answer: I'd suggest a hollow glass rod 
measuring 6 or 6% ft. and weighing perhaps 
334 oz. mounted. It will cast lures of from '4 
to % oz. very well. And with a 3 or 4-lb.-test 
monofilament line you can do quite well with 
1/6-oz. lures, provided they are not too wind 
resistant.—R.B. 


Bubble on Bait Rod 


Question: Can the transparent plastic float, 
or ‘“‘bubble,’’ be used with a bait-casting rod?— 
R. Ryerson, N.Y. 


Answer: Yes, if you weight it sufficiently. 
But why not try a plug with a fly attached to it 
on a short leader? I fish that way frequently, 
and find the method very effective.—R.B. 


Surface or Deep Plugs? 


Question: Which is the best type of plug to 
use in the summer, surface or deep-running?— 
B. K. Bagley, Va. 


Answer: Who can tell? Personally I’ve had 
better luck on bass in summer by using a sur- 
face plug, but there have been many times when 
getting really deep has produced where surface 
plugs have failed. I’ve caught fish on the sur- 
face and deep down on the same day and in 
the same lake. You can never be sure. It de- 
pends on the waters being fished as well as the 
day. Just try everything you've got.—R.B. 


Sunfish Bug 


Question: What flies are effective on sunfish? 
—Thomas Geasey, N.C. 


Answer: Most of the standard trout flies are 
good for sunfish. Personally, I find a small, 
cork-body bug excellent. I use white bugs a lot, 
and like one with a short streamer feather on 
about a size 10 hook. It's better not to move 
the lure after you've placed it on the water. 
Simply let it lie still for a moment. I catch far 
more fish during this period than when I start 
retrieving.—R.B.

boat in the blind, and was loading my 
pump shotgun when a flight of several 
dozen mallards came over. A hen was 
in the lead, a wily old bird that twisted 
head from side to side as she 
chattered at the decoys. I turned my 
call downward and gave a soft answer- 
ing yip. Six times the flock worked 
over the blind, their light underbellies 
bright against the gloom, their long 
necks outstretched. But there was some- 
thing about the layout that the old 
girl didn’t like. Finally, with a sharp 
call, she pulled the flock upward like 
so many puppets and headed west. 

But then a hen and a drake—maybe 
tired of the old girl’s tyranny—peeled 
off the flight and coasted toward the 
I pulled down 
on the drake when they were about a 
foot off the water. He dropped, and 
the hen shot up like a rocket. I got 
her, too, after a bad miss. 

I paddled out and retrieved the mal- 
lards before the river current stole 
them.

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my right foot. It crashed through the 
crust, and almost immediately I was 
waist-deep in a well of slimy ooze—-and 
going down fast. 

My back was to the boat. Frantically 
I twisted the upper part of my body 
around toward it and placed the pole 
across the break-through. It held me 
up for a few seconds, but then one end 
broke through the crust, and I started 
sinking like lead. I lunged forward and 
spread my arms across the crust, hold- 
ing on like a skater who has broken 
through ice. Minutes became eternities 
as I felt the cold silt flow into my 
leather jacket, ballooning it out into a 
heavy sack that dragged me deeper 
into the grave of muck. 

Next I tried to pull myself out onto 
the near-by crust, but my elbows im- 
mediately broke through. I fell for- 
ward and threw my arms Over an un- 
broken patch. The cold silt was now up 
to my shoulders, and I was filled with 
despair. The next break-through would 
drop me mouih-deep into the stinking 
stuff. 

I heard a tractor bark into life far 
across the river. I called out, but the 
strong wind slammed the words back 
down my throat. Moments later I 
caught a glimpse of the tractor going 
over the crest of a hill. 

Panic rushed over me as I felt the 
chill silt creep over my shirt collar and 
grasp my neck like cold fingers. The 
crust I was clinging to was bending 
under my weight. I thought of lunging 
forward and making a do-or-die try 
for the boat, but I knew my head 
would promptly go under the muck if 
I tried it. 

The three feet of crust that now lay 
between me and the boat was a pressing 
problem. I would have to get rid of it 
if I was to reach the bow. Cautiously 
I shifted most of my weight to my left 


arm, then eased my right hand out and 
started breaking off pieces of the crust 
edge with my fingers. Slowly, inch by 
inch, I opened a foot-wide path toward 
the boat. When I had cut through 
about six inches I brought my right 
arm back, redistributed my weight on 
both arms, then worked my way into 
the new opening. 

I maneuvered in this fashion until my 
right hand was about a foot from the 
boat. But now my fingers and the 
muscles in my forearm were so tired I 
couldn’t move them. I tried to turn so 
that I could work with my left hand, 
but the crust bent ominously. I gave 
that up and wearily clung to the shelf 
of crust, carefully holding my head 
back so that my mouth stayed barely 
above the silt. 

Again I tried to chip away the crust 
with my right hand, but the raw, bleed- 
ing fingers couldn’t manage it. Then I 
noticed that the boat’s bow rope was 
hanging down, its end just inches from 
the crust. With a good lunge I might 
be able to reach it. 


preading my arms out over the crust, 

I took a deep breath and tried to 
pull myself out on top of it.

|hard. In those areas water drinking 
|can easily become an addiction. But 
| watch out. Watch the bearded old cow- 
poke. He’ll swallow half a glass at one 
gulp, rinse his mouth with the rest of 
it, and set his glass down. You, a ten- 
derfoot, may drink six glasses at a 
meal. The old-timer will probably 
shake his head, smile, and drift off to 
light his pipe. Comes the second day 
and you drift off, too, not once but 
|many times. You will have an intesti- 
nal house cleaning that you'll never 
forget. Drink all alkaline water spar- 
ingly. Small amounts of it won’t dis- 
turb you, but if you drink it like a horse 
you won't be in a saddle for a week. 

Whether he realizes it or not, almost 
every camper fights at least one round 
| with food poisoning. Ordinarily food 
| poisoning starts in a can, an unfinished 
portion of cream or custard pie, or a 
piece of fish or meat that has been set 
in a cool place “to keep.”’ Often, usual- 
ly when the trout are biting and when 
nobody is looking, the cool place re- 
ceives a visit from the sun—the broiling 
sun. Later in the day the left-over grub 

is put on the camp table, and soon the 
whole camp goes down at once. 
Reject any food that smells or tastes 
bad. Politely turn down contributions 
of home-canned food from housewives 
you don’t know. Carry your own food 

good old reliables like bacon, beans, 
powdered milk, and commercially 
canned soups, fruits, and meats. Eat 
all you want and throw the rest away. 
Let the squirrels, bears, porcupines, 
and jays have it. Saving scraps of food 
from one meal to the next is a hazard- 
ous way to save a penny. 

Chemical food poisoning is an ever- 
| present danger outdoors as well as at 
| home. Powerful insecticides are sprayed 
on vegetables and fruits being grown 
|on most commercial farms today. One 

farmer killed forty ducks in fifteen 
minutes by allowing a trickle of the 
spray he was using to run into his duck 
pond. Keep these lethal insecticides in 
mind when you filch an apple, pear, or 
cabbage from a farmer’s back lot. The 
| farm may be located way in the sticks, 
| but the farmer may be right up to date 
| with his bug-killing sprays and dusts. 

| Poison ivy still scares many would-be 
| campers, but fortunately its sting can 
| be greatly minimized for modern out- 
| doorsmen. Effective desensitizations are 
practical, painless, and inexpensive. 
Ordinary vanishing cream rubbed on 
the arms, legs, neck, and face can be of 
| considerable preventive value if it is 
washed off within two or three hours 
after exposure to poison ivy. A cream 
widely used by house painters makes a 
good, inexpensive protective covering, 
too. But there are still some unfortu- 
nate persons who are so sensitive that 
even with all the aids now available 
they can’t be comfortable in the woods. 
For them, deep-sea or large-lake fish- 
ing must be advised. 

But few poison-ivy sufferers ever give 
a doctor a chance. They put off going 
to his office until their arms, legs, and 
faces are covered with an itchy, oozing

This year lick poison ivy in 
advance. See your doctor in April or 
May and let him advise you what pro- 
phylactic measures suit your case best.

4. Wash any fruit or leafy vegetables 
you buy, or pilfer, along the way. 

5. Don’t eat mushrooms or berries 
that you can’t positively identify as be- 
ing wholesome. 

6. Before you sleep in it examine any 
bed and bedding that is not your own. 

7. Drink only very limited quantities 
of highly alkaline water. It may be 
tasty, but it packs a powerful wallop. 

8. Take advance shots of tetanus 
toxoid, typhoid vaccine, and poison-ivy 
desensitizations if you need them. 

9. Take sick campers to the doctor 
right away. 

10. Don’t go camping if you know 
you’re not physically fit. THE END

ere’s my design for a serviceable 

plug that gets results on pickerel, 
pike, and lake trout. I call it a “chub- 
by.” Materials required are a large- 
diameter cork (such as the ones used 
with vacuum bottles), a treble hook 
and leader, a little lead, two tacks, and 
some paint. 

On the larger end of the cork mark a 
half-moon (as shown in the drawing). 
Mark a similar—-but smaller—one on 
the other end of the cork. With a pen- 
knife, and using the lines as a guide, 
cut a channel through the cork. Bore 
a small hole diagonally (as shown) 
from the narrow side of the cork into 
the channel. Then secure the leader to 
the treble hook and thread the leader 
up through the hole and out the larger 
end of the channel (as shown). 

Next step is to fill the channel with 
enough lead to sink the cork. Experi- 
ment to get the right amount of lead by 
placing the cork in a bowl of water and 
adding lead until the cork sinks. (If 
you plan to troll the lure fast use more 
lead.) When you’ve determined just 
how much lead is required, place the 
smaller end of the cork on a tin lid or 
similar surface (to serve as a stopper), 
melt the lead, and pour it into the chan- 
nel. Hold the hook and leader in proper 
position while you're doing this, When 
the lead hardens it will weight the cork. 

Finishing touches are a few carpet 
tacks (for eyes), and a coat of paint— 
a light color on the bottom side, dark 
on top.—Brian Whitfield.

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HANDLOADING PAYS DIVIDENDS 


nce, some years ago, after I'd 
() written something about hand- 
loading a big-game cartridge, a 
customer took pen in hand to ask if I'd 
actually be foolish enough to go on a 
big-game hunt with handloaded ammu- 
nition. He could see some percentage in 
handloading reduced loads for practice 
and for small game, he wrote. But full- 
power loads? Uh, uh! 
My answer to that query was, why 
not? What the factories put in the hind

end of a case is a primer, and what they 
put in the front end is a bullet. What 
they put inside the case is powder. The 
careful handloader who knows what it’s 
all about can do the same thing. His 
home-brewed ammunition will make 
just as much noise, kick just as hard, 
and kill just as dead. 

But let me make an important point: 
The handloader undertakes to reload his 
cartridges on his own responsibility. 
Therefore he must be a careful, cautious 
man. If, through ignorance or careless- 
ness, he overloads a case, the result 
may be a blown-up rifle and serious per- 
sonal injury. So if you're a woolgather- 
er, or are inclined to take chances, fool 
around with some other hobby. So 
much for that. ; 

On the range where I practice, an- 
other shooter, whom I call the Mysteri- 
ous Mr. X, also burns up ammunition. 
Mr. X evidently likes to shoot, and 
apparently he wants to be a big-game 
shot. I have never seen him. He may 
be young or old, tall or short, handsome 
or homely. I do know, though, that he 
is (a) rich or (b) crazy or (c) innocent. 
His quota for a practice session—two 
boxes of factory ammunition — costs 
him about $8. He leaves the firing 
point strewn with glittering Winchester 
.30/06 cases. Furtively I gather them 
up—if someone does.not beat me to 
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them. I take them home, run them 
through a full-length-resizing die so 
they can be used in any .30/06 rifle. 
Then I put in a new primer, the proper 
powder charge, and another bullet. 
Mr. X’s practice costs him about 20 
cents a shot, five shots for a dollar. 
Let’s see what mine costs. Primers 
bought at retail set me back about three 
quarters of a cent apiece; the powder 
charge—-depending on what and how 
much I use, anywhere from half a cent 
to around 1!,2 cents. Jacketed bullets 
cost around 4!4 cents each. I wind up 
with a perfectly satisfactory, accurate, 
full-power load at an average cost of 
less than 7 cents. Moreover, I have 
just the load I want—perhaps for a 
jackrabbit, perhaps for a moose. Mr. 
X’s 40-shot practice session costs him 
about $8, a sum which will, even in 
these days, buy numerous bottles of sar- 
saparilla pop, a large roast, or a pair 
of shoes for baby. My practice isn’t ex- 
actly for free, but at least it’s a lux- 
ury a wage earner can al- 
low himself now and then. 
The gimmick in all this 
is that Mr. X, in his non- 
chalant manner, has tossed 


away the most valuable 
part of the cartridge for 
which he laid down one 


fifth of a dollar—the case. 
And when he gave it the 
heave-ho, it was for all in- 
tents and purposes as good 
as new, good for from 10 
to 40 reloadings, depend- 
ing on how the reloader 
treats it and loads it. 

It has been said that to 
be a first-rate rifleman, 
one must shoot 1,000 snots 
a year. That may or may 
not be true. But if it is, 
let us take a look at costs. 
Our 1,000-shot-a-year man 
will spend $200 on his hob- 
by, but a handloader can 
do the same amount of 
shooting for $70. 

While our handloader 
saves money, he is, curi- 
ously enough, the best cus- 
tomer the ammunition fac- 
tories have, for he actually 
buys more ammunition 
than the nonreloader. That 
toll of 20 cents a shot will 
hold the average man down 
to two or three boxes of 
ammunition a year. Our 
reloader will probably buy 





at least twice that many just for the 
cases. Not long ago I had a new 7 mm. 
Mauser rifle made up. My first pur- 
chase was five boxes of factory ammu- 
nition for it, giving me 100 cases to 
play with. 

So it works out that the handloader 
does much more shooting for the same 
money. Because he shoots, he stimu- 
lates others to shoot. He is a man to be 
encouraged, cherished, and protected, to 
be wooed with pretty ads and fattened 
with handloading components. 

He makes his rifle more versatile 
and, in many cases, more effective for a 
special purpose than it would be with 
commercial ammunition. Factories nec- 
essarily have to standardize on a rela- 
tively small number of loads. Big-game 
ammunition is ordinarily loaded to max- 
imum velocity and pressure. Most cali- 
bers have a limited number of bullet 
weights, some only one. In others, a 
potentially excellent cartridge is de- 
liberately underloaded because there

are old rifles still being used that would 
be unsafe with a hotter load. 

Take the excellent little 7 mm. Mauser 
cartridge. Today it is loaded only with 
a 175-gr. bullet. Muzzle velocity is 
about 2,450 foot seconds, and pressure 
about 47,000 pounds per square inch. 
A 7mm. Model 70 Winchester will take 
over 50,000 lb. without whimpering 
and so will a good Mauser action. Not 
only does a case stand this somewhat 
higher pressure, but it can be loaded 
with a great variety of bullets for dif- 
ferent purposes. As it stands, the 
7 mm.’s 175-gr. soft-point bullet is a 
pretty good load for deer in timber, 
and also for elk. But its trajectory is 
much too curved for antelope or deer 
in open country at long range. The 
7 mm. handloader, though, can have 
himself a classy antelope rifle by load- 
ing the 130-gr. Speer bullet to around 
3,050 foot seconds, or the various 140-gr. 
bullets to around 2,850. The value of a 
7 mm., then, is just about doubled by 
handloading. 


Another example 
of how rifle effi- 
ciency can be 
greatly increased 
by handloading lies 
in the .257. Fac- 
tory fodder  pro- 
duces about 2,900 
foot seconds in the 
100-gr. bullet, and 
less than 2,800 in 
the 117-gr. The 
factory-loaded .257 
is a sort of a super, 
.250/3000. Let our 
handloader get 
hold of a_ .257, 
though, and he can 


long, mean 125-gr. 
Barnes bullet with enough No. 4350 
powder to drive it along at close to 
2,900. Or he can send the 120-gr. Speer 
or A.B.C. bullet slithering out of the 
muzzle at not much less than 3,000. 
Then our lad has a vicious understudy 
of the great .270. 

Speaking of the .270, those who want 
to push its 130-gr. bullet faster are 
doomed to disappointment; that .270 
load has been a race horse from the 
very beginning, loaded to maximum 
velocity and maximum pressure. The 
150-gr. job is another story. Factories 
load it down to only 2,770 foot seconds, 
for deer hunting in the woods, making 
a truck horse out of a greyhound. But 
handload it with 53.5 or 54 gr. of No. 
4350 and a long, mean, sharp-point 
Speer, Sierra, or A.B.C. bullet and you 
boost the velocity 200 foot seconds or 
thereabouts, getting a fine, flat-shoot- 
ing, long-range load for big game like 
elk. Such a bullet has the same velocity 
as*that of the factory 150-gr. .30/06 
load, and it also has considerably better

man who does a little reloading and can 
take his time. Its fittings (I. to r.) eject 
old primer, neck-size case, expand neck, 
and seat a bullet after the powder and a 
primer have been placed in the cartridge 
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sectional density and drag coefficient. 

It would be possible to go on with 
this list for a long time, since velocity 
of many cartridges can be stepped up 
by handloading. The handloader can 
get cheaper ammunition. In many 
cases he can get more powerful big- 
game loads. He can use special bullets 
in weights not loaded by the big com- 
panies—120, 145, and 160-gr. bullets 
in the 7 mm.; 110, 120, and 160-gr. bul- 
lets in the .270; 200 and 250-gr. bullets 
in the .380/06 and .300 Magnum. He 
can load down his big-game rifle for 
use on small game like grouse and 





This B. & M. measure can be set to drop 
exactly the right amount of powder into 
a case, thus speeding up the reloading 


rabbits, and he can use light, thin- 
jacketed bullets at very high velocity 
on varmints, thus. keeping his eye 
sharpened up for big game. During 
the many years I lived in Arizona I 
did most of my shooting on jackrabbits 
—antelope and black-tail—with hand- 
loaded light, fast bullets in .30/06, 
.270, and .257 rifles. 

Just what does this mysterious 
process of handloading consist of? 
Nothing but the replacement of com- 
ponents that have been used up in fir- 
ing. To reload a fired cartridge case 
for use in the same rifle, one punches 
out the fired primer and inserts a new 
one. Then one reshapes the neck of 
the case so it will hold a new bullet 
friction-tight. This is done by sizing 
the neck down and then expanding it 
to the correct dimensions. 

If the case has been originally fired 
in another rifle of the same caliber, 
it is usually necessary to resize the case 
full length by running it into a die 
made for the purpose. That brings the 
case back to its original factory dimen- 
sions, and it can be fired in any correct- 
ly chambered rifle of that caliber. If 
the case has been fired several times 
in a rifle that develops high pressure, 
it is usually wise to trim the case neck. 

The next step in reloading is to put 
the proper amount of the _ correct 
powder into the case. Then a bullet 
is seated. Bingo! We are now in pos- 
session of a cartridge that is as good 
as one just out of the factory loading 
machine. 

During the many years I have 0oc- 
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cupied the chair of gunology for OUT- 
poOR LIFE I have had countless letters 
from customers that begin about like 
this: “I am interested in handloading 
for such-and-such <a rifle. Please tell 
me how to go about it, what tools I'll 
need, and give me all the different 
powder charges for various weights of 
bullets.” 

That, my friends, is a tough job, one 
that could not possibly be done in the 
space of a letter. 

If a man is toying with the notion 
of reloading his rifle cartridges, the 
first thing he should do is to send 75 
cents to the Lyman Gun Sight Co., 85 
West St., Middlefield 7, Conn., for the 
Ideal Handbook, now in its 38th edition, 
and a like amount to Belding & Mull, 
9 N. Front St., Philipsburg, Pa., for the 
B. & M. Handbook. Each is a mine of 
information on the various steps in 
preparing the fired case for loading, 
choosing primer and powders, selecting 
tools, powder measures, etc. Each 
gives many loads for all standard cali- 
bers and many popular wildcats. Get- 
ting both booklets is the first step that 
anyone interested in loading his am- 
munition should take. 

N.R.A. Book Service, 1600 Rhode 
Island Ave., N.W., Washington 6, D. C., 
offers two handbooks (Nos. 1 and 2) 
on reloading, each costing 75 cents and 
each full of good dope. For the begin- 
ner, No. 1 is particularly valuable, since 
it contains an excellent chapter by the 
late Al Barr on selecting a loading tool 
from among the various types. It 
also discusses scales, powder measures, 
case trimmers, and the casting, sizing, 
and lubrication of bullets. Unlike most 
loading manuals, the N.R.A. booklets 
also give pressure data, something 
which the big loading companies do not 
release. 

With these four booklets, at a total 
cost of $3, the tyro has a good working 
library, but if he wants to lay out some 
more money he can also purchase Col. 
Townsend Whelen’s ‘‘Why Not Load 
Your Own?” for $3.50 through his 
sporting-goods dealer or from Stoeger 
Arms Corp., 507 Fifth Ave., New York 
at, IN, ¥. 


7hat will adequate tools cost? 
That depends! 

My first venture into handloading 
was on a shoestring. I bought an Ideal 
tong tool (jovially called ‘the nut- 
cracker’’) for the .30/06. Because I 
could afford neither a scale nor a pow- 
der measure, I made a dip measure 
from a filed-off cartridge case and used 
baling wire for a handle. I filed down 
the case so that when it was filled level 
full it held, if I remember correctly, 
14 gr. of the now obsolete du Pont 
No. 80 powder. I loaded this behind 
some salvaged 150-gr. jacketed military 
bullets dating from the first World War 
—and I was in the reloading business. 

Gradually I enlarged the operation. 
I bought bullet molds to cast lead bul- 
lets, also a resizer and lubricator that 
enabled me to turn out, at small cost, 
home-made lubricated gas-check bullets 
that could be driven fairly fast with 
§00d accuracy. When I ventured into 
full-power loads I acquired a scale to

case gauges, a bench-type 
with dies for the .22/.250, .220

cial. With my first outfit I turned out 
shootable ammunition at an outlay of 
less than $10. Right now I probably 
couldn't replace the stuff I have on 
hand (the accumulation of years) for 
less than $300. Believe me, it depends! 

The Lyman tong tool is small, handy, 
and inexpensive, and with: it one does 
not need a bench or other elaborate 
set-up. Furthermore, the ammunition 
loaded with it is just as good as that 
turned out with any other tool. It’s a 
good bet for the man who’s cramped for 
space and who doesn’t do much reload- 
ing. But, sad to say, it’s as slow 
the seven-year itch. Each 
must be performed separately: 


as 


ping (removing the fired primer); 
neck sizing; neck expanding; and re- 
capping (seating the new primer). 


After that the powder is put in the case 
and the bullet seated. 

The heavy bench-type straight-line 
tools are enormously faster, preparing 
a case for powder and bullet in one 
fourth the time. But they must be 
affixed to heavy benches—and even if 
the loader makes his own it costs 
money and takes up space. These 
straight-line tools are made by such 
firms as Belding & Mull, Lyman, the 
Pacific Gun Sight Co., 353 Hayes St., 
San Francisco 2, Calif.; Hollywood Gun 
Shop, 6032 Hollywood Blvd., Hollywood 


28, Calif.; and Easton Engineering Co., |

Utah. 


ench-type tools have the power to 

full-length-resize with a full-length 
die; the tong tool does not. The bench 
loads a great deal of ammunition for 
several different calibers, since they 
can be adapted, with suitable case hold- 
ers and dies, to everything from the 
22 Hornet to the .3875 Magnum. 

With a tool of the Pacific type, the 
loader screws in and adjusts the sizing 
die, then puts in a case holder of the 
proper type. He next inserts a fired 
case and lifts a handle. The upstroke 
expels the fired primer and sizes the 
neck. He then puts the primer on the 
priming arm and brings down the han- 
dle. This second stroke expands the 
neck and seats the primer. His case 
is now ready for powder and bullet. 

After the prospective handloader has 
chosen his tool, he must have some 
means of measuring powder, so his next 
purchase should be a scale. With it he 
can accurately measure each charge be- 
fore he puts it into a case. Since this 
is slow work, he should next buy a 


operation | 
decap- | 





powder measure, which can be adjust- 
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ed to throw various charges. He can 
check his measure against the scale to 
see that the charge is accurate. 

Gradually our handloader will add to 
his equipment. He’ll buy case gauges, 
primer-pocket reamers, case trimmers. 
He may even decide to make his own 
jacketed bullets with a set of dies. 
He’ll do a lot more shooting than he 
ordinarily would, and if he charges off 
his equipment at a fraction of a cent 
for each fired cartridge he will, in 
time, have it for free. 

For the next few months (perhaps 
for the next few years) obtaining com- 
ponents may not be easy, since rearma- 
ment work has put brass ahd gilding 
metal for bullets in short supply. 
Primers have been off and on the mar- 
ket, and so has powder of various types. 
For the most part, though, the hand- 
loader will manage. He can get new 
cases by buying a box of factory am- 
munition. Primers are manufactured 
by Winchester, Remington, Western, 
and the Federal Cartridge Co. Powders 
for various purposes are turned out by 
du Pont and Hercules. Surplus gov- 
ernment powder is available from 
various sources and, from time to 
time, so are surplus bullets. Prior to 
the war, practically all bullets made by 
the loading companies could be pur- 
chased in any quantity. But under war 
conditions, and now rearmament, the 
companies have needed all their bullets 
for their own ammunition. Some Rem- 
ington bullets have been available at 
the stores, but so far as I know no Win- 
chesters and Westerns. 

This shortage, plus a strong demand, 
has encouraged smaller firms to pro- 
duce jacketed bullets of various cali- 
bers. A decade ago the only small- 
bullet manufacturers were R. B. Sisk 
of Iowa Park, Tex., and Wotkyns- 
Morse of Herkimer, N. Y., both of 
which made only .22 caliber jacketed 
bullets; Western Tool & Copper Works 
of Oakland, Calif., which made good 
jacketed bullets of various. calibers; 
and Fred N. Barnes, Box 46, Golden, 
Colo., who did the same thing. New 
firms in the business include Vernon 
D. Speer, Lewiston, Idaho; Arizona 
Bullet Co. (A.B.C. bullets), Tucson, 
Ariz.; the Sierra Co., Whittier, Calif.; 
Modern Gun Shop, Hollydale, Calif.; 
and W. T. Hornady, Grand Island, Nebr. 

All their bullets are good enough but 
some, of course, are better than others. 
Sierra bullets, for instance, have made 
a most enviable record for accuracy, 
and the excellent Sisk .22 bullets are 
Standard for varmint rifles. 

It is a grand hobby, this handloading, 
as well as a money saver, and anyone 
who wants to have plenty of practice 
with his big-game rifle should look into 
it. So should every varmint hunter, 
any big-bore target shot—in fact, 
everyone who likes to shoot but who 
also has to keep an eye on the shrink- 
ing dollar!—Jack O’Connor.

Even with these drawbacks, I felt a 
thrill of anticipation. The very words 
“Scottish stag’ had a royal ring to 
them. This was the game that kings 
and princes had traditionally hunted. 
There was the added aura of antiquity 
and royalty in the country over which | 
we walked. 

It was perhaps 9 p.m. when we left 
the lodge. The long twilight of the 
northern Highlands had just begun. | 
There would be fully another hour’s | 
daylight before the shadows darkened 
in the glens. I could hear sheep bells 
and the distant barking of dogs as one 


|of the Dalmunzie herders gathered the 


“brockies,” or shaggy sheep, from a 
bare hillside and drove them downward 
to be counted for the night. Somewhere 
in the valley a tenor voice sang, in| 
Gaelic accents, a war song of the Scot- 
tish clans of long ago. | 

I followed the two Scotsmen along a/ 
cow trail that led upward into the low 
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hills behind the cultivated fields. It was 
hardly a place to hunt wild animals. All 
of the signs and sounds of civilization 
were round about. And yet from the 
time that we left the gate, the hunters 
ahead of me were on the alert. It was 
obvious that both had immediately for- 
gotten that they were to scare the stags 
away from the corn. They were hunt- 
ing, with all of the intentness and skill 
of a Scottish Highlander after regal 
game. 

A few hundred yards beyond the last 
field the heather began. At this time of 
year only a few spots were in bloom, 
looking purple in the distance. The 
hills behind Glen Shee rolled gently 
upward with many creases and dark- 
green valleys to mark where the glens 
came together. In the distance the 
smooth-contoured peaks of the Gram- 
pian Mountains showed black against 
the sky. A few scattered evergreens 
grew in protected places in the glens 
and valleys. All else was upland, with 
only the heather and gorse bushes to 
cover its bareness. But its bareness was 
a gentle and attractive kind, and it 
looked like game country—the kind I'd 
seen in northern British Columbia when 
hunting caribou. 

MacGillivray drew a long spyglass 
from a leather case slung under his arm- 
pit and pulled out its brass sections to 
full length.

Rifled Shotgun Barrel 


Question: My 16 gauge shotgun has 234-in. 
Will I damage it if I use 2 9/16-in. 
shells? 

I notice that its barrels are rifled with spirals 
that make about five complete turns. What is 
their purpose? Do thev affect my shot pattern? 
The gun is a Jannsen double, made in Belgium. 
—Frank Buckler, Md. 


It will do no harm to fire 2 9/16-in.

I was interested in what you had to say about 


your shotgun. It’s a well-known Belgian make, 
apparently with rifling at the muzzle. Some 
European guns are so rifled to handle round 


balls and conical bullets with a high degree of 
accuracy. They’re marketed under such names 
as ‘‘Paradox’’ and ‘“Explora.’’ They shoot a 
very wide, thin pattern of shot—wider than true 
Some guns of that sort are used for 
the very shortest ranges.—

.22 on Squirrels 


Question: I like to hunt squirrels but don’t 
feel that a shotgun is a sporting weapon on 
them. So I’ve tried .22 Long Rifle hollow-point 
cartridges. But they seem practically useless 
unless a head shot is scored; shoulder and chest 
hits permit the squirrel to escape wounded. Can 
the .22 rimfire cartridge be reloaded or reworked 
in any manner to make it a satisfactory hunting 
cartridge?—W. F. Fuchs, II. 


Answer: I haven't hunted squirrels for many 
years, but I used to shoot them with a .22 and 
try for head shots only. I’m convinced that’s 
the only humane and sporting way to shoot 
squirrels, which are such tough little cookies 
that the bullet must be placed exactly right. 

I'd put a good scope sight on that .22 of 
yours and try for the head. If a man is a pretty 
fair shot he can usually hit the head at ranges 
in which squirrels are taken. Then he makes 
clean kills and leaves no cripples in the woods. 

The .22 cannot be reloaded or reworked in 
any way.—J.O’'C. 


Improved Zipper 


Question: I’ve been thinking of building a 
heavy-barreled rifle for varmints and, possibly, 
for bench-rest shooting. I'd like your opinion 
on the Improved Zipper cartridge. I've noticed 
it doesn’t show up very well in the bench-rest 
shoots, and wonder if it lacks the accuracy of, 
say, the .219 Donaldson or the Varminter. 

I incline to it because of the availability of 
brass for fire-forming. One more thing: Is the 
rimmed Zipper satisfactory for working through 
a magazine rifle?—George A. Larson Jr., Minn. 


Answer: I consider the Improved Zipper car- 
tridge—which is simply the regular .219 Zipper 
case blown out to less body taper and a 28 or 
30-degree shoulder—to be a very excellent var- 
mint cartridge. A friend of mine who has ex- 
perimented with literally dozens of wildcat .22’s 
says he considers the Improved Zipper to be one 
of the best, and one of the most accurate. 

I have one myself on a single-shot action and 
find it entirely adequate, except that it’s rather 
an extreme version, with a very sharp shoulder 
and practically no body taper, and I lose a lot 
of brass in fire-forming. The version of the Im- 
proved Zipper made by P. O. Ackley, 160 Elm 
St., Trinidad, Colo., is very satisfactory. 

I'd much prefer the Improved Zipper to the 
Those car- 
tridges are made from Zipper brass but are a 
headache to construct because they must be cut 
off, shortened, necked down, and blown out. I 


had a Wasp once and couldn’t see that it had 
anything over the Improved Zipper—or, for that 
matter, over the regular Zipper—in accuracy. 

It’s true that Eastern bench-rest shooters have 
set records with the Donaldson or Wasp. I 
rather think that’s because they are very fine 
shots, have the best equipment, and are extraor- 
dinarily particular handloaders. In the West, a 
great many bench-rest shoots are won with the 
.22/.250, which is simply the .250/3000 case 
necked down to .22. 

Neither the .219 Don, Wasp, or Zipper car- 
tridges will feed properly through a Mauser- 
type magazine. If you want a repeater you'll 
have to get your rifle equipped with a special 
magazine for rimmed cases, at considerable ex- 
pense. 

If you want a good, accurate wildcat var- 
mint cartridge, and will do your own reloading, 
you might consider the .22/.250. It’s a very ac- 
curate cartridge. Cases are easily made by run- 
ning .250/3000 cases through a full-length die 
It’s a flexible cartridge and its rimless case 
works perfectly through a Mauser-type maga- 
zine. I’ve fooled around with quite a few wild- 
cat .22’s, and I’ve never seen a more satisfactory 
cartridge than the .22/.250.—J.O’C. 


What Size Shot for Deer? 


Question: Hitherto I’ve hunted deer in the 
West with a rifle, but will use the shotgun here 
in Mississippi. What gauge would you suggest? 
Bore? Is shot size No. 0 better than 00?—Henry 
W. Darden, Miss. 


Answer: If I were hunting deer with a shot- 
gun I wouldn’t use size 00 buckshot, because 
there are only nine pellets in a load. At any 
considerable distance you might miss the deer 
with so few pellets. I think your choice should 
lie between No. 0 buck (12 pellets) and No. 1 
buck (16 pellets). I'd favor the latter because 
of its relatively greater pattern density, which 
gives you a better chance to place a pellet in 
a vital spot. 

Southern shotgunners I’ve talked with seem 
to feel they obtain better buckshot patterns 
with a fairly open boring, such as modified or 
improved cylinder. I have a hunch that much 
depends on the individual gun. One might pat- 
tern a certain size better than another. I'd 
suggest you get yourself a 12 gauge pump or 
automatic—or a double if you wish—bored 
modified, and pattern the gun at 40 yd. with 
both sizes of shot, shooting at least five loads 


of each. Then adopt the size that seems to 
pattern best. 

Judging by buckshot patterns I’ve seen, I 
doubt that anyone should try many shots at 


deer beyond 50 yd. I’ve seen some guns that 
threw a pattern at 100 yd. as big as the side of 
a large house.—J.O’C.

Answer: I wouldn't advise you to mount | 


your scope on a Krag, because that rifle ejects 
fired cases at the top, and a scope has to be 
offset, making it impossible to use the Dialy- 
tan. You can mount a Weaver K-2.5 scope on 


a Krag, however, using a Weaver offset side | 


mount made especially for it. 


For the record, you can get mounting rings | 
| made to fit the Dialytan to Redfield or Bueh- 


ler mounts. The rings are produced by Schmidt's 
Precision Products, Route 1, Box 150-N, Saugus, 
Calif. Because of the focusing ring, the Dialy- 
tan is difficult to mount, but I believe the job 
can be done with the two-piece Buehler mount 
on a Mauser or similar rifle-—J.O’C. 


Good Buy 


Question: I recently purchased from a widow 
a 12 gauge Winchester Model 12 pump gun with 
two interchangeable barrels. Her husband had 
quite a reputation at skeet and trapshooting. 

The gun is a beautiful piece, evidently of 
skeet or trap grade. One barrel is 30 in. long 
and full choke; the other is 26 in. long and 
marked ‘““WS-1."" What does that mean? Would 
this barrel be suitable for rabbits, pheasants, 
and other small game?—J. W. Ferron, Pa. 


Answer: You have a very high-class gun. 
The 30-in. full-choke barrel is suitable for long- 
range duck shooting. The other, marked WS-1 
(Winchester Skeet No. 1), is excellent for up- 
land game to 30 yd., since it gives about an im- 
proved-cylinder pattern. No. 1 skeet is a special 
type of choke developed by Winchester to give 
maximum spread and even patterns at short 


ranges.—J.O’C. 
Feeble .38/55 


Question: I have bought a .38/55 lever-action 


| rifle. Can you give me the ballistics of a load 


suitable for coyotes? I think the rifle is sighted 
in for 150 yd., but most of the shots I get are 
a lot longer than that. What is the approxi- 


| mate value of a .38 /55?—Vance W. Wroot, Nebr. 


Answer: The .38/55 propels a 255-gr. bullet 
with a muzzle velocity of 1,320 foot seconds, 
which is equivalent to the velocity of the .22 
Long Rifle. Thus the rifle has no greater range 
than the Long Rifle; I'd rate it about a 125-yd. 
job. 

So if most of your shots are beyond 150 yd., 
you'd better catch yourself another rifle with 
higher velocity and flatter trajectory. You'd be 
hard put to find a poorer coyote rifle than the 
.38/55, because one seldom gets a shot at a 
coyote at less than 200 yd., and many are be- 
yond that distance. | 

I’m afraid the rifle has no great value. It’s | 
an obsolete rifle for a nearly obsolete cartridge.

Shotgun Barrel Length 


Question: I've been thinking of buying a 
good double-barreled shotgun. Although I own 
none are double-barreled, nor 
have I done much shooting with that type of 


gun. Consequently I'm coming to you for ad- 
vice about barrel length. I'm 6 ft. tall and of 
normal physique 

For skeet, I use a Model 12 pump gun with 


Cutts Compensator, 26-in. barrel. It’s well bal- 
anced and fast. I've also used it successfully on 
upland game. Knowing that skeet guns are con- 
sidered tops for bird shooting, I’ve been think- 
ing of getting a 12 gauge Winchester Model 21, 
skeet model, with 26-in. barrels. But I’ve found 
that 28 in. is the standard length for such bar- 
rels, which raises a big question in my mind. 
Since I'il make a fairly sizable cash outlay, 
I want my choice to be right the first time. I 
haven't the money to experiment with both 26 
and 28-in. barrels. 
for upland game. 
Of course, I could choose 
with improved-cylinder and modified chokes in- 
stead of the skeet gun. But the question would 
remain: Which barrel length 
me?—Van R. Parker, Nebr.

The notion that a good skeet gun and a good | 
upland gun are one and the same thing is | 
ply not true, although the ordinary upland gun 
will do pretty well in skeet, and a skeet gun 
can be used in the uplands. But in my opinion 
all the shotgun models that are popular among 
skeet shooters are too heavy to be ideal for up- 
land shooting. | 

I hope you'll get a chance to heft Model 21’s | 
with 26 and 28-in. barrels so that you can make 
your own choice and not do it blindly. Since 
you are getting the gun primarily for upland 
hunting, and already have a first-class gun for 
skeet. I suggest you get a Model 21 bored im- | 
proved-cylinder in the right barrel—to pattern 
between 45 and 59 percent—and modified in the 
e‘t barre’, to. pattern between 55 and 60 percent. 
That, I believe, is a better choice for all-round | 
upiand use than Skeet No. 1 and Skeet No.- 2, 
since Skeet No. 1 is a bit open for shots at 
more than 30 yd. 


As for dimensions, you and I are about the 
same size. I am 6 ft. % in. high and weigh 
185 lb. I take a 34-in. sleeve and shoot pretty 


much according to Hoyle. My own Model 21 
has the following dimensions: drop at comb, 
114 in.; drop at heel, 214 in.; pitch down from 
26-in. barrels, 1 in. The gun fits me like the 
paper on the wall and I imagine it would not 
be far off for you.—J.O’C. 


Powder for K-Hornet 


Question: I’m getting very good results with 
my Savage Model 19 K-Hornet by using a No. 
614 primer, 11 gr. of du Pont No. 4227 powder, 
and a graphite wad behind a 45-gr. Sierra spit- 
zer bullet. Now I want to load some 55-gr. bul- 
lets, same primer, powder, and wad. How much 
powder should I use?—Rev. Robert L. Bridgers, 
W.Va. 


Answer: I consider du Pont No. 4227 to be 
completely unsuitable for the 55-gr. bullet in 
the K-Hornet. No. 4227 is a small-grain, fast- 
burning powder. With the sharp shoulder and 
heavy bullet of the K-Hornet, it boosts pres- 
sures way up. I'd suggest you use the much- 
slower-burning No. 4198. Ideal Handbook No. 
38 lists 15 gr. of 4198 with the 55-gr. bullet in 
the K-Hornet for a muzzle velocity of 2,680 
foot seconds.—J.O'C. 


Ditch lt 


Question: I’ve been given some .30/06 am- 
munition that dates back to 1918. Some cases 
are slightly corroded, and others have cracked 
necks and loose bullets. Do you think the firm- 
ly seated and unmarred stuff can be safely 
used?—Ernest D. Johnson, Wis. 


Answer: The smart thing to do would be to 
take the whole batch and dump it in the nearest 
river. Even the cases which don't show cracked 
necks now would probably crack on firing, and 
the escaping gases would be tough on the throat 
of the rifle. Many of the primers would be dead 
and most of the powder would be badly de- 
teriorated. Some of the ammunition might be 
all right, causing no bad result except metal 
fouling, but I wouldn't fool with it.—J.O’C. 


Bending a Barrel 


Question: I was always able to do fair 
shooting with my pump shotgun until I had 
the barrel shortened and a variable-choke de- 
vice installed. After that I found myself shoot- 
ing low all the time. I took the pump to a 
gunsmith, and before I knew what he was doing 
he'd put it in a set-up he had and bent the 
barrel. From what I know about firearms, I 
believe the shotgun is ruined. But he says no. 


What do you think?—B. F. Herr, Calif. 


Answer: No, I don’t believe your barrel has 
been ruined. It’s very common practice to bend 
shotgun barrels to make them shoot where they 
look. One big company called the process 
“bending” in its literature—and the customers 
t the ceiling. The company went right on 
joing it, but called it ‘“‘straightening,”’ and the 
istomers were happy. Where your gunsmith 
ll down was in his psychology. He should 
ive told you he was straightening the barrel.

adapter (see cut). It’s a steel bar to 
replace the removable portion of the 
Redfield Jr. or Buehler mounts for hunt- 
ing scopes. The bar has two scope blocks 
that take target-type mounts. It is 74 
in. overall; the scope blocks are 6 in. 
from center to center. The outfit gives 
a pretty high line of sight—about 2% 
in. above the-center of the bore—but it 
is an inexpensive and convenient way to 
mount a target-type scope on a hunting 
rifle. 

Heretofore the only way you could 
do that was to use a side mount for the 
hunting scope and have scope blocks 
attached to the barrel or to the barrel 
and receiver ring. Now, with a hunting 
rifle of suitable caliber (.257, .270, etc.) 
and either of the bridge mounts men- 
tioned, you need merely remove the 
hunting scope and the detachable por- 
tion of the mount, put on the Piggy 
Back adapter, attach a high-power tar- 
get scope, and go to it. 


Sighting-In Chart 


he usual sighting-in method, which 

involves shooting a number of groups 
with sight adjustments in between, has 
been greatly simplified for the man who 
owns a rifle with micrometer sights. 
Remington is distributing, free of 
charge, a special 100-yd. target that 
will, under normal conditions, reduce 
sighting-in shooting to two groups. 

On the target rings, which range 
from X to 5, is superimposed a grid 
of vertical and horizontal lines. Direc- 
tions on the chart tell you how to use 
these lines.

Wait for a calm, windless day to do 
your sighting in. Then set up the target 
at the desired range, rest your rifle 
barrel on a sandbag or rolled-up shoot- 
ing jacket, and hold on the bullseye. 
Shoot a group of from three to five 
shots to find the center of impact. Hav- 
ing done that, refer to the numbered 
vertical and horizontal lines on the tar- 
get. They’ll tell you instantly how many 
turns or clicks you must make on your 
sight-adjustment knobs to bring the 
center of impact to zero, or point of 
aim. Having adjusted your sights, you 
can expect the next carefully fired group 
to hit the bullseye. Then you are sighted 
in.

| barrels of one kind or another, a fact 
that can usually be ascertained if you 
look at the barrel and find a wavy, 
twisted pattern formed of 
lighter metals. 
it isn’t safe with mocern smokeless- 
| powder loads. It’s true that many guns 
with twist barrels have been used with 
smokeless powder for years, but every 
time such a gun is shot, its handler 
| comes that much closer to blowing it 
| up. 
| Laminated and Damascus barrels 
| were made by twisting strips of iron and 
| steel together, then pounding them flat 
and welding them around a mandrel. 
| Tensile strength of the iron is not high, 
| and there is always a chance of hidden 
flaws and rust spots. I don’t believe 
such barrels were ever made 
United States; most came from 
gium, some from England. 
can gun manufacturers did import the 
“tubes” from overseas. They were vari- 
ously known as Crolle Damascus, single- 
| iron Damascus, two-iron Damascus, fine 
| twist, ““Boston,’”’ etc. Some twist bar- 
rels had no steel at all in them, and 
a few were all steel—-simply twisted 
steel bars. 

In the old days figured barrels were 
supposed to indicate good quality. And 
even when most good barrels were be- 
|ing made of solid-steel blanks which 
| were turned down, drilled, reamed, etc., 
many old-timers wanted a twisted fig- 
ure. Although fluid-steel barrels were 
used in England as early as the 1880's, 
guns with twist barrels were also made 
until the early 1900’s, in the U.S. as 
well as elsewhere. 

Some readers tell me that when they 
give an old double-gun a good polish- 
ing the twist pattern disappears. Prob- 
ably the twist is not very evident under 
the shine, but nevertheless it’s still there. 


n some cases, though, a twist pattern 


has merely been painted on the 
barrels. They may be of good fluid 


steel, but chances are they aren’t. Many 
barrels on cheap guns were made of 
strips of plain iron bent around a 
mandrel and lap-welded from breech to 
muzzle. According to W. W. Greener’s 
book, Modern Shotguns, published in 
1888, barrels marked ‘decarbonized 
steel’ were so made. Then some were 
finished up to look like twist. Naturally 
they were greatly inferior to Damascus 
barrels. So lack of a visible pattern on 
an old barrel doesn’t necessarily mean 
it’s good. 

It is smart, then, to be suspicious of 
any old gun, even though the twist 
pattern is not apparent. The barrels

may be made of plain iron welded into 
tubes or of mild sheet steel formed into 
tubes the same way. Although hammer 
guns were built as late as the early 
1920’s, and with good solid-steel bar- 
rels, the odds are that any hammer gun 
is an old-timer and not very strong. 
Likewise be leery of any old double 
with an odd breech mechanism. Prob- 
ably it was made back in the 80’s, pos- 
sibly in the 70’s. 

Most of these old guns, particularly 
in 20 and 12 gauge, are too short in 
chamber for contemporary shells. Most 
old 12’s have 21% or 25,-in. chambers, 
whereas in this country 2%-in. shells 
are now standard. Old 20 gauge guns 
have 214-in. chambers. Shooting 2% -in. 
shells in 214 and 25¢-in. chambers raises 
pressures. 

A great many of these old guns are 
of Belgian origin. They may be stamped 
with the name of an American im- 
porter, but the telltale Belgian proof 
marks are there. The great majority 
of them are not worth monkeying with. 


Sizing Up the .270 

exgengs every day someone picks 

up an ammunition catalogue and, 
while looking over the ballistics data, 
notices that the 150-gr. bullet in the 
.270 W.C.F. line has a muzzle velocity 
of 2,800 foot seconds, while a_ .30/06 
bullet of the same weight rates 2,970. 
If he delves further he’ll note that the 
.300 Savage 150-gr. bullet is listed at 
2,670. 

‘“Whoops!”’ he says. “I’ve got some- 
thing. The .270 is inferior to the .30/06 
and not much better than the .300 Sav- 
age.” 

Whoa up! A .30 caliber bullet weigh- 
ing 150 gr. is a horse of a different hue 
from the 150-gr. .270. All else being 
equal, the bullet of smaller diameter 
has superior ranging qualities (hold- 
ing its velocity better and hence shoot- 
ing flatter), and it penetrates more 
deeply when it strikes, for the same 
reason that an ice pick digs deeper than 
a rubber stamp of the same weight. 
You can’t fairly compare a 150-gr. .270 
bullet and a 150-gr. .30. 

Nearest regularly loaded .270 missile 
that’s comparable is the 130-gr., which 
skips along at 3,140. Both it and the 
.30 caliber 150-gr. are excellent long- 
range bullets for medium-size game. 
The .270 load has a bit less apparent 
and actual recoil and slightly flatter 
trajectory. As I said in a recent piece 
on the .30/06, any difference between 
the two loads is hard to detect in the 
field. 

The 150-gr. .270 factory load is pretty 
much a special-purpose job. It was de- 
veloped because .270 owners who hunted 
deer at moderate ranges found that the 
sharp-point 130-gr. bullet deflected bad- 
ly in the brush, and also tore up a lot of 
meat if it struck a ham, shoulder, or 
backstrap. It is true that the lighter 
the weight of a bullet, the sharper the 
point, the faster the spin, and the faster 
the travel, the more will the bullet de- 
flect. But any bullet worthy of use on 
big game will wreck a lot of meat if it 
hits in the wrong place. 

In any event, the 150-gr. .270 factory 
cartridge was not designed as a long-

range, fast-stepping load, but as a deer 
load for short and medium ranges. Its 
velocity can be stepped up by the hand- 
loader to about that of the factory 
150-gr. .30/06. If it’s a sharp-point job 
like the 150-gr. Speer, or Sierra, or 
ABC, it surpasses the 150-gr. .30/06, or 
even the 130-gr. .270, in ranging quali- 
ties. Apparently the average velocity 
of this stepped-up 150-gr. handload 
over 300 yd. is about equal to that of 
the 130-gr. factory .270 load. It would 
be, therefore, the best and most power- 
ful big-game load in the .270. 

What do the ballistics instruments re- 
veal? One outfit’s chronograph and 
pressure gauge credited the 150-gr. 
Speer spitzer bullet, loaded with 53.5 
gr. of No. 4350 powder, with an instru- 
mental velocity at 20 ft. of 2,909 foot 
seconds and a mean pressure of 53,880 
pounds per square inch. That’s surely 
a maximum load. 

Another outfit chronographed some 
loads I had cooked up with the same 
bullet and 55 gr. of No. 4350; the tests 
showed an instrumental velocity at 78 
ft. of 2,893 foot seconds; pressure was 
52,800 lb. That would indicate muzzle 
velocity of around 2,950. 

Pressures in either case are close to 
maximum, but no higher than they usu- 
ally are with factory loads of the 
130-gr. bullet. In case anyone is inter- 
ested, the .270, the .220 Swift, and the 
.300 H. & H. Magnum are the hottest of 
factory-loaded cartridges. 

Up in Idaho’s elk and mule-deer coun- 
try, many hunters like to pluck off their 
game across canyons with the 150-gr. 
sharp-point bullet and 55 gr. of No. 
4350. I'd call it strictly a Sunday load, 
with pressure a bit high for ordinary 
use. Cases don’t last too long with it, 
because primer pockets get loose after 
a few firings. A load of 53 or 53.5 gr. 
is, I believe, more sensible. 

Someday, in happier times perhaps, 
I expect one of the factories to come out 
with a sharp-point .270 bullet in front 
of enough slow-burning powder to drive 
it along at 2,950 foot seconds. That’s 
really the best long-range medicine in 
the .270. It is also, theoretically and 
practically, somewhat ahead of a .30 
bullet of the same weight and fired at 
the same muzzle velocity. 


Short Shots 


he Arizona Bullet Co., 144 W. Flores 

St., Tucson, Ariz., is now producing 
a 139-gr. bullet for those who load for 
7x 57, 7 x 64, and 7 mm. Magnum rifles. 
I haven’t shot it yet but, like all the 
A.B.C. bullets, the samples are good- 
looking and uniform in weight. A.B.C. 
will soon turn out a 120-gr. 6.5 bullet. 

Stith Mounts, 500 Transit Tower, San 
Antonio, Tex., is putting hunting scopes 
On Mannlicher-Schoenauer rifles with 
their custom Streamline mount. It’s 
very strong, very rigid, and attaches 
to the side of the receiver and to the 
barrel—part side mount, part bridge 
mount, in other words. A_ straight 
bridge mount like the Redfield Jr. can- 
not be used on the’ Mannlicher-Schoen- 
auer because of the split receiver bridge. 
The Streamline mount is a good bet if 
the rifle is to be carried in a saddle 
Scabbard.

YOU’LL SLEEP BETTER ON AIR 


than its counterpart of the past. 

Take outdoor gear. Our canvas 
or aluminum canoe excels the Indian’s 
birch-bark craft, factory snowshoes are 
superior to those hand-made by pio- 
neers, and the modern air mattress is 
miles ahead of the browse beds former- 
ly so popular with woodsmen. 

No other outdoor sleeping device can 
approach an air pad for comfort, safe- 
ty, and convenience. It is top-flight 
equipment no matter how you view it. 
Comfortable? You rest just as well on 
an inflated rubber or plastic bag as on 
the best innerspring mattress at home. 
No better, more practical bed for camp 
service has ever been devised and I 
doubt that one ever will be. 

The air mattress is also safer, be- 
cause there’s much less risk of its 
catching fire from a lighted cigarette 
or pipe, or from campfire sparks, than 
is the case with highly combustible 
resinous branches, leaves, or grass. 
Dampness needn’t bother you, because 
an air pad dries quickly and won't ab- 
sorb moisture from rain seepage or con-

densation within a tent. Hay-fever 
addicts are spared the irritation of 
vegetable matter, and the air pad 


doesn’t harbor ticks and chiggers. If a 
person is allergic to rubber, he can get 
a mattress made of a nontoxic plastic. 

The pneumatic bed is quite conven- 
ient. You need up to two hours to 
build a browse bed, with repairs neces- 
sary every night. But a single-width 
air mattress can be unrolled and in- 
flated in 10 minutes. As to durability, 
two of my air beds each gave 16 years 
of camp-and-home service before their 
rubber went bad. 


Nhe usefulness of the pneumatic mat- 
tress isn’t restricted to camping. 
One will pinch-hit for both spring and 
mattress when you want to sleep out on 
a porch during hot weather or need 
extra accommodations on short notice. 
If an air mattress does prove unsatis- 
factory, it’s usually because of over- 
inflation. Too much air makes the bed 
hard and uncomfortable, with a ten- 
dency to roll or pitch. It might even 
buck you off during the night with all 
the enthusiasm of a broncho. Correct 
pressure depends somewhat on the 
sleeper’s weight; to determine it, make 
the following test: Lie on your side on 
the mattress. If your hips clear the 
ground underneath by 14 in., you’re all 
set. If there is more clearance or less, 
adjust the pressure. 
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Some campers think an air bed is 
very cold, but this is not true. The dead 
air confined inside the bag is a good 
insulator of body heat and conserves 
it well for comfort. (Our warmest bed- 
ding materials, like wool and goose 
down, also are efficient because of the 
trapped air they contain.) 

If you use blankets, double one over 
and place it between you and the mat- 
tress in chilly weather. On a very cold 
night use two doubled blankets beneath 
you. Incidentally, you’d need that 
many under you if you slept on a 
browse bed or on a kapok or cotton 
mattress. If you have a sleeping bag, 
spread it directly on the air tick. In 
very low temperatures you may first 
have to cover the mattress with a blan- 
ket, because your weight compresses 
the sleeping bag and reduces its effi- 
ciency somewhat. But this precaution is 
seldom necessary in ordinary camping. 

Some sleeping bags have a built-in 
bottom compartment to hold an air 
mattress. It can be a nuisance when it 
collects dirt and moisture. And it adds 
to pack weight. You can hold the mat- 
tress in place equally well with cloth

straps sewn to the sleeping bag. Leave 
just enough slack for the straps to fit 
snugly around the inflated mattress but 
not cut into it. 


Av mattresses are available in a wide 
variety of sizes and weights. The 
selection includes heavy-duty models 
for service in summer homes and cot- 
tages, medium weights for general 
camping, and light pads for hikers, 
hunters, and canoeists, who must travel 
with a minimum of gear. . 

There are many combinations of 
length and width, ranging from 18 x 
3214 in. to 50 x 75 in., with weights 
from 2% to 11 lb. You will find that 
there is some weight variation among 
different makes and models of the same 
size. 

Plastic pads are also available in 
24 x 24-in. sections weighing less than 
1 lb. each. One section may be used 
as a hip pad, two may be joined to sup- 
port hips and shoulders, and three, end 
to end, form a full-length bed. The 
sections are joined with snap fasteners 

The extra-wide mattresses are meant 
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to serve as double beds. Two singles 
can be placed side by side for the same 
purpose. This may be preferable, be- 
cause each can be inflated to suit the 
individual sleeper. And if one develops 
an air leak, only one person is dis- 
turbed. Some double-width mattresses 
are made with dual air chambers and 
separate inflating valves. 

You'll find that quite a number of 
models are 24, 25, or 26 in. wide—wide 
enough for a thin man. But 30 or 32- 
in. widths are better and much more 
comfortable for heavier people. 

Short or medium-height campers will 
probably find a 72-in. mattress long 
enough, but taller men will prefer the 
75-incher. 

The 48-in.-long pads are weight 
savers for those who travel light. They 
support the body down to about the 
knees. If you can’t get accustomed to 
having your lower legs and feet on the 
ground, make a pad of a coat or a pack- 
ing bag and place it under them. You 
will soon get used to it. 

The lightweight mattress will not, of 
course, wear as well or as long as the 
heavier ones. So if you can pack the 
extra weight, get a mattress that has 
enough body for durability. 

The 18 x 3214 and 1914 x 48 sizes are 
suitable for small children. You don’t 
save much weight by selecting one of 
them in place of a 24 x 48 model, but 
you do economize in pack space and 
money. 

Air mattresses can be inflated by 
mouth or with one of the small pumps 

they come in hand or foot-operated 
models—that are supplied by the manu- 
facturers. Hunters and hikers who 
carry small mattresses usually employ 
lung power. But if there’s room in your 
outfit for a pump better take it along. 
The moisture that enters a mattress 
with your breath may harm the fabric 
and shorten its life. 

A deflated air mattress can be rolled 
up inside blankets or sleeping bag for 
protection against trail damage. Or 
you may use a special waterproof pack- 
ing bag. Before transporting a mat- 
tress, adjust its air valves so they 
won't rub against the fabric and dam- 
age it. And when you lay the mattress 
directly on the ground be sure there are 
no sharp twigs, tree stubs, or stones 
that might pierce it and cause a leak. 

To prolong the life of your mattress, 
store it between camping seasons in a 
cool, dry place. Don't roll it up tight; 
fold or roll it loosely without sharp 
bends. Better yet, spread it out flat 
and inflate it just enough to keep its 
top and bottom panels from touching 
each other.—Maurice H. Decker.

Double-Boiler Fish 


Fish steamed in a double boiler loses 
much less flavor than if boiled in water. 
Cut 114 Ib. fish in serving pieces, season 
with salt and pepper, and pack solidly 
in the greased top of the double boiler. 
Don't add any liquid but cover and cook 
over boiling water 30 minutes or until 
flesh separates easily from the bones. 
Add lemon juice or vinegar to the liquor 
that forms about fish and use it as a 
sauce. Serves three or four. 


Frying Big Chickens 


I prefer to fry larger chickens be- 
cause the small ones have so little meat. 
Cut the bird in serving pieces, salt and 
pepper them, and stew them until ten- 
der. Then dip them in a batter made of 


8 tbsp. flour, 1 tsp. baking powder, 1 
tsp. salt, 1 egg, lightly beaten, and 1 
cup milk. 

Heat 14 cup each of lard and butter 
in skillet, put in chicken, and fry until 
the crust is well browned. Only a little 
time is needed. Remove chicken, put 
stewing water in skillet, and thicken 
with flour for gravy. 


Country Fried Potatoes 


I like these as well as French fries 
and they’re much less trouble. Peel 4 
large or 6 medium potatoes, remove 
eyes, slice thin, and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Heat 14 cup fat in skillet 
and add 1 onion cut fine. When onion 
turns yellow, put in potatoes, cover 
skillet, and cook over moderate heat 10 
minutes. Then turn mass of potatoes

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over to brown the other side. Stir or 
turn every five minutes and cook until 
potatoes are tender. Eat with tomato 
catsup or chili sauce. Serves -four. 


Baked Clams 


Seashore campers shouldn't miss this 
treat. Build a fire 2 ft. high with layers 
of sticks placed crosswise to each other. 
Mix 15 or 20 stones, 3 or 4 in. thick, in 
with the wood. When wood is con- 
sumed, cover hot stones with a layer of 
damp seaweed, put on the clams, and 
cover them with more seaweed. Steam 
littleneck clams 20 minutes, the hard- 
shell kind about 40 minutes. Serve with 
generous quantities of melted butter 
or margarine. 


Log Camp Pea Soup 


All pea soups are filling but the rice 
added to this one makes it extra nour- 
ishing. 

1% cups split peas 1% cup rice 


1% Ib. salt pork 1 large onion 
2% qt. water 


Cut pork in small cubes and put into 
a large kettle with water and peas. 
Simmer until peas begin to soften, then 
brown the onion in butter or bacon fat 
in skillet and add to the kettle with the 
rice. Continue to simmer until well 
done, then season to taste with salt and 
black pepper. Serves four to six. 


Beef ’n’ Bean Stew 


Here’s another variety of nourishing 
stew. 


1 can corned beef 
1 can beans—lima, 
red, or navy 
2 onions (% cup rice 
dehydrated) 1%, cup bacon fat 
2 qt. water 


4 potatoes (1 cup 
dehydrated) 
1% cup uncooked 


Soak dehydrated vegetables as direct- 
ed on package; slice raw ones. Heat 
bacon fat, then add potatoes and onions. 
When latter are light brown add water 
and rice. Cook until rice is soft, then 
add beans and corned beef. Serve when 
heated through. Enough for four. 


Deer Ribs and Cabbage 


Cut about 4 lb. deer ribs in 2-in. 
chunks and brown them in a Dutch 
oven with 14 cup suet. Season with salt 
and pepper. When brown on all sides, 
cover meat with 3 qt. shredded cabbage. 
Sprinkle 3 tsp. salt over cabbage, pour 
in % cup hot water, cover and cook 10 
minutes over hot fire. Then reduce heat 
and cook 1 hour longer or until venison 
is very tender. Stir occasionally and 
add small amounts of water if required. 
Serves four. 


Quick Apple Butter 


12 large apples 
1 cup hot water 2 tsp. ground cloves 
1, cup vinegar 2 tsp. cinnamon 

1 cup molasses (or *4 cup brown sugar) 


16 tsp. salt 


Peel apples and cut in small pieces.

| Not much storage room is required

| When you receive your auto tent, 
note how its walls and roof have been 
folded down over the floor, which is 
then rolled about them for protection. 
Use this same arrangement when you 
break camp. To pitch the shelter sim- 
ply unroll it so that the floor lies flat, 
pull the corners tight, and square and 
stake them. Then get inside and raise 
the top with whatever pole system you 
employ. Bottom stakes that go between 
the corners can be driven in later, after 
main points are secured. 








few precautions will make your auto | 
tent last longer and serve you 
better.

Leaky Tent Floor 


Question: Last summer I had a good deal 
of trouble with the floor of my new tent, which 
leaked badly whenever it rained, even though 
I dug a drainage ditch around the tent. What 
can I do to prevent this?—Brian Kreuger, Wis. 

Answer: A properly waterproofed tent floor 
should remain dry on top even if the fabric 
lies in a puddle. To waterproof yours, use a 
compound obtainable from one of the large 
sporting-goods suppliers. Or make it yourself 
by dissolving 4 oz. of shaved, melted paraffin 
in 1 qt. white (unleaded) gasoline. Handle 
both: ingredients outdoors; they’re inflammable. 
Heat the gasoline by placing its container in a 
tub of boiling water, then stir the paraffin into 
it. Paint the floor of your tent while the com- 
pound is still warm.—M.H.D 


Shoes to Fit Season 


Question: What type of footwear do you 
recommend for general outdoor use, including 
summer hiking and fall deer hunting in the 
Adirondack Mountains of New York?—Law- 
rence G. Sachs, N.Y. 


Answer: The rubber-bottomed shoepac with 
leather top is probably the most popular hunt- 
ing shoe. It’s somewhat heavy, though, for 
summer hiking, and you may have trouble in 
finding a model that will serve both purposes. 

All-leather ‘‘upland bird’’ boots are also 
widely used. They're light and comfortable, 
but not completely waterproof. However, if 
most of your walking will be on fairly dry 
ground you can grease them enough to keep 
the feet dry. But if you must walk in bottom 
snow all day I'd recommend the rubber-bot- 
tomed shoepac. 

All in all, I'd buy two pairs—one suitable 
for each season.—M.H.D. 


Pork-Rind Baits 


Question: How is pork rind prepared for use 
as bait?—Mrs. Frank Golja, N.Y. 


Answer: For immediate use, take the raw 
rind as it comes from the pork, scrape off all 
fat, and cut it into the desired shapes. 

To preserve pork rind, scrape it clean and 
soak it in a weak solution of formalin and 
water that your druggist can make up for you. 
Leave the rind in this solution until you want 
to use it. (There is a commercial dehydrating 
process that makes the rind dry and pliable, 
but it’s beyond your scope.) 

Incidentally, baits that are almost as effective 
as pork rind, if not entirely so, can be made 
from rubber bathing caps. Cut off strips or 
pieces in the shape of frogs, bugs, etc., just 
as you would with the real rind. Try different 
colors of rubber; I’ve had very good results 
with flesh and red hues.—M.H.D. 


Harmful Fumes 


Question: Is it dangerous, because of gas 
fumes, to use a gasoline stove or lantern in an 
umbrella tent? —E.B. Lipscomb, Colo. 


Answer: There is always some potential dan- 
ger of carbon-monoxide poisoning when you use 
a gasoline stove or lantern in a small shelter. 


You can eliminate the menace, though, if you 
Provide enough ventilation to dispel the gas be- 
fore it develops in lethal volume. In other 


words, some provision must be made for fresh 
alr to enter the shelter continuously and for 
Stale air to escape. The gas gives no warning, 
Since it has no odor and cannot be detected until 
Severe illness ensues. Then it may be too late. 
—M.H.D.

BIGGER BOATS FOR BETTER SPORT 


boats. This trend, which has be- 

come marked in the last year or 
so, is not confined to inboard-powered 
craft but includes the runabouts and 
utility boats powered by outboard mo- 
tors. It’s these we’ll consider in this 
article. 

The 14-ft. outboard boat was once 
considered a large one, but this is true 
no longer. Nowadays the classification 
applies to craft between 15 and 18 ft., 
with good beam and depth for their 
size. You'll find these larger craft fea- 
tured in the manufacturers’ catalogues 
this year and you'll see them—sooner or 
later—on your dealer’s showroom floor. 
You'll also note that the makers who 
turn out knockdown models or building 
kits are accenting larger models. 

This is a healthy trend. Larger boats 
are not only better load carriers, and 
more comfortable in the bargain, but 
they are also more stable and sea- 
worthy. 

Overloading is one of the cardinal 
sins of boating; according to statistics 
it is responsible for about 20 percent 
of accidents involving open boats. Over- 
loading—too many passengers or too 
much gear or luggage— is, of course, a 
relative term. A load that is safe on 
calm water suddenly becomes a menace 
in a blow or squall. Some men habitual- 
ly take chances with an overload. Those 
who play safe resent having to stay 
tied up because of threatening weather 
when they could go out safely in a boat 
of the proper size. 

This safety factor—combined with a 
desire for more roominess and com- 
fort—has influenced many sportsmen to 
step up to larger craft. But there are 
other reasons, too. 


SMa are turning to bigger 


ne of them is the improvement in 
boat-carrying auto trailers. Once 

the only type available was the utility 
trailer equipped with boat chocks. But 
now you can find any number of models 
designed solely for boat carrying. Their 
road performance is good; when loaded 
to their rated capacity they do not 
hinder driving to any great extent. The 
suspension of the boat not only con- 
tributes to safe travel but cushions the 
craft against road shock and vibration. 
Many trailers are equipped with easily 
handled loading and unloading devices. 
That means a man can now use a 
larger and heavier boat than he could 
a few years ago. Manufacturers, too, 
are designing boats suitable for trailer 
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travel. It’s a feature the prospective 
buyer should keep in mind, even though 
he has no immediate intention of using 
a trailer. He may change his mind a 
year or two hence. A friend of mine 
bought a fair-size craft a few years ago, 
planning to use it only in fishing a local 
body of water. Last year, though, he 
decided he’d like to travel to more dis- 
tant fishing spots, so he bought a 
trailer. Luckily he had chosen a boat 
that was suitable for carrying. 

There’s no doubt that the advent of 
the more powerful lightweight outboard 
motors in the last year has helped 
create a demand for bigger boats. They 
combine light weight with power; you 
can get a 25-horsepower job weighing 
as little as 85 lb. These motors have 
exceptionally high torque at moderate 
throttle, which means they’ll handle 
big, heavy boats better than the ordi- 
nary high-powered motor. 

Thus you can have an ideally matched 
outfit—a chunky boat that will stand a 


lot of loading and rough going, plus a 
motor that seems to have been designed 
for just such use. 

Another reason for the trend to larger 
boats is an increasing interest among 
sportsmen in open-boat camp-cruising 
trips. I know many who have traded in 
their smaller craft. With his new boat, 
one man covered more than 600 miles 
of Tennessee Valley waterways. An- 
other entered the Mississippi in the 
vicinity of Hastings, Minn., and fol- 
lowed the big river down to Cairo, II. 
Any number of less ambitious trips have 
yielded enjoyment out of all proportion 
to the distances covered. 

In none of these cases was the boat’s 
greater size a disadvantage in ordinary 
use. In fact each one proved to be 
comfortable, safe, and roomy. If you’re 
wise in your selection of camp equip- 
ment and supplies, and if you stow 
things correctly, there should be plenty 
of room for two men or a man-and-wife 
team. You can also be largely inde-

The looms, or handles, should be at con- 
venient waist level. This can be assured 
by making the upright posts on the boat 
of proper height.

should be large enough so that the 
sweeps may be moved freely. You will 
need a clear space—perhaps the forward 
deck—to push or pull the sweeps, and 
the handles should be close enough to- 
gether so that one man can manage the 
pair. 

All houseboats—powered or not— 
should carry a pair of sweeps. With an 
engine they give the same kind of in- 
surance that oars or paddles give to 
outboard-powered small craft.—J.A.E.

|pendent of the shore—at least to the 
|extent of being able to eat and sleep 


aboard if you can find no suitable 
campsite. A small tarp will serve as a 
shelter. 

The larger boat with a good-size for- 
ward deck permits you to travel routes 
that would be too formidable for a 
smaller one. On an ordinary trip you 
need not be so weather-conscious, for 
you can keep on traveling when the 
man with a smaller craft must tie up 
and wait for better conditions. And 
you'll be able to shortcut across open 
stretches of water where the small boat, 
for safety, must stick close to shore. 

All in all, it seems wise, when you’re 
buying, to look forward to the future. 
Right now a smaller boat may seem 
quite satisfactory for your purposes. 
But if you’re an average man—and par- 
ticularly if this is to be your first boat 
—your interests may widen consider- 
ably with experience. 

So if you’ve been thinking of buying, 
say, a 10-footer, ask yourself if a 12- 
footer wouldn’t eventually leave you in 
a better position. If you are already in- 


| terested in a 12-footer, why not con- 
| sider a 14-footer? 


And so on up the 
line. 

Your choice may, of course, eventual- 
ly prove to be wrong; you may find you 
have more boat than you'll ever need. 
But at least you’ll have steered clear 


| of that shoal on which many a boating 
| tyro has piled up—buying a boat too

small for either safety or comfort. 


f course, there is the matter of 
greater cost in both motor and boat. 
And you may be deterred by the old 


| complaint that “big boats are expensive 
| to maintain.”’ 


But if you keep a sense 
of proportion you'll find that these 


| drawbacks aren’t nearly so serious as 


they might seem. For one thing, that 
talk of high maintenance costs refers 
to large inboard craft, and not to open, 
utility-type boats with air-cooled mo- 
tors. The price of a luxurious runabout 
or cabin cruiser is naturally high be- 
cause of hull size, large power plant, 
equipment, etc. On top of that, the in- 


| board owner faces costs that the aver- 


age man may not want to take on. They 


| include the hauling out of the boat in 


the fall, overhauling or tuning up, stor- 


| age, and relaunching in the spring. But 
| when you stick to outboard power you 
| duck these charges—or at least write 


your own ticket as to how much you 


| will spend. 


It’s true, of course, that when an 


; outboard man steps up to a bigger boat 
| he must pay a higher price for it. But 


the increase is not disproportionate. 
Between a 12 and a 16-ft. boat, for 
instance, the increase in cost is some- 
where around 40 or 50 percent in two 


| models that are alike in everything but 
| size. Typical figures are $250 and $360. 


What do you get for the extra 
money? Well, in addition to increased 
length, you'll have a boat that is 5 or 
6 in. beamier and several inches deeper 
—perhaps even wider across the stern. 
Then too, these newer boats are well 
built; most of them should last 15 years, 
if not abused. Since they have a low 
rate of depreciation over the years, 


trade-in or resa:e vaiue remains fairly 
high. So if you distribute the added 
cost over a long period, it amounts to 
only a few dollars a year. 

I’ve mentioned the new lightweight, 
high-powered outboard motors that 
match the larger boats so well. Nat- 
urally, they cost more than low-powered 
jobs. But if you already have a motor 
you can postpone the purchase of a new 
one for a while. A man recently gave 
me a report on a 16-ft. boat I had sug- 
gested he buy. I had told him that 
since his new boat was a chunky one 
for its size—it had a 5-ft. beam—he’d 
need at least a 10-horsepower engine to 
drive it satisfactorily. However, he had 
a practically new 5-horsepower out- 
board, so he decided to use it a while 
longer. It planes the boat along at 
about 11 miles an hour when he is 
alone. On camp-cruises, with about 
800 lb. of equipment and supplies, his 
top speed is about 7 miles an hour. 
Under such conditions, he gets about 
7% miles to the gallon of fuel. 

Eventually that man will buy a 10- 
horsepower outboard. Meantime he is 
getting some very good cruises with the 
smaller one. 

If all this should bring you to the 
point of shopping around for one of the 
larger boats, you’ll find a good selection 
from which to make your choice. Ma- 
terials shortages may affect some of the 
newer types of construction—alumi- 
num, for instance, or molded plastic. 
As this is written, there is at least one 
molded-plastic 16-footer on the market, 
as well as a number of aluminum ones. 
Manufacturers in both fields have de- 
veloped experimental models up to 18 
ft. long, and they are said to have 
proved themselves in camp-cruising. 
For the most part, though, available 
supplies of critical materials will prob- 
ably be used in making smaller boats. 

There is a good range of models in 
the plywood field, including both panel- 
type and molded boats. And there is 
also a good supply of the traditional 
wooden boat, strip-built or canvas- 
covered, or combinations of these two 
types.—J. A. Emmett. 


When You Go Ashore 


o land a boat properly on a shelving 

beach you must keep the bow high, 
so that you land with dry feet and 
without scraping more than the keel 
strip. If you’re alone and using an 
outboard this is simple. When rowing 
alone, you should shift your weight to 
the stern in the final moments. If you 
have others with you, the person in 
the bow should move to the center seat. 

In leaving the beach, shove the boat 
just clear enough so you can step in 
over the bow with dry feet. Then 
move to the stern and, standing up, 
shove the boat clear with an oar. For 
loading a crew, assign the least nimble 
member to the center or stern seat first, 
then shove the boat just clear enough to 
be partly afloat for the others to step 
in. Finally, with one more shove, you 
can get aboard. This will leave the 
boat free enough so that you can, by 
shifting your weight, pole or row it 
far enough out to start the motor safe- 
ly.—J.A.E.

vive another hour on the same stand, 
so I moved on quietly across the swamp 
for a quarter of a mile and sat down to 
wait for action. But this spot was not 
so good as the first, and when the squir- 
rels stopped moving in the middle of the 
day I walked back to camp with only 
two bushy-tails tied on my belt. Not a 
very good morning’s hunt, considering 
the number of grays in that stretch of 
virgin woods.

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Painting Aluminum Boat 


Question: My aluminum boat, which I use 
for lake fishing, has a bright-red bottom and 
sides of unfinished aluminum, which, of course, 
reflect the sun. Will flashes from the sides 
alarm fish? What about the red bottom?— 
Harold A. Beck, Kans. 





Answer: You'll get plenty of arguments on 
that score. Some anglers even say that the sun 
flashes from the side of an aluminum boat at- 
tract fish. Personally, I've never seen any evi- 
dence that the bare metal makes any difference 
one way or the other. 

As to the bright-red bottom, charter-boat cap- 
tains in Florida decided some years ago that 
red copper bottom paint was scaring fish, so 
they repainted the bottoms a very light gray, 
almost white. But this didn’t work so well. 
The captains concluded that the whitish bot- 
toms, which looked like the undersides of 
sharks, were probably driving fish away. So 
they went back to copper; some are partial to 
red, some to green, etc. Most guides to whom 
I’ve talked say that a man’s kidding himself if 
he thinks that any paint will conceal a boat 
from the fish.—J.A.E. 


Poplar for Planking? 


Question: I have plenty of clear, seasoned 
white-poplar lumber in lengths up to 20 ft. Is 
it suitable for planking a 12 or 14-ft. power- 
boat?—Ed Seidle, Saskatchewan. 


Answer: I'd hesitate to recommend it, judg- 
ing by the poplar I’ve seen in Ontario and 
Quebec. -I don’t think it would give satisfac- 
tion. In _ strip-plank construction one wants 
the best, and in your case that probably means 
red cedar from British Columbia. I have come 
across poplar that proved satisfactory in heavy 
skiffs, but that’s a different sort of construc- 
tion. In any event, before I used it I'd look 
up somebody who had already tried the wood in 
a boat, and see how he made out.—J.A.E. 


Canoe or Kayak? 


Question: I’m in the market for a one-man 
craft but can’t decide between a canoe and a 
kayak. What are the advantages of each?— 
Carroll Meloney, N.Y. 


Answer: Depends on how you're going to 
use your craft. If it’s merely for occasional 
paddling, the kayak is extremely maneuverable 
and sporty, while the canoe has more room for 
guests. If you plan to do some cruise-camping, 
the canoe will carry quite a large amount of 
gear. The kayak has less storage room, but 
it’s highly responsive in swift white water.— 
J.A.E. 


Outboard for Rental Boats 


Question: I'm planning to buy a 14-horse- 
power outboard motor for use on rental boats 
when I fish the lakes of northern Wisconsin. 
Many of my friends tell me that this is too 
much motor for the typical rental boat. Should 
I buy a less powerful one?—C. S. Beebe, III. 


Answer: Used to be that a 5-horsepower 


motor was, generally speaking, about the larg- 
est practical size to use on the run of rental 
boats. In recent years, though, liveries in many 
areas have been adding a few boats suitable for 
any size motor within reason. That's pretty 
sure to be the case at resorts catering to serious 
fishermen and not to the usual run of Sunday 
boaters. So if you buy a 14-horsepower job 
you may be able to limit your fishing to waters 
with suitable boats. 

But would the increased speed you'd get be 
of any practical advantage? It would, of 
course, if you had to travel long distances to

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Motor for Canoe Trips? 


any times I’ve longed for an out- 

board motor on canoe-paddling 
trips. But it’s easy to become a slave 
to a motor. When I’ve had one with 
me, I’ve frequently wished I'd left it 
behind, especially when a long, awk- 
ward portage had to be faced. 

The key to deciding whether to take 
it or leave it lies in the kind of country 
through which you'll pass. If it’s un- 
inhabited, keep in mind the outboard’s 
healthy appetite for fuel. Opportunities 
to replenish your supply are often nil; 
sometimes even fishing and hunting 
camps won't part with their precious 


fuel except in an emergency. You’re 
often limited to what you can lug 
yourself. 


That won’t be much, on trips that 
will involve hard portages. It’s a good 
idea to carry your supply ready-mixed 
in 1-gal. cans instead of in one large 
can, for then you can trim the canoe 
by distributing the cans. Another ad- 
vantage is that on portages these small- 
er containers can be carried in a 
flat-bottomed straight-sided packsack, 
which leaves your hands free at least for 
swatting flies. 

If you'll be crossing large lakes, an 
outboard might pay off, because lake 
paddling is generally time-consuming. 
On streams the current will probably 
be with you, and at times the water is 
so shallow you couldn't use an outboard 
anyway. Besides, these narrow water- 
Ways are almost always interesting; 
unless you’re out to set a speed record, 
you won't be sorry you haven't got a 
motor with you. 

However, if you'll be traversing both 
lakes and streams, you might compro- 
mise by using an outboard on open 
water and paddling the rest of the 
time. If you do this, and are on a time 
schedule, save enough gas for that last 
sprint to the finish line. Chances are 
you'll have lingered someplace and a 
spurt at the end will just turn the 
trick. 

In the past, people often rejected the 
outboard for such trips because they 
feared mechanical difficulties. Present- 
day motors, however, are remarkably 
trouble-free and the possibility of a 
breakdown is remote if you have put 
your outboard in first-class shape be- 
fore starting out.—J.A.E.

hollow side of the dent, then tap the 
bulge side in this manner: Start at the 
outside edge (as shown in the drawing), 
work all around it, then gradually move 
in, finishing up in the center. 

Leaking seam. Many aluminum craft 
are now of riveted construction, and 
have a gasket or plastic compound of 
some kind in their seams. Occasionally 
—especially as a boat gets older—such 
a seam may develop a leak. However, it 
can always be cured by (1) working 
a waterproof compound into the faulty 
seam, and (2) tightening up its rivets. 


7* can use marine varnish for the 
compound, but marine glue will last 
much longer. Thin it-out to working 
consistency by mixing it with either 
gasoline or turpentine. It’s right when 
you can coax it into the seam with a 
sliver of wood. The solvent will evapo- 
rate in a short time, leaving enough 
glue in the seam to do a good job. Now

Emergency repairs. Since a puncture | 
| could put your boat out of commission | 
| (and that would be especially serious on | 
a wilderness camping trip) you should | 
carry an emergency repair kit. The) 
maker of your craft may be able to | 
supply you with one; otherwise you can 
make it up yourself. 

At a minimum, it would consist of | 
canvas for patches; a suitable adhesive; 
and sandpaper. The canvas should be | 
lightweight (about 8 oz.) and of the 
white or untreated type. The medium- 
grit sandpaper is used to roughen the 
hull surface where the adhesive is to be 
applied. 


hoosing the proper adhesive may be 
something of a problem. You must 
experiment to find one that will hold 
to your particular hull. Much will de- 
pend on whether the metal has been 
painted—and with what type of paint— | 
or left natural. Adhesives that will hold 
a patch on a painted surface will not | 
always stick as well on a natural-finish 
metal. 
For the painted hull, you may use a | 
glue or cement prepared specially for | 
repairing canvas-covered canoes. Many 
of the so-called liquid solders will also | 
hold well. Or, in a pinch, you may use | 
surgical adhesive tape. | 
Your first job, in making a repair, is | 
| to pound any raised portions of the 
| puncture back into place. Then, with 
| sandpaper, roughen up the area that 
the canvas patch will cover. Then apply 
the adhesive and press the patch into 
place. 
It is more difficult to make a patch 
adhere to an unpainted aluminum hull. 
The surface must be cleansed thorough- 
ly with fine sandpaper or emery cloth to 
| remove not only wax or polish but oil, 
grease, and scum that has been picked 
up from the water. For the bare hull, 
airplane dope is probably the best ad- 
hesive to use. 

Apply a coat of the dope to the rough- 
ened surface, press the patch into place, 
and then apply another coat of adhesive

Permanent repairs, Permanent 
patches can be either welded or riveted 
in place. Since welding is a specialized 
job that no amateur should undertake, 
it will not be discussed here except to 
say that if it is not properly done it may 
ruin a boat. If you want a patch welded 
onto your craft, take the problem to a 
professional welder. 

Riveting, on the other hand, can be 
undertaken by anyone who is reason- 
ably handy with tools and is willing to 
take pains with the work. And it’s the 
repair method recommended by most 
manufacturers, even those who build 
| welded boats.

Or you can drill several match- 
ing holes in hull and patch and hold the 
latter in place with ‘44-in. stove bolts 
while you drill the rest of the holes 
through patch and hull. In any case, 
remove the patch after the drilling and 
clean away metal filings. 


Sometimes a hull is thick enough to) 


permit countersinking on the outside so 


that the peened (flattened) rivet ends | 


may be filed flush. 

With the hull surface prepared for 
the patch, coat the area to be patched 
with rubber cement (or the compound 


supplied in a manufacturer’s kit) and | 


place the gasket in proper position. 
Then coat the gasket with cement or 
compound and place the patch on it. 

Run a rivet through lined-up holes, 


with its head on the inside of the hull. | 


Trim end properly, then peen it flat 
while holding the head in place with a 
backing-up iron. Repeat this operation 
until all holes have been riveted. 

If you are not familiar with riveting 
you should practice first on scrap 
metal; that way you'll learn how to 
trim a rivet to the proper length and 
flatten it so that it will hold securely. 

With the patch inside, the outside of 
the hull will still show signs of the 
puncture—cracks, breaks, etc. These 
crevices can be filled with one of 
hard-setting metal compounds now on 
the market. They come in a puttylike 
consistency that is easy to handle. Fill 
the cuts a little higher than flush; then, 
when the compound has _ hardened, 
smooth it down and polish it with emery 
cloth._J. A. Emmett. 


Stowing Gear on Trailer 


lanning to store things in a boat on 

its trailer? Keep these considera- 
tions in mind before loading up. If 
your boat is a runabout or utility of 
fairly heavy construction, it could safe- 
ly carry up to 100 pounds, distributed 
evenly throughout. Be sure, though, 
that the articles won't scrape the inside 
finish of the boat. 

Never leave a motor on the stern 
ot the boat and, if possible, don’t carry 
the motor, in the boat at all. Its weight 
may not be great but it is concentrated, 
and the shape is too bulky for correct 
stowing. Never put anything in a very 
light boat, or in one without a full- 
length keel. In loading, consider wheth- 
er the trailer is the kind that supports 
almost the full length of the keel, or 
whether the weight is thrown on only 
a. few spots.—J.A.E.

e’ve all known dogs to step out

(~” two occasions he made his strike, 
then checked along the trail for 
direction. But he checked so far along 
the back trail that he soon had the 
pups running it. Then he stepped aside, 
went back to where he’d made the 
strike, and ran the trail in the right 
direction. His actions were too deliber- 
ate to be accidental. 

Pigeon had always been a hard-hunt- 
ing, well-trained pointer until he was 
slowed down by age. For two years he 
had been outranged by other dogs, but 
he showed no resentment. Then his 
owner bought a young setter, well 
broken and of top breeding. The setter 
started working rings around Pigeon, 
and the older dog soon developed an

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active dislike for his enthusiastic pupil. 

Pigeon had always been good at hon- 
oring, but he began to ignore the young 
setter’s points, refusing to come in to 
honor. When he hunted with other dogs 
he honored without prompting. Once, 
when the setter came in to honor one of 
Pigeon’s points, the old dog growled 
deeply, backed out of his point, and 
took off to find another bird. 

Pigeon resented a young upstart. 
But Brandy, a big Chesapeake retriev- 
er, went the whole hog—he hated all 
dogs. And if you don’t believe dogs can 
do a little scheming, consider this epi- 
sode: 

Brandy was a finished worker when 
his owner bought a young Labrador re- 
triever and started to train it. Brandy 
was taken along one day for the exer- 
cise and leashed to the station wagon 
while the Lab was being worked in a 
narrow clearing with fairly heavy cover 
on both sides. The trainer tossed the 
dummy bird so that it fell into the 
cover, first on the right, then on the 
left. The Lab was sent out to work 
right or left as directed by the handler. 
He performed very well until the last 
cast, when he was unable to find the 
dummy. Soon he was completely con- 
fused by his owner’s shouts. 

“You may as well call him in,’”’ some- 
one said. “Brandy, there, has your 
dummy.” 

The Chesapeake was still lying on 
his belly near the station wagon.

She 
never ran a slow trail, she drove her 
line hard, and she always showed you 
coon eyes when she treed. Bob had 
picked her up as a cast-off from a 
breeder on the Tennessee River near 
Knoxville. Down there she would not, 
or could not, run a line with the breed- 
er’s dogs. 

“My idea is she wasn’t boss down 
there, and she knew it,’’ Bob explained. 
“Here she knows she’s the queen, so 
she’s willing to work. I’m going to take 
her back down there soon and show 
that breeder he doesn’t know a good 
coon dog when he has one.” 

Later on I met Bob and asked how 
he had made out on the trip. ‘You 
know,” he said, ‘that darn gyp made a 
plumb fool out of me. She could have 
been a sheep dog for all she showed us 
about coon tracks.” 

Change of atmosphere might explain 
her failure. Perhaps she was able to 
carry a trail in the rarer mountain air 
and not in the damp river bottoms.

Chokes on Food

Deep-Seated Rash 


Question: My dog breaks out with a deep- 
seated rash a few weeks prior to her heat period, 
and the rash lingers for weeks afterwards. What 
can I do for her?

Answer: Apply equal parts of witch hazel and 
water to the affected parts twice a day. Put an 
infant's shirt on her to prevent her from irri- 
tating the skin. You might also try giving 
her some hormone treatments. It is normal for 
the glands to become enlarged after a bitch has 


been in season. Treatment may be given for 
this condition, and an operation may be per- 
formed to prevent

hatching silver salmon eggs from the 
Pacific Coast at the Craig Brook Sta- 
tion, Orland. Fingerlings from these 
eggs have been released in Maine 
coastal streams. The experiments show 
promise, since four and five-year-old 


| fish now return to the Bristol-Friend- 





ship area in small numbers.
